Best Way of Amicably Settling Inter-, 
national Disputes Discussed 

At Length, 



New York, Aug. 3— Bit by bit the 
police and tho district attorney's ollice 
are gathering together tho threads of 
wliat they believe to bo one of the most 
gigantic conspiracies ever discovered 
in New 'i'ork, and which was brought 
to light by tho assassination .a sliort 
time .ago of Hovannes H. Tavshan- 
jian, the wealthy Armeniiin nig Im- 
porter, who was shot down In Union 
SMiiaro by an Armenian named Ham- 
Iiart/.oomian or Khas'tidorian. 

Touay it was declared that the ass- 
assin, through his attorney, made 
o\-ertnres to District Attorney Jerome 
thai may lead fo a full confession on 
his i).-u-t. .Mr. Jerome rep'.icd that lie 
could jiromisi; nothing in the way of 
clemency, but urged the prisoner to 
exiiosi' llie ]dot and those who aro re- 
sponsible for It. The assassin believ- 
ed tliat in killing Tavshanjiau he was 
doing a patriotic act, .but as he gradu- 
al iv becomes convinced that ho 'wa.s 
only the tool of ,a band of blackmailers, 
it is believed ho will divulge the entire 
plan- 

Garabed Bobhooslan, of Lynn, Mass., 
cousin of the assassin, came to New 
York today and spent several hours 
with Assistant Attorney Meniey. He 
went to tho Tombs and tried to Induce 
his cousin to make a full statement. 
Ho also saw Father MartoogessLan, 
whom the police believe was at the 
head of tho blaickniailnig band, and 
identified him as the man he had seen 
in conference with ids cousin live or 
she times In .Massachusetts I'lties. 

Mr. Boghoosiaii ailihai another name 
to the two by which his cousin had 
been known to the police, saying that 
his real name was Bedros Hogopian. 

Among the iirominent Armenians 
against whom Healh Ihi eats have been 
made are Arinon P. Alejn, of ]':ast Or- 
ange, X.J., whose place of business is 
In New York; Bedros FCasanjlan. of

enlaii, anotln'r .Xrmenian. wh ise life 
has been threatone,!. \vas h.'istily sum- 
moned from T'Jurope, whcr.^ they were 
traveling, and they arrived todtiy. VlV. 
K.'iraghenlnn. when he nu't them ;it 
till' station, was accompanied by tv.o 
detectives, who were heaviy armed. 
He recalleil bis family from Europe, 
he said, b,'c,aiiso he thought U was 
safer f,)r the family to be together.

'J'he Hague, .-Vug. 3. — The American 
proposition for liie establishment of a 
permanent court of arbitration at The 
Hague today achieved success in tho 
peace conference sub-conimlttoe tliaC 
luid the inaitor In hand. Twonty-sev- 
n delegates voted afllrmativoiy and 12 
abstained. 

The sitting, however, was not with- 
out its surprises. These were due lo 
Sir J'Jdward Fry, Gretit Britain, nnd 
.■>.r. Bourgeons, Franice, suggesting that 
new permanent court should not inter- 
fere in any way with the court estab- 
lished in 1S,S!). In opening this Killing 
.Joseph H. Choalo, oC the American 
delegation, urged lhat tho Ru.ssian 
pr.iposition bo taken by the editing 
commiitep togothor with the American 
proposition. 

M. Beernaert, Belgium, then made a 
■long speech in wdilch he in no sense 
opposed the idea of arbitration, but 
contended that the permanent bureau 
of the r>resent court had llio advtintago 
of permitting the assembling of ^tha 
court ;il will ami eonstituling it in ac-i 
cordance with the particu:,ii- con.dlJ 
lions of the litigation in hand. 

The (lui'stion to decide, he said, was 
whelher the proiiosal of tho United, 
States really constituted progress. If 
a permanent triininal were established 
litigation would be created outside tho 
sphere ot tlie sovereignty of the state. , 
The iiermanent tribunal, therefore,, 
must be a tribunal of arbitration, tnq 
countries remaining free to appeal.vto v 
other arbitrations. . Continuing .,^^Mj ■ ; 
Beernaert said he was not.sure jhey,,.. 
would be able to. find seventeen first-*, 
rdnss jurists-, to .acf.jas judges who 
wcnild be- wllllSgrto expatriate them- 
selves, andC moreover, all poopieg 
would not bo' irepreaontea on tho tri- 
bunal, which might be suspected oC 
not being fully Impartial. 

Senior Estescze, Mexico, proposed .an 
amendment providing the permanent 
court should accept the judicial pro- 
cedure of the appellant nations. This 
amendment was accepted by JVir* 
Chofcte. 

Senor Porras, Panama, was not op- 
posed to this proposition, provldea 
public opinion was strong enough to 
force large states to submit to tlio 
court their differences with lessee 
countries. 

M. Leger. Haytl, satd he accepted tha 
proposals and hoped that a codlflca.- 
tlon of international law would pre-f.. 
cede the establishment of the icourt. 

Uuv Barborosa, Brazil., expressed adJ 
iKrence to the proposition, but Sal^ 
that as the court would always repre^ 
sent the stronger nation, parties should! 
,i,,t be deprived of the right of choos- 
ing outside arbitrators. 

.mr Edward Fry said ho would bo oB 
the opinion of M. Beernaert if the mew 
court was to replace that of 1S!I9, bijt 
nothing would prevent the two court-i 
from acting simultaneously and pai- 
tles would thus be free t°appear be- 
fore Judges of their own choice. This 
consideration led him to support the 
American proposition. 

The Portuguese delegate said ha 
did not see how the proposed court! 
could proceed without compulsory ar^ 
bltratlon. 

M. Bourgeois agreed with bir li.d- 
ward Fry that there could be no riuos- 
llon of suppressing the existing court, 
which would remain for political dis-i 
putes, but he thought that In tho caso 
of purely judicial questions tha 
[lartles would prefer the permanent 
court, but this always would be opn 
tlonal. They must recognize, tha 
speaker said, tho great ditflcultiea In 
extending the arbitration clause to 
polltlfcal questions, but this was quite 
different with regard to Judicial 
questions. 

The vote was taken after an explan-' 
atory speech by James Brown Scott, ol! 
tho American delegation, and a stlrrins 
appeal from M. Bourgeois, France, who, 
warmly supported the American ap-< 
peal. 

M. Beernart (Belgium) opposed 'tho 
American proposition and Sir Edward 
Fry (Great BrltabO pointed out that 
nothing prevented the court established 
in 1890 from simultaneously conferrinf? 
with the new insllttitlon and that liti- 
gants would thus be' able to go before 
judges of their choice. 

Addresses were then made by dele- 
gates from ■Venezuel.a, Chill, Brazil ami 
.\rgentlne. Mexico ' proposed an 
amendment acknowledging the right of 
countries .stibmittlng a case to the 
court to have their own methods o£ ju- 
dicial procedure adopted. 

This jiroposal was approved by Mr, 
C^hoate of tho American delegation, 
in a speech in which he warmly praised 
the jMexican delegates.

THE CITY ENGINEER. 

The name of tho City Knglnoer hav- 
ing bi'en brought up at the last meet- 
ing of the City Council in rather an 
unfavorable way. It seems to be only 
an act of justice to a very good citi- 
zen and excellent olliicer to .'Jay that 
ho enjoys the i sleem and respect of 
the entire community, lie lia.s been a 
resident of Victoria tor several years, 
and whet> ho was chosen out of many 
nrpllcants for the pDsliion, which ho 
now holds and has .-"O capabl.s- lilleil, 
his record in the Province of Ontario, 
where he had formerly resided, was 
carefully looked Into and the Mnyor 
nnd Council of that date ascertained 
that he had enjoyed a long nnd honor- 
able standing as an engineer in posi- 
tion" of great responsibility. His 
course since he has been In tho em- 
ploy of Victoria has fully justllied his 
appointment and his previous reputa- 
tion. .\ man of fully twenty ye:irs' ex- 
perience in a professliiii, a.i;aliist whom 
not a word of i-aluinny or >c<'nsure has 
ever been spoken, ought to be safe 
from Irresponsible Inslnu.atlon.s. wlilcli 
aro calculat.'d to injure his personal 
nnd professiiuia I rep\iiatlon, hut iiiifor- 
jtunately Victoria has in the INlayoralty 
nne who ijossesses no comprelien- 
I sion of the respimslbility of hia otl'iee, 
and is utterly hu-king in those Instincts 
I wliicli i|Uallf%- a man for tlie chief 
i maglstracj'- of a city. Hence he saw 
i nothing unfitting In his attack upon 
!mi. Tojip, and In accusing hlin of 
I ni gleet of dutj'. To .Mr. Morley suicli 
; tilings may seem of slight iiionieiit, but 
to men who have reputations to lose 
they aro exceedingly distasteful. His 
retlectlon.'i upon Mr.. Topp are taken 
in \'ictorla for what they are worth, 
but when they are uttered at a meet- 
ing of the City Council Ihey properly 
liiul their way into the newspapers, 
and aro sent broadcast over the coun- 
try, to be read by people who do not 
know that no citizen of Victoria would 
condeinn a yellow dog on Mr. .Morley's 
testimony. 

The siK'cl.il matter which led to Mils 
ebullition on the part of the Mayer 
was the oUeged failure of Ihe City Kn- 
glnoer to comply with ti resolution 
passed by the Council a few days be- 
fore, and to which It was absolutely 
impossible for him to give his atten- 
tion on the brief notice, which he had 
received. Moreover, It was n<it a mat- 
ter calling for immediate special a»c- 
tlon, but only a general instruction to 
the Engineer as lo the rule to be ob- 
served in connection with the work 
done on the streets by Ihe Gas and 
Tramway companies. Tho City Kiigi- 
iieer has ni.'iii.v calls iip"n his tliiio and 
a-aeiitlnn. The duties of his ollice are 
grial .•iiough, and wlieii to these is 
added the obligation lo obey Ihe Jlay- 
or In the exercise or his fads, and 
prepare plans for all m.nnner of 
sclu'iiies, which are never used, lie lias 
Ills hands full. Naturally the civic ol- 
ficer.'j hesitate to say much about the 
conduct of the Mayor because of his 
practically unrestricted control of 
tliem, but any one at all fatnlli.ir with 
what ;,nies on at thr City Hall, knows 
that the duti.'S of Ih.' .\ssessor. Treas- 
urer, City Clerk. Water c:omniissioner 
and every one else are made needless- 
ly onerous by the fact that th.- Mayor 
is inspired by tli" belief that he Is a 
hea veil -lvirn K'-niws on every conceiv- 
able subject, w hereas lie is in point of 
fact the worst muddler of public mat- 
ters that ever occupied a jjosltlon of 
responsibility.

1 am told by one 
of the oidesi missienaries in Knrea to- 
day tli.it there is not a case <ni record 
in which a Korean got justice against 
a Japanese, however great the offence, 
nnd this Is made possible, It is believed 
becau.io of tho Pritisli ailltinco. .An old 
courteous' Kora-lff' giiittlemnn called on 
mo the otlii'r day aiid asked wdiether 
this was western idvill/.alion. He knew 
liritain's Influence in tliis, although too 
courteous to say so. I never before 
Idusliod for my country."

A telephonic 
alarm was sent In to the central fire 
hall and though the house Was out- 
side the city limits u hose waggon 
went to llit^ scene. \\'\vn it «rri\eil 
the fire had made fair headway and 
had secured a good hold on the roof, 
but a stream of water that would have 
reached It with any degree of force 
would have (pilckly iieat It out. 

The firemen had to lay several hun- 
dred yards ,)f hose from the nearest 
hydrant on Uak Bay avenue in order 
to reach the house and when thoy 
turned the water on only a faint 
stream issued from the nozzle. See- 
ing that the water service was inade- 
quate another telephone message was 
sent from the house to headquarters 
iind the chemical was called out along 
with an engine. \\'hen they arrived 
the fin- had secured a firm hold .'uul 
the house was doomed. The brigade 
when ii little pn-ssure was secured 
from the engine did g.iod service' in 
preventing the sju'ead of the flames 
and tho file w.'is confuied to the I'.ouse, 
the iiulhuildin,gs not licing fouclied. 

While the firemen weio vainly en- 
deavoring to fight the flames with 
tho little water at their comimiud the 
inmates of the house assisted by wil- 
ling neighbors were busy removing the 
furniture and other effects. They 
worked to such good effect that nearly 
everything In the house was .saved. 
Even the pictures and carpets were 
rescued and carried to safei.N'. 

The house was an old one but had 
lieen reeelill;,- reinodellod and renova- 
ted at considerabln expense.

Tlicy aro 
(ill trained men and stopped at no 
risks, tho mana.gemeiu of llie mills at- 
tributing the saving of th.,- property 
entirely to their efforts. The <aillro 
i-oof was burnt, but j)racth'all.\- all the 
lumb.d' was saved. The nianageiiien t 
was unal)Ic to place an eslKuatu on tlie 
amount of the damage, but slate tliat 
it is not nearly as great as once seem- 
ed Inevllable. 

Tlie origin of tho fire Is uncertain. 
There was a high wind blowing and 
for ;i while It looked as If the lire was 
ulionl to sweep across that whole sec- 
tion of tlic city. If it had not been 
conilncd to the place of origin, a seri- 
ous icatastrophe must have umiues- 
tlonably occurred.

"Tho city building iiispciclor ni.ay In 
every case reciuire an\' siniotur.al i)l;ins

be deposited and. subject to .vplioal to 
tlio council, shii.ll di-leniilne, having 
r(-gard to city rcqulrement.-i, what 
plans and drawings shall ba deemed 
sullicicnl under the terms o£ this regu- 
lation.

Tho now flro limits bylaw Is no*.7 In 
force,^ and as will-, be seen by an ex- 
amlnatldh of tHo 'text*of the bylaw all 
buildings commenced- on" or aiter July 
28,- 1907, are subject ^to the provisions 
of the new legislation. As a number 
of persons aro 'contemplating building 
in the near future within tho prescrib- 
ed limits tho Colonist reproduces for 
their benefit clauses S, 3, 4 and 6, 
which contain the esaontial part of the 
now bylaws, as follows:

street and lUanoliard avenue; tlietico 
soullierly along the centre lino of 
Bl;iucliaril avi'iiue to the p.uiiL of inter- 
section of the centre lines of lilancli- 
ard avenue and Pa.iiilor;i avenue; 
thence easterly along the centre lines 
of Pandora ;ivenue tn the jioint of In- 
tersection of the centre linos of l^an- 
dora avenue ,'ind IJlanchard .street; 
thence southerly along tho centre line 
of nianchard street to tlie point of In- 
tersection of the centre lines of Ill.ancli- 
ard street .-ind Courtaey .street CRac'); 
thence westerly tn the iiolnt of in tor- 
section of the centre line of (,'iairtney

"3. Every building. wUhIn tlin en- 
largeff flro limits as.determltied by thi.s 
bylaw the erection Of which shall have 
been or shall be commenced on op .-if- 
ter the 23rd day of July, 1807, shall bo 
in all things subject toHhe regulation.s 
contained Jn .tlaenMUdtng bylaw and 
amendments th?reoDdn force within' the 
flro limits, and> from and after the pass- 
ing hereof, no building works upon any 
building in course "of erection shall be 
continued unless the owner shall first 
comply with tho regulations contained 
In section one and two of the building 
hylaw and Of this section, as M such 
section had not been commenced.

Bark Waterloo Sighted 133 Days From 
. Monteviedo for the Golden Gate — 
i Drifting Buoy is Seen 



/ The ateaincr Pniulo, ot (lie Caiiucl- 
lan-Now Zealand line, Capt. Large, 
readied port yesterday afternoon from 
Sydney and Melbourne, Australia and 
^A'ollington and Auoklaiid, Xow Zea- 
land via ]1. 1., l)rliigliii,' a lull carKo 
o£ over 3,500 Ions of general I'reiglit, 
Including a shipment of 800 tons of 
raw siigar from tlio Colonial sugar re- 
liiiory at aydney lor Uie lirUish Co- 
iunibia .suh'ar rellnery at Vancouver 
Tliu cargo is tlio largest ever brought 
north, the trade growing wltli e\ er.\' 
trip of tlic steamers antl. the present 
vessels will probably be replaced ere 
long by more and larger carrli;rs to 
give a monthly instead of a bi-month- 
ly service. The cargo loaded at Syd- 
ney included the big sugar shipment, 
some hardwood piles, wool, sheep - 
slcins, etc., and at Melbourne hides 
"and general cargo was taken aboard. 
At New Zealand ports, hemp, hides 
and general cargo was loaded. 

The steamer left Wellington on July 
7, after loading her cargo, and came 
via Honolulu, leaving the Hawaiian 
port, whore a consignment of ammon- 
ia and general freight was loaded, on 
July Capt. ]^argo says lie ex- 

perienced strong northwest gales on 
his way north, and when nearlng the 
straits dense fogs were encountered. 

On July 30 the British bark Water- 
loo was sighted in latitude 39.10 nortli, 
longitude i:iS west, being then 133 
days out from Montevldce for San 
Francisco. The vessel had been de- 
layed by heavy weather off Cape Horn. 
It Is considered that the delay of the 
JBritlsh ship Holt Hill, now due with 
general cargo, is accounted for by the 
same cause. 

. On Friday at 7 p.m , when about 
100 miles wesj of Capo l'"lattcry, a! 
derelict cask buoy, seemingly painted j 
black, and with the Ilgures, No. 33, 
painted In white, was seen drifting. 
Shortly before that a large shark, 
about twelve fcut long, was seen at 
the surface. Tlio drifting buoy is 
'hoiight to he from the Washington 
coast. 

The Pondo proceeded to Vancou- 
ver about 4 p;m. and will berth thl.s 
morning at the B. C. Sugar Rellnery- 
wharf. Another steamer is about due 
there with a full cargo of sugar, and 
the berth was to be given to the ves- 
sel which arrived first. The other 
steamer bringing sugar Is the Queen 
Alexandra which left Samarang, Java, 
on July 5, for Vancouver, via Mojl, 
Japan. 

■ Nothing was known on board the 
Pondo regar<ling the projei'tcd im- 
provetneiit of thi> service, but the olfl- 
cers of the steamer staled einphatl- 
callv that there is enough freight of- 
ferliig for lart;er steamers. The Pondo 
lias .-i full cargo booked for the return

thtit is compensated by tlie low stand- 
ard of living and of wages timong Ihe 
Jtipanese. The same rules apply also 
to Greek steamers, which .'iro v<>ry nu- 
merous in the eastern :McdiLerranean, 
and the roturns of shipping icasualtles 
show conclusively why Greek boats are 
considered such bad risks by marine 
underwriters. 

"The navigation laws of the finlleil 
States exclude foreign built sldjis from 
the Ameidcan re'glslry and, according- 
ly, no se?ond-haniI steiimers are 
bought in thlsieountry from abroad to 
be put under Ihe lliig. Put these ver.\- 
laws, as In the case of Spain — although 
Spanish owners may natlontilize fo>'- 
eign ships by paying the customs du- 
ties — eonti-ibufe to piv(> American 
shliiplng a liclltiouFi value, in the sense 
that a ship which wouhl 1)0 consid- 
ered worn out and milil for any trade 
under a foreign flag still retiilns a 
eertnin value under the American flag. 
\\'h;it "sail's to foreigners" arc to Eng- 
l.-ind, sales to the riiein-.e coast are to 
United St.ates Atlantic coast owners, 
and the western border ot this coun- 
try has as fine a collection of antique 
marine Ironniongnry In active service 
as could be found In Japan or Greece, 
only in our case, the liigh cost of op- 
eration is offset by the monopoly «n- 
joyed under the navigation laws. 
These second-hand Atlantic coast 
built steamers now on the Paclflo coast 
are simply maiMne anachronisms. Built 
for service under (conditions totally 
different from those ruling on the Pa- 
cific, their history ha."» been a sad one 
from the beginning. Tho sinking of 
the Columbia last Smnday was but the 
repetition of an old atpry and It is to 
bo hoped that FaoiHc coast owners 
may -weigh In mind at. their leisure the 
practical hints given above and admit 
with the rest of the world that penny- 
wiso i^ more than a pound foolish."

.Midori :\l,ini and her crew.

W. vr. Naughton, the well known 
San Francisco llstic authority, had this 
to .say of tlie Britt-Is'elsun light: 

"Beyond the shadow ot ;l douiit, 
Jlnnny Brltt fought the grandest bat- 
tle of his career Wednesday night, re- 
cetving the deelslo)! at llie end of 20 
rounds of gruelling lighting, lie l(ept 
a cool licad, even in trying moments, 
and after the tenth round had passed, 
he was the Dane's master at every 
Kttige of the game. "When the nnlshlng 
gong rang, ho had Nelson staggering 
along the ropes and it is quite possible 
that had- the round bein'half a mlnuto 
longer Brltt would have . scored a 
knockout. 

"When It was over the sports were 
aslting one another whether It %yas 
cloldlleld or Colma that had tho great- 
er Influence on the result. Some 
thought that tlic beating administered 
to the Dane liy Cans a.t the mining' 
lanip had left him an easy nnirk for 
Brltt. Others opined that the exi)erl- 
once galiuMl hy .linnny when he fonglit 
the last breaUnecl; mill witli Nelscm in 
the moiulows of San .Mateo, enabled 
idm to avidd pitfalls and score a clean 
cut victcu'v. 

"The lirst half of the iiattle k<Md 
the siieetators gue.-^slug. 'I'he lasi lialf 
w;is so oue-sldiMi thai llu' galleryites 
were shouting '-Brilt, Brltt, Brill." in 
unison at tiie clos(: of every round. 

"Brill went into tlu> ring a pro- 
nounced sluirt-eiider, the ])riee against 
lilm being 10 In H. but before the lirst 
three minu t es-spidl id' suuisliing had 
ended tlie layers ot odds were wonder- 
ing whether tin^v were in ri.glit. 

"The opening sensation was wloui 
Britt staggen'd Nelscm witii a. pistol- 
shot right on the jaw in the very lirst 
nuind. Neiscni's knees i)ent :in(l lie 
i lialf lurched toward the rojjes. Me 
shook his head, however, and pulled 
himself together. Ho began his forc- 
ing tactics which he started at the 
opening gong and kept coming until 
he was reeling and in danger of being 
beaten down In the llnal round of all. 

"The second round found Nelson 
pressing his man and Brltt Hogging 
away at the stomach with that left un- 
dorswing, probably the best blow ho 
is master of. The Oano's elbow stopped 
many of these punches, but Ibero wore 
times when Jimmy found a clear right 
ot way for his favorite sniasli. 

"By the time the third r(uin<l. was 
started Nelson had sfrnck Ids gait. He 
was piling after Brilt. intercepting left 
body rips with thii^t I'ducriled elbow 
and trying to work close enough to usi^ 
rasping upporeiits in half clinches, in 
tlie main, Pvltt's system of baffiln.!,' the 
Dane's attempts at free-arm work was 
well-nigh porfeel. Nelson, who prides 
liimself on his ahilily ti> liool< and .lolt 
while tl-.e other ftdiow is holdin" was 
nr. powerless in neiirly every otiier 
round as though his wrists were tied, 
jon such oecasicHis .Tack Wclsii. wlio 
I hail sworn not to Interfere willi the 
men unless tlna-e was a deadlock and 
;i cessallon of pniilslilng. w.is compell- 
ed, to sti^i forwaril and pull the bat- 
tling liglitweiglits apart. 

"l'"rom tlie .ourtli round to the sev- 
enth matters looked slighti.N- dismal 
for Britt. Tile few liglil upperculs 
that X.-Isrm luid managed to laiui in 
tiie ladding ni.alehes liatl lal:en soine- 
thlng out of .limmy. .and iiis face was 
smi'ared with blood from left Jolts. Th(- 
nalivo son's condition appeared none 
too good during the romuis referred to, 
and it seemed .as if .Xelson would make 
good on ids l)oast tliai lie would knock 
Britt cold Ixd'ore the tcuilli round was 
fought. In tlie seveiitli round p:irticn- 
larly tliere was gUxun in Brltt's angle 
of the ring, for the Dane liari .Tiinmy 
against Iho ropes and was trying hard 
lo clii5p him to tin' Moor with a busy 
right. Britt rallied towards the end 
and used a left and right with good 
effect, hat for all that Nelson had a 
I'airiy good lead on general results 
when the lioll sent them to their cor- 
ners. 

Britt came back strong In the eighth 
round and from that time forward was 
never really in trouble. In the ninth 
round, wiiile backing away he nailed 
Xelson with a right on the chin that 
made Nelson shudder from heels to 
head, and In the following round the 
cry went up that Nelson's bolt was shot, 
lie certainly floundered as ho went tif- 



Brltt and .some of the blows he 
aimed at tlie X'ntlvcSon were a fiill foot 
wide of the mark. The twelfth round 
again saw Nelson sagging al tlio knees 
from the olCects ot two or three .sharp 
crai-ks on tlie iaw, and after that tlie 
writer, for one placed every round to 
Brltt's credit. .\s the contest pro- 
gressed the Dane was pali)ably log- 
weary, and bulldog tliongh he is, his 
cinilidence seemed to be destroyed. 
Britt, on the otiier liand, v,-as as coo! 
as tlie trailitlonal iceberg, and the fur- 
ther he went the Ijetter iic seemed to 
light. 

lie was firm on Ids idns anil his 
punches were of oven strength. His 
face was all the brightness ot an atli- 
leto who wasj trained to perfection, and 
he kept nodding in an Intelligent way 
in acknowledgment of the instructions 
wlilch were sent to him In hoarse whls- 
rnu-s from his corner 

"A left hook, Juihmy; a left hook," 
kept calling Splder_Kelley, and Jimmy 
used the loft hook to good purpose. 
By the time the seventeenth round was 
reached Nelson's right eye was all but 
closed and the bridge of his nose ap- 
peared to be level with his creek. 

The flghtlng Instinct was strong In 
Nel.son, even though every Inch of the 
struggle was uphill work. Kvon tlien, 
ho kept i)resslng after Britt, and liritt 
who had llie l.iattle well in iiand, took 
things leisurely lie stepped in long 
enough lo didiver stinging lefts and 
riglu and tlien lie Ijacked ag.ain. Wlien 
linally forced to clinch he Intertwined 
his arms with Nelson's In such a man- 
ner that the Dane was powerless to In- 
flict any damage 

Britt said he would light a careful 
tight and he kept ills w(U-il It w.-is a 
s.-ife plan iiad a. wise one, no diaibl, and

How Presbyterian ism Has Thrived 
in Victoria 

. The Presbyterian church t.-iUos Ua 
namo from Us form oE church govern- 
ment. Sho ia Iho stronsost of the 
ereat historic churclies of the Kofor- 
luatlon, iinci is found In every part ot 
tho world, whore the gospel Is prcucl - 
eU. Her iilstory Is ono of tho grandest 
chapters in tho strusRle for OlvU and 
religious liberty. Sho lias been tho 
friend o£ good government In every 
age and In every country. Sho Ikih 
raised tho moral standard of Indivi- 
duals and comnuinltlcs l.iy oxiUtlns tho 
Bovoroljjnty ot God, extolling' tho free 
agency of man, and oniiJliasl/.int; tho 
moral law. Her doctrinu toadiow that 
God is absolute and .supremo, and that 
all nieu uro equal bel'oru illni. llor 
Calvini.-iiu makes brainy and resolute 
men, ni<;a who reach tiio upponnost 
£;eat;c ot scieatltlc, professional, com- 
morclal, and political lite. Her suc- 
cess under tho providence o£ God has 
been due mainly to tho education of 
her ministry, the purity of her doc- 
trine, and the flcxlbilil.v of her church 
governinent. IL is lli<; libfrallty of tile 
PresbylLTiaa i liurcli. — tho oiien door 
.sho offers to all tlio cliildron of God to 
enter wltliiu hur i>alc, — jollied with the 
Hlrict coavcr.sati.-iiu of her office bear- 
ers, their adherence to her slandard.s, 
which consiltuloa tiio strength of 
Presbyterian!.':,!!!. All her ministers 
and elders, being her teachers, must 
Bubscrlbo to "Tlio AVcsimlnster Con- 
fession o£ Faith," in which are formu- 
lated the doctrines of the word of God 
as interpreted by the church. IJut pri- 
vate members are not supposed to 
subscribe to these doctrines. This 
preservoK the doctrinal purity of the 
church among those who are her 
teachers, while it gives latitude to all 
who are believers in tho Lord Jesus 
Christ to become members, without 
any compromlao of any individual con- 
victions or ecclesiastical principles. 
The machinery of tho Presbyterian 
chiirch Is well nigh perfect, as to 
creed and polity, and tho duty of her 
members is to put that machinery in 
vigorous motion, and to go on na in 
past ages, in harmony with brethren 
of other donomlnalions to the ron(iuost 
of the world for Jesus. In education, 
civil and religious, the church of Cal- 
vin and of Kno.x for centuries led the 
van. The dark ages were drspelled, 
and light ushered in by Geneva, the 
homo of Calvin, which became tho sun 
of Europe. Tho Parish schools ot 
Scotland, organized by Knox, made 
the peasantry of "bonnle Scotland" 
proverbially Intelligent. 
■ Among the first to carry Presby- 
terlanlsm across the Atlantic were tho 
persecuted Huguenots of France, who, 
to provide safe asylum.s for protcstaut 
exiles, aimed at cstabll.-^hing rolonlc.s 
on tho banks of the MIssLisippi and 
on tlic shores of the St. L.awrcnco. Al- 
though all thoii' desccridr.rts did not 
continue adherence to the principles 
for which their fathers .•suffered, yet 
distinct traces of them are found in 
Ijunonburg and Kivcr John. To tho 
imniigrants of the no£th of Ireland, 
liowcvor, i.s due tho credit of firmly 
planting the I'resbyterlan church hi 
tho Dominion. While the Rev. Francis 
Jtacernio of the county of Donegal, 
Ireland, laid the foundation of Prc;;- 
bylcrianism in America In an organiz- 
ed form, to the ]lc\'. Janios Mur(iocn, 
of tho same county, was reserved the 
honor of Ijeing tho first pernianently- 
pcttled minister in Canada, his parish 
being in the old province of Nova 
Scotia. 



FIRST PRESBYTERIAN 

Tlip pioneer work of the general as- 
sembly of the Presbyterian church in 
Ireland did not end in .Nova .Scotia, 
for tn it belongs the cn'iiit of organiz- 
ing tho I'^rst Prosbyterl.-in congrega- 
tion of this city, and securing tho 
erection of a comfortable cbiircli edi- 
fice at tho corner of Blaiichard and 
Pandora streets. This work was un- 
dertaken and successfully accomplish- 
ed under tho direction of the Rev. 
iJohn Hall, who, under the commission 
of the Colonial committee Of the Pres- 
byterian church in Ireland, arrived in 
A'Iclori.a during the summer of ISGl. 
Tlie business, social and religious con- 
ditions of Victoria at that early date 
of frefiuent clianges, and gold fever 
oxcilcrnenls, doniandod in tile organiz- 
er anil builder of a church a 
man of large resource, tactful and of 
strong faith. The permanent results 
of Mr. Hall's short pastorate of the 
newly organized congregation furnish 
the best proof that he possessed In a 
high degree these qualifications, — 
qualifications essential to a successful 
pioneer missionary. 

The first communion was observed 
In Moore's Hall, Yates street, on the 
sixth day of Jiinuary, 1SC2, wlion six- 
teen partook of tho sacrament, of 
whom only two were woinnn. l\Ir. 
Alexander AVilson, of A. .and M. WH- 
son, is the only one now In the o.mg- 
rogatlon who was at the I^ord's table 
on that occasion. He has stood by 
tho ship la Sturm and calm, and is 
still hale and hearty, being ono of the 
best known and most respected busi- 
ness men of the city In the history .if 
which he has so largo a part. The 
formal organization of the congrega- 
tion of First I'rosbytorl.an church took 
place at a meeting heltl on the 3rd of 
Februtiry, 18G2. The following were 
present, with ('liii:f Justice ('aincnin, 
in ilic chiiir, \ lU v. John Hall, 

Jlossrs. .luliii •Wrigln, rtol^^rl Carter, 
Jnliii i;ii.-,(..(lo, Geo, 11. Sanders, Ali:x. 
AVIKsi^n, .liilm Martin, CMias. (Cochrane, 
Jiisciph KIlKi'ur, Tlios. Mann, tleo. Held 
Simon Anderson, Alex. Laury, Mr, 
Alex. Laury mpved and Mr. Alex, 
Wilson seconded the motion which 
gave visible form to Presbyterlanlsm, 
and brought Into existence the First 
Presbyterian church, oC Victoria, 
which was tho first congregation of 
that denomination organized, not only 
west of the mountains, but west of 
Kildonan. The site on which tlio 
church stands was pnrcli.'iscd in T)i>- 
C'cinber ISllJ for $1,100, the triLsteos of 
the property being Chi.'f .I'lslicc ("ani- 
cron, .John Wrlglit, and John Martin. 

The followhrg extract from the tru.st 
deed shows tho adxanced and liljeral 
policy of the founders of the congre- 
gation, antleipatiii.g tlie luiion of the 
\'arlou,s brantlii'H .if tln^ J'resbylerlan 
church, which look many ,\-ears to 
mature in the older conimiiiiitles: 

'As it litis boon tho earnest wish of 
tlio foimdcrs of tho s.ald congregation 
to promote a, brotherly union amongst 
Presb>-terlans of every sect and party, 
uiul of every country, to induce thorn 
on their arrival here, to become mem- 
bers, if Is hereby provided and de- 
clared that the property so lu'ld in 
trust as. aforesaid shall not revert to 
any particular sect or denomination of 
Presbyterians, but the said parties of

shall stand sei/Sod and jiosscssed of the 
said l;incl, hereditaments and promises 
for tho use, enjo>'mcnt and V)eiicflt of 
every denomination of Presbyterians 
losiring to merge minor differences, 
and td cooperate as a congregation on 
the broad basl< of the Confession of 
Paltb." 

The buiUlliig committee appointed 
by tho congregation, wore Hon. Jus- 
tice Cameron (chairman), Messrs. 
Wright, Liaury, Martin, Held, Wilson 
(treasurer), and Sanders (secretary). 
The corner stone of this historic 
church was laid by Chief Justice Cam- 
eron, in March ISiili, to wlioin a silver 
trowel suitably inscribed was present- 
ed. The cliurch was formally opened 
fur Divine service in November of Iho 
f ame year. The "Colonist" of No- 
.■embor tlio iLtli, ISii;-;, referred to the 
dedication as folluws; 

"The First Presbyterian Church of 
Vancouver Island was formally opened 
for Divino service yesterday. Ere tho 
deep, heavy tones of tho fine new bell 
had ceased to vibrate through tlio new 
building. It was crowded to eicesa by 
n. largo and attentive congregation, a 
great many being unablo to obtain 
admittance. The Rev. James Mnnro, 
missionary from the Church of Scot- 
land, officiated at the morning service, 
iind delirerod an ajjproiiriate iind ex- 
cellent discourse, selecting as his text 
the following beautiful words from tlie 
sublime prayer of Solomon, at the de- 
dication of tho Temple: "Tho Lord our 
God be with us, as he was witii our 
fathers. Let Him not leave us nor 
forsake us; that He may Incline our 
hearts unto Him, to walk In all His 
ways, and to keep His cnniniand- 
ments, which He commanded our fath- 
ers." The e\x'ning service was con- 
ducted by tho Kev. Dr. JOvans, pastor 
of the ^Vesioyan :detliodist church, 
^vho ]) reached to a densely crowded 
audience, an able and ehuiueiu sermon 
from Koinans I; Hi, "I'^or I am not 
ashamed of the Clospel of Christ; for 
it is tho power of God unto Salvation 
to every one that belleveth; to tho 
Jew first and also to the Gentile." Tho 
collections which were taken up In aid 
of the building fund amounted to the 
handsome sum of $314, making with 
the proceeds of the service lately held 
in the building, tho gross amount of 
$1,000." 

After IL faithful ministry of four 
years, I\lr, Mall resigned his charge, 
and wont to New Zealand where he 
prosecuted Ills work as minister of the 
Gospel. Tlireo j'cars ago ho retired 
from the iiCtivo work of tho ministry, 
and on lila way back to his native land 
passed through Victoria, and preaclied 
on Sabbath luoriiliig to tho congrega- 
tion ho organized 43 years before. lie 
was delighted with the progress tho 
city niado in the inturvul, and tho 
( liange which ho saw, although very 
few of tho old familiar faces were to 
bo seen in the stroota. 

After some delay tho mission in Vic- 
toria was tranafofred by the Irish 
church to tho care of the Colonial 
conmiitlco of the (.,'hurch of Scotland, 
which siion afterwards apijolntcd the 
Rev. Tlios, .Somerville to lake cluirge 
of the congregation. He was a young 
man of I'xcolleiu seliolarshli), and an 
!il)le preacher, .^fter a pastorate of 
about ;i year, ii division took place, 
which resulted in -Mr. Somerville iintl 
a largo part of tho congregation mov- 
ing out, and organizing St. Andrew's 
congregation, and erecting a new 
church of whicli Mr. Somerville took 
charge. The cffeel of this exodus on 
Firm Chiircli was a vacancy which ex- 
tended over ton years, when services 
were held only .at irregular Intervals, 
the liuv. liobort Jamieson, of New 
Westminster, preaching occasionally 
during that period. The Rev. J. Reid, 
;i congregational minister, was sent 
out from Kngland, and ministered to 
the congregation with good acceptance 
f.ir live \ears, after which ho Joined 
the ReforineJ Episcopal church. He has 
now retired from the active work of 
tho ministry, but still makes his home 
in Victoria. Dr. Held was succeeded 
by the Ror. R. H. Smith, a minister of 
the Methodist church, .uid he in turn 
by tlio Rev. D. Gamble, a minister of 
the American Presb\terian church. 
ITio two latter were- pastors for about 
ono year each. Upon the resignation 
of Mr. Gamble, th 



vision and the organization of .a sec- 
ond ch.argo, were ciuestloned at the 
time, but tho result has proven be- 
yond all doubt that St. Andrews sup- 
plied a want from tho very start. Tho 
two congregations, while not rivals, 
act as sllmull in their wholesome 
emulation In good works. 

Immediately after the organization 
of the congregation, aided by tho Col- 
onial committee of tho Church of 
Scotland, they proceeded With the 
erection of what was undoilbtedly the 
best church building in British Colum- 



cr and a popular preacher, and tho 
old church, wliU-li was fairly Large, 
soon became much too small for the 
largo crowds that turned out to heitr 
tho olo<iuont preacher of St, Andrew's 
church, 'I'lirougli the energetic efforts 
of the new jiastoi-, supported by the 
office-bearers, meiuber.'j and adherents 
of tho congregation, the erection ot a 
new church was uiidortakeh, the work 
being commenced In 1889, and -tlic 
building dedicated for public worship 
In the following spring.' Tho Bev. D.

Andrew's called to its pastorate the 
Rev. W. ti. Clay, a distinguished grad- 
uate of MoGlU University, then mlnls- 
tcT at Moose Jaw.

During 
his ministry the congregation has made 
considerable progress. It is well or- 
ganlaod, having a good session, an ef- 
ficient finance board, well etiulpped 
Sunday school, a Young People's so- 
ciety, a Ladles' Aid and missionary 
societies. 



ed with the Presbyterian church of 
(_'anada, and bocamo one of the cong- 
regations of tho Presbytery of Toronto, 
which cieslgnated as its pastor, the 
liev. D. Praser, M. A., of Mount Por- 
esl, in August 3884. Mr. Fraser's pas- 
torate of seven years was one of peace 
and progress. The church was en- 
larged under his supervision, and tho 
communion roll and Sabbath school 
greatly Increased.

Dr. Camp 
bell, who was then In charge ot a 
large congregation in tho town of Col- 
lingwo(jd, near Toronto, ;ind a very 
Intimate friend of their late pastor. 
Dr. Campbell Is still the minister .if 
First cliurcli, and has tlie coiiinh'nce 
and csteom of his people. During hi.s 
ministry the cliurcli lias been entirely 
renovated, and much iniproveil, so tluit 
now it iH one of tho neatest and most 
comfortable in the city. It has a ses- 
sion of seven olders; a board of man- 
agement of twelve members, With Mr. 
Alex. Wilson, who seconded the mo- 
tion to organlza tho congregation, 45 
vours ago, as chaJrraan; a good Sab- 
bath nchool with Mr, J. Meston as su- 
perintendent, having been in that po- 
sition for- 2J years; a young people's 
society of Christian Ende.avor, with 
.Mrs. Svooil as jirosldcnl; a Ladles' Aid 
society, Willi Mrs. J, G, Jirown, as jn-e- 
sblent; ;i Woman's Missionary socle'y, 
with .Mrs. "Wood as president; a choir 
of over thlrt\' moiiibGrH, with .Mr. J. G. 
Hrown, as choir iriasler; having had 
charge of It, alnco his arrival here 
from Winnipeg eighteen years ago. 




Cralgflower and Esquimau ^vere 
closed as preaching stations, the peo- 
ple preferring to worship together in 
tho newly organized congregation of 
St. Paul, which was not far from 
either of tho stations. Thus Air. ATac- 
Rae conducted services for three 
years, at St. Paul's morning .and even- 
ing, and at Cegar Hill In the after- 
noon, tho latter place being about 
four miles from Victoria ^Vest. At 
the end of th.at time a further arrange- 
ment was effected by which Cedar 
Hill was separ.'Lted from St. Paul, and 
united to the two mission congrega- 
tions in I'^ast Victoria, thus forming 
one mission field of three stations, 
and leaving Mr. MacRiie missionary in 
charge of St. Paul's alone. Soon af 
ter this .arrangement was made, tlie 
congregation of St Paul's unanimously 
called him to tho permanent pastorate 
of the church, and he was duly Induct 
ed by the Presb.\ tery of Victoria. 

St. I'aul's church was erected during 
the summer of 1891, the corner stone 
being laid by the late Honorable John 
Robson, then premier of British Col 
umbia. The building cost about 
$5,000, and^was opened in -the fall of 
tho same j-ear with a debt of $2,.'i00. 
Although there has been considerable 
depression in business In the city dur- 
ing the greater part of the time since 
tho erection of the church, the con- 
gregation worked diligently reducing 
the debt, until the last payment was 
made and the mortgage retired three 
years , ago. The church has been foi- 
some timo self-sustaining, and the 
congregation Is thoroughly tmitod and 
harmonious. It has a CTii.abli! session 
and board of management, and ener- 
getic auxlllar.v societies. The follow- 
ing are the officers of the church and 
socieiie.~ ■, Session— .Messrs, Fraser, 
Tnit, Adams, Robertson, and Mackln- 
to.«!h; Board of Management, Messrs, 
Semple, Frnsor, Mackintosh, nijd Wat- 
son; Badies' Aid Society^, i^lrs. Dodd 
(president), .and Mrs. M.acRao (secre- 
tarv and treasurer) ; Y. V. S, C. E., 
Mr." .T. W. McDonald (president). Miss 
Robertson (secretary), and Airs, Wll- 
liscroft (treasurer.; Sunday school, 
the pnstor (superintendent). .Mr. AVII- 
liscroft (secretary), and Mr. McKon- 
zio (librarian). 

Mr. MacRac has been preaching tho 
gospel ;uid establlKhing churches west 
of the mountains longer than any other 
member of the synod of British Colum- 
hia.

Knox church, which is in Spring 
Ridge district, was erected in ISin, by 
tho young people of tho Chrisllan I'Jn- 
dea.vor society of First Presbyterian 
church. St. Cohimbi.a church, which is 
in Oak Bay dlstrlet, was erected b 
the young people of the Christian Kii 
devor Society of St. Andrew's. For 
some time Sunday school and prayer 
meeting were conducted In these 
churches under the supervision of tho 
sessions of tho parent congregations. 
In lSfl-1 these churches wore separated 
from First C^liurch, .and St. Andrew's 
and united with Cedar Hill to form 
one mission chai'ge, Tlie Revs. 
Murison, I'orster, Knowles tinil Prascr 
ministered to the people with great 
acceplanri^ and did good work, al- 
tliougli the congregations did not grow 
as rajildly as was experled, owing to 
the jiopulatlon not Increasing In that 
part of the city in the ratio tho young 
pi>o|iln expected it would n.t the time 
the church extension was undertaken. 
Xnw, however, the city Is rapidly 
grov.ing eastw.anl, and both congrega- 
tions are increasing in proportion to 
tlie Increase of p.iiml.atlon. Mr. Fra- 
ser died in ion;;, and tlio Presbytery nf 
Victori.a. ajijiolnted as nilssimiarv to 
the fi..ld the Rev, Joseph :\lcCoy, .\r.A., 
a man of consider.able experience, gooil 
(Mlucatlon, and .a fine nr.\acber. The 
east end w.as very fortunate in getting 
Mr. McCoy as nastor, 

AH the Presbyteri.an churches of 
Victoria are free from debt, which 
cannot be said of many cities in C:.iii- 
ada. v.liich have five churches of any 
one denoiuin.atlon.

sion volunteer teachers who taught 
English. The teaching of the English - ^ 
Language was used to Induco ths 
young Chinese to come to tho mlssloi).. ; 
Was this "catching them by guile?" 
I think not, for there was no guilo''.ln 
It. At tho end of ono hour's teaching 
of English each evening a gospel sor- 
vico was held, at which all tho Chin- 
ese of tho English classes were prs- 
sent. So successful was tho work, 
iuid so m.any professed Christianity 
that Mr. Winchester, in 1838, applied 
to the presbytery of Victoria for the 
organization of a congregation, to bo 
known as "The First Presbyterian 
Chinese Church," The prayer of the . 
apidicatlon was granted by tho court, 
!ind a Chinese congregation was or- 
ganized, with an ad Interim session, of 
which Mr. Winchester ^yas moderator. 
In duo time two very Intelligent and 
devoted young Chinese were elected 
and ordained as elders, and continue 
to tho present to discharge tho duties 
of that ofhce in tho congregation. 
This Is still the only regularly or^an- 
izcd Chinese congregation in Brltisb 
Columbia In connection with tho Pres- 
byterian church. Mr. Colman was re- 
moved to Vancouver, and Mr, 'Wln- 
cho.ster accepted a call to Knox 
church, Toronto, and Mr. Ng Man 
liing, a graduate of the Presbyterian 
college at Canton, China, assisted 'by 
Mr. Ma Seung, continued the work. 
Mr. Ng Man Hlng was soon after re- 
moved to Toronto. Tho Rev. S. Ew- 
ing was a.jipointed by the foreign mis- 
sions committee to succeed Mr. Win- 
chester as superintendent. After two 
and a half years of service, Mr. low- 
ing was retired from the work, and 
the ollice of superlntc-ndent abolished. 
Miss Caroline A. Cunn was in tho fall 
of l.sii'J appointed for mmsion work 
among tho women and children in 
Chinatown, After several years study 
of the Chinese language under the tui- 
tion of Jtr. and Mrs. ]\Ia Seung, she 
engaged a room in Chinatown whero 
she holds meetings for Bible teaching 
and social gatherings every afternoon. 
In this way, and by visiting tho homes, 
she gets a good influence over many 
ot the Chinese women and children. 
\s to "U'hat shall the harvest ho'?" is 
I question which no ono can .answer. 
The seed is being sown, and God has 
promised .a. harvest if the works are 
faithful. Recently Mr. ;\Ia Seung was 
removed to Cumberland, and Bfr. L. 
W. Hall, who was missionary there, 
taken to the mission in this city. 

It Is quite evident that the method 
of doing mission work among tho 
Chinese of British Columbia must be 
clianged, for the attendance at tho 
evening classes for the teaching of 
KngWsh has greatly fallen off during 
tho last two yetirs. Tho cause is not 
that the young Chinese are less inter- 
ested in the go.=ipel than they were In 
former years, for they never wore 
greatly, interested, but that tho capi- 
tation-, rtax of ?500 on those coming In- 
to Canada'has praotlcallv stoppod emlj 
gratlon into British Columbia. 'Up- 
on attending tho classes for two or 
throe years, tho young Chlnam-en think 
they have acquired a)l the . English 
they need, as an a.ss6t tor earning 
money, and drop out of the mission, 
unless meantime they become inter- 
ested In the gospel, and there be^ngno- 
recruits from China to take their 
places the missions are gradually bO" 
ing depleted, and, therefore, a dlfferetlC 
method must be adopted for mission, 
work than has been carried on In the 
past. What is the best method Is now 
tho great question, not only with the 
Presbyterian church, but with all the 
denominations, for all the churches 
doing mission work among the Chin- 
ese In tills province adopted tho samo' 
method, that of first leaching English 
each evening, and then holding gos- 
pel service. That method served Ita 
purpose, but its day la- over, 'What 
next?

Some yoar.s jiroviously Mr. AVin Ches- 
ter w.as .1 missloiKiry in Chlim, and 
when apiiolntf'd to the -ivork hero had 
the advanta.ge of being familiar with 
tlu! customs and habits of thttt iieoplo, 
and having a fair knowledge of tho 
Cnntoncso dialect. Mr. Winchester 
liad as his assistant Mr. C. A. Col- 
m;in, who had also ; been in China, 
and who la now in charge of the 
work in Vancouver. Mr. Winchester 
built up a prosperous mission' in this 
city.

Winnipep; Paper's Reference to the 
Fruit E.xhibit From This City 

Referring In ,a recent Issue to the 
display sent from Victoria to the Win- 
nipeg exhibition tho Free Press says:' 

Tho fruit exhibit at the exhibition 
Is, as usual, one of its strongest and 
most interesting features. This year 
the exhibit is -more eomprohensivo and 
wider in its scope than previously. 
For the first time Ontario has 
shown what It can do in fruit culture 
In a western exhibition. Tho Britl.'fh 
Columbia government does not parti- 
cipate in the exhibition this year as It 
has previously. ' It has been left to tho 
fruit growers' aasociationa of West 
Kootenay and Vancouver Island to 
represent British Columbia officially, 
while prlvjito firms are also advertis- 
ing the products of other sections in 
w-hich they aro interested. 

The exhibit of the Frtilt Orov/ers' 
association of Vtmcouver Island, which 
occu|(iits the centre of the building la 
peculiarly ar':istic and alractive. It I? 
designed to Illustrate tho "Evergreen 
City." It consists of a central panel 
on "which aro displayed Jara of fruit 
embroidered with evergreens, and 
flanked bv specimens of the Ijeantlful 
shrubs for which Vancouver Island Is 
famous. In front arc displayed tho 
fresh fruits matured this year, whilo 
on one side Is a fine collection of out 
flowers and on tho other of Dutch 
hulba, the breeding of which has be- 
come quite an industry on the Island 
nf Vancouver. Tlie whole is embel- 
lished with a magnificent series of on- 
liu-ffcd photogr.aidis which do full Jus- 
tice to the scenic and horticultural at- 
tractions of Victoria. 

That Victoria Is tho "Evergreen 
City" may easily bo seen from the 
chart of average toniporatures display- 
ed wltli prldo In tho exhibit.' The 
iiverago maximum!' temperaluro Is 72 
degrees. Tho average summer tem- 
peraturo is 60 degrees; autumn tem- 
perature 49 degrees, spring 47 degrees 
arid winter 33 degrees. In this favored 
clime there are no hot summers, no 
hard winters, no mosquitoes, no ma- 
laria, no blizzards, and no thunder- 
storms. Tho last is a unique peculiar- 
ity. It Is an astonlsliing thing to re- 
flect that there aro grown up Cana- 
dians born and bred on Vancouver Is- 
land, who liavo never heard a poal of 
thunder, and do not know what a flash 
of lightning Is llko. 

Among the shrubs exhibited are cy- 
press, cedar, English holly, aracaria or 
"puzzle the monkey," and boxwood. 
To the spectators who throng tho ex- 
hibit tho specimens of holly, arc the 
most Interesting. Though It Is cele- 
brated in song and story from Shake- 
snenre's most beaullful song, "Blow, 
Blow Thoii Winter Wind." down, many 
had never seen the actual plant.

Kinfr.'^lown was cii fete as it I'.as never 
hcon before. > Tlic ■'Jioclvy road to 
Dublin," as It is called in an old song,

motest .suburbs, irlittorod with flags 
and floral arches. Certainly when their 
Jlajestlo."^ luive added tomorrow's 
visit to Lcopardstown to their crowd- 
ed e.vperlence, Uiey will take ;uvay 
T\ith tlunn main- ijlcasanl nicmnrlos of 
their latest journf^y to irelaiirl. Hav- 
ing follnwod closely the <'vents of their 
two prcvlon.* visil.s. 1 am able to state

The Klng'.'i yacht, on entei-ing the 
liarbor this morning, steamed to a 
position noiir the lOa.sl Wall, where U 
was moored, the escorting cruisers 
remaining in the outer waters of 
Scotsman's Bay. Long before ,S 
o'clock, when a royal salute was lircd 
from the battery on the East Pier, 
the streets presented an appearance 
of animation and bustle. Througliout 
the morning special trains and tnim- 
cars brought down enormous numbers 
from Dublin.

In c.in- 
Iclusiorj, I desire to express niy liest 
j wishes for tho continued prejjress .and 
prosi)erlty of Kingstown .and the hap- 
jpincss of the community whom yon 
represent. 

I .Mrs. Mills, wife of the chairman of 
.the Urban Council, then presented the 
'Queen with a bouquet of carnations 
and lilies of the valley, and Miss 
ICvans, the daughter of the vice-chair- 
man, presented a bouquet to Princess 
Victoria. 

To Drive to Ball's Bridge. 
The King then inspected tho guard 
of honor, after which their Majesties 
entered the state carriage, and, amid 
tho cheering of the multitude that had 
assembled on every .spot from which 
the procession could be observed, 
drove to the Irish International exhi- 
biton at Ball's Bridge. Their Majes- 
ties were preceded by the Lord Lieu- 
tenant's in'ocesslon. 

On emerging from the Victoria 
wharf and turning into Crofton road, 
their Majesties were cheered again 
and again, sn the bright sunshine, 
Kingstown, which was decorated on 
a very elaljorate scale, looked Us best. 
In all the- streets and roads overlook- 
ing tho harbor Venetian masts, from 
which streamers and garlands o.f flow- 
ers depended, were erected. From the 
town hall, the public buildings, tho 
hotels, imd .almost every house over- 
looking the royal route, flags and ban- 
ners wcro flown, and .ipposltc the 
Kingstown railway terminus a great 
trumphal arch of artificial flowers 
spanned the road. The pathways on 
each side along Cr.ofton road. Dun- 
leary road, Longford terrace and Clif- 
ton "place were crowdinl with people, 
who cheered and waved hats and 
handkerchiefs as the royal procession 
passed slowly through. There were 
few houses along the long stretch of 
roadway between Kingstown and tho 
exhibition buildings that did not 11 y 
a flag or exhibit banners bearing 
words of welcome. At Monkstown 
road a triumphal arch spanned the 
street, and at Black R.ick the town 
hall and mtiny of tho houses in the 
townshlii were decorated. ]'"riini here 
to Ball's Bridge large numbers of 
Dublin iioople who had gone out by 
tram and by car took uj) i)ositlons fui 
the roadside, and their Majcstle.s had 
everywhere a most c-ordlal welc.jine. 
At the Irish Exhibition, 
In the ]ieigliborhood ot the exhibi- 
tion great crowcle gatherotl from an 



early hotir. 'I'iie royal carriage drew 
U)) oul.slde the Xorthamiiton road en- 
trane(^ to the i-xhllilt Ion. and Sir Rob- 
ert Gardnei-, as clialrnian .if the I.'om- 
broke Urban I'oinicll, In which town- 
sliip (ho exhibition stands, was pi-e- 
scntod to Ills Majesty by Lord 
Tweodmoutlu Sir Robert Gardner 
thereupon handed to the King an ad- 
dress from the council offering a loyal 
and hearty welcome to their Majes- 
ties, and exi)rosslng their most heart- 
felt pleasure in being honored by tbeir 
Majesties' visit and their sincere at- 
tachment t.) tho person and Throne of 
their JIaJcstles. 

Ills Majesty graciously .accepted the 
address and banded Ihe following i-<:- 
|>ly: t:;entlenion,— I thank y(ui on 
behalf of the Queen and for myself 
for your most hearty weleonu' and 
for your loyal assurances of devotion 
to my throne and pers.in. Our pre- 
sent stay in Ireland must be briefer 
than we could wish, but we intend to 
make the most ot tho short time at 
our disposal, and wo are confldent of 
carrying away with us the pleasant 
recollections which have always been 
assoeiatcMl wllh our visits to Ireland, 
'i'ho iu'os]ie;'i(y of the country anil 
tile hapiiine.-^s and contentment ot her 
pefiple are objects very near to our 
hearts, and the Qucn and I shall 
think ourselves amply repaid If our 
visit tends to iironnite these ends. 

The g.ales of the exhililllon wore 
then swung open, anil the royal pro- 
eesslen p.as.sed lliroiigh .amid the 
cheers of those outside, .-iml dr.ive 
along the line a\-eniie leading from 
the Dnnnybrook entrance to the 
Palace restaurant. Here a dala with 
canopy had been erected. The avenue 
was lined by the military drawn from 
Dublin garrison, and the grounds were 
hainlsoniely decorated wllh trophies 
of ll.ags and llowi'ring iilants. liel'ore 
alighting at the dais their Majc-itles 
drove r.ii.nul the great whlie central 
building. re.' Mvijit; a ^•ery hi arty wel- 
come from a conslilei'alde g.albering. 
A distln.gulsheil party of proiniaeiU 
Irishmen was luesent to welennie 
theiu, .and Lord Ormonde, ])resldent of 
the executive council of the exhibi- 
tion, road a loyal address, which con- 
tained the folfewiiig passage: 

"Your Miijestles will learn with 
satisfaction that tlie hope exprcs.«ed 
in the King's gracious message, "That 
the exhiljitlon would prove a success 
anil that it would denionrlrato tho In- 
teinational progress made by Ire- 
land," is being fully realized. Judged 
by tho standard of tho Influx of vis- 
itors, and by their appreciation of 
what we have to show them, the 
prospects of success are most favor- 
able, and It oidy roduirod the example 
set by your .Majesties in paying tills 
v!:::t: to make that success assured. 
W'e are also pleased to Inform your 
Majesties that this exbibitlim has 
denionslrtited in a not.able manner "the 
International i)r'igress niuii-.- by Ire- 
land," for the manufactured products 
of our country are hero exhibited to 
■an extent and of such cxceHEnoe' as 
to bear convincing testimony to the 
industrial capacity of our iieople and 
tho enterprise of our m.anufacturers. 
Tho display of these prodin.'ts before 
the numbers who will visit us from 
abroad cannot fall to promote their 
introduction li-fo the markets .if tho 
world, and we have no doubt th.at our 
people will learn n;.any useful lessons 
from the jjroductlons of other coun- 
trli-s here exhloltedi With the en- 
couragement afforded by your Ma- 
jesties' Interest. In our undertakliu;. 
We feel confldent that tho enteri)rlso 
in which wo are engaged will be of 
lasting bencllt to our country, and will 
leave Its mark upon the Industrial his- 
tory of Ireland;" 

Ills Majesty replied "us follows: 
Centlemou, — I thank yon for \our 
loyal !ind cordial welcome. I regret- 
ted my inability to be present at the 
opening cereni Miy of this exhibition, 
and it Is with leal p'.iasure ilial the 
(Jui-en and 1 .and eu" daughter ('.)nie 
liere t.iii.iy to see for iiur::elves the 
results of yoiu" foresight, energy, and 



patriotic efforts. I heartily congra- 
tulate you upon the self-reliance ami 
enterprise of which this exhibition, 
with its alliaetlve surroundings, Is 
such a strlk'lng monument. I rejoice 
to learn from > ou that, you are satis- 
fied with tho measiu-e of success that 
has boon already achieved, and. I con- 
fidently hope that the flnal rosultmay 
realize your fullest expectations. I 
shall, Indeed, no giad If our visit tends 
in any way to secure this end, and to 
help In i)romoting tlio commercial and 
Industrial prosperity of Iroltind. (Loud 
cheers.) 

liady Constance Butler then pre- 
sented ii, boufpiet to the Queen, nud 
:M1ss lOva Mnriihy, daughter of 
AVlllhun Muriih.N-, chalrnuui of the 
finance committee of the exhibition, 
handed a bouuuet to Priiu'css Vic- 
toria. Afterwards Lord Onnonile, Mr. 
Murphy, and the other members of 
the exi'cutlvo council of the exhibition 
were presented to His Majesty. 

Imnieillately after the conclusion of 
the ceremony, their nuijesties were en- 
tert.alned at huicbeon in the Palace 
restanianl. 'I'be distinguished com- 
p.any, mimliiaing ,"1 guests, who wore 
present at the lunehi'im. Included tho 
Lord Lieutenant and Lady AberdeoTl, 
the Chief Serretar.v and Mrs. Birrell, 
Lord In-ogheda, Lord iveagh, Lord 
(Irenfell, Lord Pirrie, Sir Antony Mac- 
Donnell, Lord iVBrlen of Kllfenora, 
and Sir .Tohn and La(l\- ,^rnott. 

.After luncheon their majesties en- 
tered upon one lit the most inlej-esting 
parts of (heir visits te Dublin — nanie- 
l.v, a prolonged and exh.'iustive liisp.'C- 
tlim of the \-arlnus features of the ex- 
hibition. These Included the P'rench 
ami Italian siu-llims, the section of 
Irish Industries, ilie gallery or fine 
arts, .■ind the Canadian pavilion. At 
evi-ry section their majesties were re- 
ceived by the chalrm.an of the comndt- 
tee connected with it. The tour of the 
exhibition lasted for over tin hour, and 
the king :uul queen took ami express- 
ed the keenest interest in everything 
that they saw. Thi^y were particular- 
ly gratllied with the appearance of tho 
Irish Industries occlion, to which they 
devoted a large part of the time at 
their disposal. 

The Enthusiasm of Dublin 

At a tiuartor to four the royal pro- 
cession left the exhibition for the vice- 
regal lodge. Tho route passed tbrougli 
the principal streets of the city, in- 
cluding Grafton-street and Sackville- 
atreet, and along the great circular 
road which ends at the Pbocidx i'ark 
and forms the northern bomulary of 
Dublin. In the scheme of dpcor.ation 
of tho streets, carried out by Messrs. 
Defrles, the harp and shamrock were 
conspicuous. Their nuijesties' drive 
through the streets of Dublin was be- 
>-ond doubt the outstanding feature of 
their, crowded day. At the exhibition 
and .afterwards at the vice-regal lodge 
the gatherings. though very large, 
were drawn from the higher socitil 
strata of the llfc'ot Dublin and Ire- 
land, la drh lng tlirongb the city this 
.afternoon the king and queen came in- 
to personal contaet with tho populace. 
I do not think they will soon forget 
th(^ experience. In the five miles of 
their journey from the exhibition to 
the vice-regal lodge Uiey passed 
through densely crowded streets amid 
a continuous roar ef cheering and a 
continunus llutier of handkerchiefs 
Till- nan-u\v liinlls nf ( I r;if ton-st ree t 
Were uncDiufortaldy congested. In the 
great sptice outside Trinity College, 
where Grafton-street widens Into Col- 
legt'-greeii, theie was a gathering of 
several thousands, ami here, .at the 
crucial point of all popular receptions 
In Dublin, not a single note of dissent 
broke the tremendous welcome Which 
greeted the king and queen as they 
drove quite slowly Into view. The 
cheering began before the procession 
had turned the corner of Grafton 
street and was prolonged for some time 



after the royal carriage had turned in- 
to AVestmoreland street. Similar eii- 
tliuslasm and hardly less Impressive 
crowds marked tho passage of the 
procession through tho Whole length 
of Saekvillo street. ' In' the outer sub- 
urbs the roadways wcro loss tl|lckly 
lined, but everywhere their majesties 
received a most cordial and spontan- 
eous welcome. A great gtilhering 
thronged the roadside In the Phoenix 
I'ark, and tho t'heerlng was maintain- 
ed until the royal carriage had dis- 
appeare,d within the grounds of tho 
vlce-regal lodge. 'I'he king and queen 
did not conceal their pleasure through- 
out this iirolonged demonstration of, 
r)opiil.ai' i-egard, and they constantly 
acknov/ledgcd the greetings of the 
citizens. 

On his arrival at the lodge the king 
received ad(ircsscs from a mnnber of 
public bodies In Irel.and, Including the 
Uo.\-;il Dublin society, \vhose address 
was presented by I.,oi-d Ardilann, the 
Irish Methodist conference, the f^ublln 
Cli.aniber of (,'oninierce, tin; llny.il Col- 
lego of Physicians of Ireland, tho 
Rojal College of Surgeons in Ireland, 
tho Ineoi-porated Ij.aw Society of Ire- 
land, the lloy.il Zoological Society of 
Ireland, the Urban District Councils 
of niaekrock and Dalkoy, and tho Ho- 
tel and Tourist Association of Ireland. 
In a gencnil reply, his miijdsty thank- 
ed the deputations for their hearty 
greetings and asked them to accept 
from the queen and from himself an 
assur.anee of tholr gratification at tho 
kindly reception conveyed in the uil- 

A large .and f;ishioii;ible gathering 
had accepted Invlt.ations to the vlce- 
rcBal garden party. In . tho warm 
sunsblne of this rare July afternoon 
the pretty grounds of*thO vico-regal 
lodge were seen at Ihelr best. They 
were crowded, though not uncomfor- 
tably crowded, by tho brilliant atton- 
daiice, and their majesties moved free- 
ly among the guests; The Icing chatted 
with a number of gentlemen whose nr- 
quaintance he had made on former 
visits to Ireland. During the party 
their majesties roeclved many quiet 
but sincere Indications of tho pleasure 
which tholr preisonco gave to this most 
roproscntativo social gathering of 
Irishmen and Irishwomen. 

Soon after G o'clock their majesties 
returned to Kingstown b.v motor-car. 
The route was along the northern 
quays and through Damo-street, N.is- 
sau-street. Ball's Bridge, and Black- 
rock. The great crowds in tho streets 
had scattered, and tho journey was 
made quietly enough. At many points, 
however, their majesties were loudly 
cheered. In Kingstown the approaches 
to the wharf were thronged, and a 
parting cheer from many hundreds of 
spectators followed their majesties to 
the king's yacht In tlie evening 
Kingstown and its harbor were ablaze 
with lllumlnatlous, and the town was 
given over to music nnd gaiety. The 
ships of tho royal escort joined In the 
display. 



Dublin Thursday. 
The second and concluding day of 
their majesties' visit to Ireland \^as, 
by a rare coincidence, tho most beau- 
tiful day that has d.awned ovei- Dublin 
during the present year. Yesterday's 
Iirogramme completed what may bo 
called tho business of the royal visits; 
tod.iN- was gi\en over wholeheartedly 
and joyously to a great civic holiday. 
Practically the whole of Dublin .at- 
tended %be .lidy meeting of the Loop- 
ardstown club, which had been special- 
ly arranged in connexion with the 
king's visit Any race njeetlng makes 
an almost universal appeal to the Irish 
people; a Leopardstown race meeting 
held at the king's request, graced by 
the king's presence, distinguished by 
races for two cups held by hla ma- 
jesty, and held on the first perfect day 



of the year, proved Irreslstildo to 
practically the whole community. It 
may be doubted whether even the 
king has ever witnessed a rnorc plea- 
simt and inspiriting spectacle than 
that which for four hours today was 
fr.amed for him in tho far-famed val- 
ley between the Dublin INIountains and 
the Irish .Sea. 

Their majesties landed at Kingstown 
half an hour after noon, iind were re- 
ceived on the 'A'harf bv Rear- Admiral 
King Hall and Admiral Tudor. Tho 
crowds \vlilch had gathered on tho 
pier and along- tho sea front cheered as 
the king and queen stepped on shore. 
Without del.ay the royal procession, 
which was formed iiftcr tho same man- 
ner as yesterday, drove off to Looj)- 
ardstown, where it v/eta duo soon af- 
ter 1 o'clock. Tho route lay along the 
pleasant roads through the villages of 
Mount Town, Kill-o'-the-Qrange, and 
Whltecross. Everywhere the people 
had been careful to arrange a welcome 
for their majesties. Humble cottages, 
as well as substantial country houses, 
were adorned with flags, and banners, 
and in many cases the villagers had 
decked their houses with profuse dis- 
plays of flowers. Little crowds gather- 
ed at the roadside and heartily cheer- 
ed their majesties, who acknowledged 
th»^ v.'plcomo with manifest pleasure. 
The entrance to the race-course was 
gorgeously decorated and was throng- 
ed with ])eo]ile from all parts of the 
couiitrsslde. Shortly before 1 o'cloek 
the Lord Lieutenant and Lady Aber- 
deen arrived on the course. They were 
follnweil in another carriage by the 
Chief Secret.-iry and Mrs. BIrrtdl. Punc- 
tually the royal procession swung 
round into tho drive .and Wiis greeted 
with loud and prolonged cheers. 

Those of your readers who have 
seen tho course will be ablo in some 
iiieasnre to picture tho scene which, 
greeted the eyes of the king and <pieen 
when they look their pbace.s on the 
royal stand. The iiavlliou and stands 
occupy high ground under the sh.adow 
of the Thi-ee Rock ^rounti■.ln and give 
ii wonderful view over beautiful ptirks 
down to Killlney Head and the sea. 
-As tlie royal proces.'lioii swept round 
in frnnt of llie stands, the vast crowds 
greeted their majesties with a unani- 
mous voice of welcome. As tho band 
broke Into the opening strains of the 
national anthem the king stood up In 
his carrl.age and acknowledged the 
cheers. Ills majesty wore a grey 
frock suit v.'ith a I'cd tic, and the queen 
was dressed in pale cornflower blue. 
A holiday .air pervaded the whole 
roval entour.agc. Their majesties were 
received by tho officials of the club 
and were escorted to tho royal stand 

The principal Interest In tho racing 
centred, of course in the two races 
for which cups had been offered by 
tlie king. The farmers' royal cup, pre- 
.leiited by his majesty for a two-mile 
race for hoi-ses the property of farmers 
In Ireland, iiroduced a field of 2."), and 
tho king, who followed the i-ace with 
the closest interest, laughed as the 
crowded field of horses swept past 
him. The favorite, Mr. P. Culllnan's 
I'lax P.irk, was hopelessly left at the 
liost. and the race was won after- an 
exciting finish by Mr. D. McCammon's 
Rov Allen, ridden by the Hon. R. 
Bruce. The race for the royal mlll- 
itiry cup also produced a largo field, 
an exciting finish, and a bad defeat 
for tho favorite, Surseon-Captaln Mc- 
Caho's Louco.oja It was won by the 
Hon. R. Bruce's' Charley O'Ryan. The 
other four races also provided good 
.sport, but; only one favorite out of six 
responded to tho hopes of the backers. 
No'vertheless the meeting retained its 
air of high spirits and vivacity to the 
very end. It was clear that the great 
event of the day was not the racing 
but the presence of tho king and queen, 
and it was enough, as was manifest to 
all who watched them, that they were 
enjoying themselves to the full. At 5 



o'clock, after the last race, their ma- 
jesties left the course and returned to 
Kingstown. Their departure was at- 
temled by another great outburst of 
cheering, and their in;i jesties, ns they 
drove aw<i.v, occupied themselves bus- 
ily In returning the salutes made to 
them from the different stands. 

So closed a scene that will be mcm- 
orablo in the .annals of Irish sport, ami 
will, I think, bo as long cherished in 
tho minds of the klhg and queen as 
in those of the tlioustinds of their 
Irish subjects who had assembled In 
their honor. It deserves to be noted 
that tho cheers came :just ns heartily 
from the democratic part of tho ga'th- 
eriiig as from tho fashionable occu- 
pants of the stands. Immediately af- 
ter tlio dejiartiire of the royal proces- 
sion the great atteiul.anco scattered to 
Its trains and cars and motor-cars, but 
at least .another two hours had elapsed 
before the last train had completely 
cleared tho congested district of th^ 
course. The royal party returned to 
Kingstown by a somewhat different 
routo from that taken on the outward 
journey. Everywhere along tlio route 
flags were flown and patient crowds 
were In waiting to give their majesties 
a parting cheer. A final great recep- 
tion awaited thorn at Kingstown, 
whore, amid every demonstration of 
P«Oular enthusiasm and regret for 
their too brief stay In Ireland, they 
embarked In tho king's yacht. 

In the evening tlie king entertained 
a party at dinner on board his maj- 
esty's yacht, which, as at present ar- 
ranged, will Icavo Kingstown at 4 
o'clock tomorrow morning. Kingstown 
was again en fete tonight. The 
houses and streets were brilliantly Il- 
luminated, there were displays of fire- 
works, military bands played at var- 
ious points, and up to a late hour tho 
streets were thronged with people who « 
had come down from Dublin. 



The King and tho Irish People 

Last night the Lord Lieutenant re- 
ceived tlie following communication 
from Lord Tvveedmoutli: — 

"H. M. I'acht Victoria and Albert. 

"Kingstown, July 10, 1907. 

"Dear Lord Aberdeen, — I have re- 
ceived a gracious conim.and from his 
majesty the king to write you a let- 
ter which shall convey to you, for your 
Intimation to the Irish people, tho ex- 
pression of his own and her majesty 
the queen's most wttrm and apprecia- 
tive gratitude for the very hearty and 
enthusiastic reception given to them 
by so many Irish men and women 
during their drive today from Kings- 
town to tho Dublin Kxlilbltion and 
from thence to tho VIco-rcgal lodge. 

"Ills majesty has had a long and 
happy experience ot the kindness 
which has been uniformly shown him 
by tlio Irish people of all classes, and 
it was a pleasant thing to find onco 
more on his passage through tho 
streets of the capital of Ireland such 
evident proof of tho layal feeling to- 
wards the crown. Their majesties 
greatly admired the grounds and 
buildings of the Irish exhibition and 
tho numy objects of Interest shown In 
Its various sections. Kspecially they 
were struck with the large represen- 
tation of native Industries In Ireland, 
and they hope that the exhibition 
may prove a very useful help and en- 
couragement to the' development of the 
native craft, art. and industries ot 
Ireland. 

"Tholr majesties further desire to 
thank you and Lady Aberdeen very 
heartily for tho reception you gave 
them at the Vice-Regal lodge this af- 
ternoon, and for all your labor and 
care to make tholr visit to Dublin so 
pleasant and successful.

The ceremony, which 
was brief, was witnessed by a large 
company. Mr. Asquith was received 
on arrival by Sir Thomas Whlttaker, 
M P., chairman of tho directors of the 
institution, and was conducted In Ihe 
board-room, the door of whicli he 
opened with a gold ke\-. He deidared 
tbe building oiieu and congratulat.'d 
the nrchitect, Mr. II. T. Hare, on the 
•success which bad attended his labors. 

Sir Thoniiis Wliil taker, .M. P., at ter- 
wards presided at :t luncheon given at 
the Wliiteliall rooms. Hotel .Mctropole. 
whlcli was largely attended. Among 
till. HO present In ailditliui to .Mr. .As- 
quith were Sir Weelnian Pearson, .M.

After the toast of "The King," the 
chalrniaii Inlroducd .Mr. .Asquith. and 
said that they did not talce his prm- 
ence so jnucli as a personal honour as 
an lionniir to the gi'ljat insurance In- 
terests of this I'lnint^', which for the 
moment they represented. Those in- 
stlliitions which v,-cre Interested In 
great Investments in this country had 
had a soaiewh.at trying time ilurlng 
the last ten years, and although this 
kind of thing c;ould not bo tegulated 
by the chancellor of tho excheqiuui, 
tltev would hear with Interest any 
words from Mr. Asquith which miglii 
lead .them to think that there was 
bright sky ahead. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Asquith '..then nddrossed the 
gathering. After expressing his thanks 
for the reception which had been ac- 
corded him, nnd his pleasure In tak- 
ing part In the proceedings, he sidd 
that ho confeAscd that his first mo- 
tive In coining wits to show the great 
friendship and regard which he had 
Bntortalned for many yenrs for the 
chairman, Sir T.lionius -Whlttaker. Ho 
was uure that the Institution was un- 
der a deep debt of obligation for the 



faithful and skilful service which Sir 
Thomas had rendered, 'i'ho (dialrman 
had said that bis (Mr- Asqulth's) 
presence niiglit also be accounted for 
by «ome connecliou. which he bad 
i-ather fancifully sought to trace, be- 
tween 'those great Insui-iinei; interests 
which u-cro so largely rii>re.senteil on 
that occasiiui and the person or phan- 
tom who for tbe time being flitted 
across the political stage 111 chargi', or 
apparent charge, of the fortunes of 
the nation. Asquith toidc ad-

Tho Australian gazes through the 
window and makes no reply.

se.asoii for iiliiioKophlc.al meditation, 
("iiu; is luingry. I remember \vhon I 
I'ouiid iiiN'scIf walking' briskly to a lin- 
tel, that tfiiniowliero an e.\iio from Vic- 
toria confessed tJiaL lie was always 
eager U>v Ids b real'; last in the Hritisli 
i'(duiiiliia capital. 1 cannot recall that 
lie hail an.\ihliig else to say ;d)out 
Victoria; but .surely that is a K-real 
d''!i!. Thijre are so many i)ci)plc, 
l>rodii;lously brisk and tnoneudously 
hiiiii4r\' at niiilniglil, ss'lio moot the 
UKU'iiIng Willi sour glances at the table, 
ungentle comments on tlie dishes and 
a eomplote air of disgust It is really 
poetic thought that tne.so same Indivi- 
duals may have darlcling longings for 
a eiiv wliere one is alwa>s liungry for 
breakfast. 

.MIcr breakfast tho siKhtseor has 
clioic el' si;\-i;ral walks. 'I'liero is one 
through tile town past tlu- parliament 
buildings and out upon the emb.-ink- 
nii:m i)\i:rlo(diing the .Sound. Here one 
stares straiglit to tlie feet of the 
snowy Olympics rising out of the bril- 
liant waters of the Inland sea. Snug 
little hou.sos lino tho road that spins 
out behind the bastions, and trim gar- 
dens may be discerned through the 
hedges.

There was the 
turf, and the br.iorn along the foro- 
sliore and liUle (locks of children flit- 
ting tliiToigh the groves with crlos and 
luiigliler. Children everywhere ! I 
haven't seen a child, a real ono, since 
I loft tho pUicc" 

Too many places one does not see 
rcrd eliildreii. A child is not a child 
In- hiinsidf or herself. One can't bo a 
"iirother" or "sister" all by oneself and 
among us of English stock the same 
holds good of the "child." Myself, I 
sliall never forget the evenings In 
Victoria, where the dusk of tho long 
twilight seems peopled with flitting 
children, pursuing the games we . all 
knew oiu^o. with the same cries wo 
used to give liefore \ye lost the Single- 
ness of childlii>od and became mere 
anils in a multitude. 

As children, with that strange in- 
stinct we ni?ver understand, never 
come where they are not welcome, 
this ui' an.s Victoria muat mother them 
w( 11.

Wo are glad. Indeed, tlinuiKh Mr. Van 
CIcavo's distinguislic'd eo-oiieration, to 
pres'^nt so able, authcirltativi! and ap- 
riealing a statenieiil of the idc^ais which 
underlie this newest and most polen- 
tiully powerful movement In the eco- 
nomics of .Vmerican Industry." air. 
A''an Cie\'e says: 

Tii<! Invltaiion extended to nie to 
prepare tlils article st-ites concisely 
the argument fm- Its apiiearance. 
There Is much niisuiiderslaiiding by 
the dally newspapers, rogarding Hie 
""significant action" taken by the .N'.i- 
tlonal Association of MamifacturerH, 
and espcclaly concerning "the princi- 
ples which tho groat fund proposed for 
tho association was designed to ad- 
vanoo." In availing myself of the op- 
portunlty to correct this mlsunder> 
standing, I cannot begin better than 
by giving tho platform of tho associ- 
ation, which was first formulated In 
our annual convention of 1903, which 
lui.s been s.inclloned every year, and 
wliicli may lie broadly outlined thus:

'I'lie as.soidatlon, .at its convention of 
Jlay UL', resolved to •'instrnet its olll- 
cers to est.abllsh and linaiiec^ a cmm- 
cil to serve as means c.if liarmmiizing 
.and fe ieratin.L; Hie v.arious national 
.•lud st.'ito o]-gani'/;;itioiis of citizen;-, 
iiiereh.ints and emjiloy.u's, to tin? end 
<.cf utilizing tlii-ui in a vigorous educa- 
tional campaign In the interest of in- 
dustrial , peace and mutual good will." 
I told the convention tliat I thouglit 
that $500,000 a year, or thereabouts, to'.- 
three years, would be neded to make 
this work of the proposed council ef- 
fective. This suggestion received the 
convention's unanimous approval. 

Here Is -where some of tho news- 
papers erred In Interpreting the pur- 
pose. They said the $1,600,000 was m- 
tended aa a war fund by which we 
aimed to crush the labor unions. Noth- 
ing was farther from my thoughts. 
And I think I am safe in saying that 
such a thing did not enter the thought 
of any member of the association 
which adopted this programme. 

This sentiment I reiterate here. Tho 
National Association of Manufactur- 
ers, which is Itself the largest coali- 
tion of employers in the country, asks 
for a federation of tho various organ l- 
i^ations of employers throughout tho 
United States for these reaso.is, 
chiefiy: 

I. Defence of our common Interesls. 



2. Political and legislative work. 

3. Legal work. 

•1. The establishment of labor bu- 
reaus. 

5. Additional orgdnlzatlon worlc. 

C. Publicity and cducatlojn. 

In our plan of federation of .all the 
associations of cltt;!cns, mercho^nts atirl 
employers of labor In every field; na- 
tional and Btate, each organization, 
while preserving its independence as 
absolutely a» at prcsent> will come In- 
to co-operdtlon with all the other or- 
ganizations In a groat council in which 
each will have a voice, and In which 
all win meet on terms of fraternity 
and eiiuality. Each organization, as 
now, will deal with Hie issues affect- 
ing itself solely, and the federation, 
through Us council, will handle all tlic 
concerns eonimon lo .all Hie associa- 
tions. Tiiese eoucerns are not only 
large in magnitude, but tliey arc la:-i;e 
in numlier. .And In number .as well as 
In magnilndo tliey are rapidly expand- 
ing. All the organizations represented 
in the council will go prom|)lly lo the 
defence of ;iny of Its memlier.s wlilcn 
need assistanc:e. lUit in order to com- 
mand tills aid tiie nicunbi>r assailed 
must be lighling for a principle favor- 
ed by Hie council, !ind lie lighling by 
methods and with weapmis which ih.: 
council recognizes to be just. 

Tlie fedi-ratlou's pnllticai activity 
will not bc^ swayed in the slightest de- 
gree by party coiisideraticms, .Many 
members of congress and of th.' legis- 
latures, while honest and conscien- 
tious, are timid in -ieaiing with some 
ot the public tiuestlons. They are 
afraid of labor union assaults at the 
polls, and In somo cases this fear is 
well founded. When these men rep- 
resent true Americanism, as did Lit- 
tlefleld, of Maine, and other congress- 
men In many states yvho were attack- 
ed by the labor unions in tho campaign 
of 1906, oiir federation, in the interest 
of good citizenship, will support them 
through our literary bureau, on tho 
stump, and at tlio polls. 

In each state we propose to have a 
carefully selected commlttoe to look 
after local legislation In the Interests 
of Industry ;ind progress. Those com- 
mittee's win report io Hie council, an'l 
will work under the council's direction. 
Wc will have national ccniimittces, in 
which ail sections and all association 
and Interests will be 7'epre:ienled, to 
concern theinselves 'vvllli the; grc>at 
riuestlons before congress, or which 
ought to be placed before congress. No 
lobbyiii.g. however, will be done by us 
;il any of Hie stale capita.!'-;, or at the 
c:i|iital of the natimi. AW iinproiier 
liolitical methods will not only bo 
shunned by us, but will be assailed by 
us when employed by otliers. But 
every legitimate weapon on which we 
can lay our hands, throug'h our Imsl- 
ness, social and person:il ccmneclior.;: 
air.l .aliiliations throngliout tho United 
States, will b(! wieldi;d to defeat bad 
legislation .-ind to promote good legis- 
lation. 

Under Hie direction of tho council 
will be a corps of skilled lawyers, who 
will advise local organizations on all 
legal fiuestlons, will report tho viola- 
tion of all state and national laws af- 
fecting Industry and trade, and, if ne- 
cessary, will aid the States and the 
national government In the prosecu- 
tion of all offenders • agalpst these 
statutes. An important part of that 
corjis' work will bo Uie prosecution of 
all labor union boycotters, picketers, 
or participants In any assaults -m 
workers, or In any acts of intimida- 
tion, or coercion. 

As shortages and surplusses of la- 
bor may exist simultaneously In dif- 
ferent localities, we will create labor 
bureaus In all the country's important 
Industrial centres, iind through the 
council can operate a labor cleariii,g 
house, by which all such Jibnormalltics 
can bo corrected and .a balance estab- 
lished. Through these ■ labor bureaus 
the council couH look after tho bet- 



tor distribution of immigrants in tha 
regions In which the chanous for jthclr 
employment are greatest It pquld 
also, through these bureaus, secure 
picked labor in JSurope, so far as, this 
can be • accompllsh«id under the triimi • 
gratlon regulations and. restrictions 
which go Into operation on 'July^;-!, 
1007, and direct It to the prpper -loortlj- 
Itles. • '■" '^S'V; ' 

Our ultimate and permajieht depend- 
ence for skilled 'labor, however, la j-ln 
the American boy.' ThW is a fact 
which I have emphasized in many ad- 
dresses and- in many co.hneotlpns. Wo 
must fittach a manual training de- 
partment to all our .public schools of 
the primary grade. In which boys of 
nine or ten years of age and upward, 
under competent instructors, can gl'.'d 
an hour cacli day to tho use of tods 
employed In the more Important nia- 
chaiilcal trades. This instruction inu.-it 
be free, and should be compulsory. Wo 
must have Industrial high schools, also 
free, Into which boys of fourteen or 
fifteen wlio have taken the, course in 
the iiriinary sehocds may enter for ad- 
vanced and practical in.strnetlmi, an 1 
from wliicli they can lie graduated as 
thorough inc;ciia.iiics. 'J'he oliject if 
tills manual tj-aining in Hie public 
scliools is to suiiply tlic need created 
by the labor unicms, virtual aliolltion 
of the apprenticeship system, and to 
supply it in Hie best possible way and 
with the best iiossible imiteriai. Al 
the influence of Hie federaflon must ho 
used to equip our American boys xvUh 
a thorough ind iistrial training. 

By means eif our coaillion of all tho 
assochilions of employers of labor and 
of all the societies for the cultivation 
and Hie extenslcjn of gooii clHzensiiip 
In the United States, we will raise tip 
a vast body of earnest, public-spirlt'jd 
woricers, who xvlll bo available In com- 
bating every bad Issue and cause, and 
in championing every ciiuse wiiieh Is 
calculated to advance Hie country'.^ 
prosperity and Inliuence. Knowing 
tliat organization for wculhy objects 
Incites courage, conlideneo and enthu- 
siasm, our aim is to extend our or- 
g;uiizatlon to Hie f.-irliiest possible ex- 
tent througliout the country, to culti- 
vate liigii ideals among our members, . 
and to promote those ideals with' all 
thc! resources xvlilch wo can 'Command: 

The peace which will produce' ''goo^ 
will" between employers and workers 
must necessarily bo "righteous.". „lf.O' 
other kind of peace would satlsify both 
sides. No other sort of a peace would 
stick. Wo seek a peace which wlll. be 
permanent. If possible, wo want to 
do this work of peacemaking so ^voU 
la 1907, 1908 or 1009, that neither wo 
nor any of our successors will flnd;,lt 
necessary to -do the work over again 
in 1910, 1915, or ever. . . 

Our propaganda will not be against 
Labor unionism as siich, but agaljisl; 
tho vicious practices which have'feistT 
ened .thomsolyes on some of th^-lunlojjg? 
— the practices whicli . eimbody-.themic 
selves' Ih' ' the public mind - when tho 
names of: such leaders 'aS' Saih-'ParkB', 
tiebfl/'kai-tlh Irons, Shea' and Schriiltjs 
are mentioned. In this age of concen^ 
tratlon and consolidation in all activ- 
ities, industrial and social, the work- 
ers have as good a right to organize 
OS have the employers. A majority of 
tho members of tho labor unions are 
good men. Somo of them are among 
the worthiest of the country's citizens. 

In our campaign of cduc.-ition we 
will aim to strengthen the hands of 
these members of tho unions, so that 
they can overthrow such corrupt and 
Incapable ofllcers as they may inne, 
and replace them by conservative and 
progressive men. Our work will be 
carried on among the employers also. 
"Wo are against induslriai oppressions, 
regardless of whether tho oppressors 
are employers or employees. Monop- 
oly of all sorts, in tho form of capital- 
istic trusts as well as of labor trust, 
we will combat.

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■ "THROUGH A GLASS DARKLY." 

"Now wo see through a glass dark- 
ly." So said tho Apostio Paul in writ- 
ing to the Corlntlil.iiiK, Tlio niiotallnn 
is from that lioautU'iil chnjitor In 
which he describes the »ttril)uteH of 
Charity, It is preceded a few sen- 
tences back by the ntatement that "wo 
know in part." It occurs to us tliat 
one of tlie reasons wliy religious 
teaching finds so little sympathy from 
-active business men is to be found in 
th6 fact that so many rellplous teach- 
ers, or perhaps it would \)0 more ac- 
curate to say li'acluM-s of reliKion, 
speak aa they saw e\-('rytliinK clearly 
and know all that tliero is to be known. 
Paul, who next to Josus Itiniself, is 
to be regarded a.s tho sreatost expon- 
ent of Christianity, to such an extent 
indeed, th;it some orthodox writers 
spcnk of our religion as Paulino ("Inis- 
ti'anlty, did not claim to be an infalli- 
ble teacher. Indeed his writings are 
rarely dogmatic and almost always ar- 
gumentative. He appealed to tho rea- 
soning powers of his hearer,", and in 
doing so sometimes made use of argu- 
ments, which must be perverted as 
fo their meaning In order to make 
them applicable to our day. Some- 
times this loads preachers to read into 
Paul's epislles lliing.s that are not 
there. But there is no need of Infiulr- 
'Ing what he meant when ho used the 
expression which forms tho caption of 
this article, and if all teachers ot reli- 
gion would .mly recognize their limi- 
tations, as Paul recognized his, there 
would be less of what Is wrongly call- 
ed unbelief . in the world. 

In the very nature of things there 
are matters which are beyond the 
grasp of human intelligence. Kternity 
is one of them; boundless space is an- 
other; the absence of a beginning Is a 
third, and perhaiis the most unthink- 
able of them all, fur when we see that 
a thing is we may after a fashion think 
or It as always continuing to be, but 
we are absolutely powerles.s to grasp 
the idea that anything was without be- 
ginning. \A'e can say the words, but 
that is all. When we ipeak of the 
spiritual world, by which wo moan tho 
arena of the forces which are not ap- 
preciable by physical science, we have 
to deal with sonietliin;^ whieh wo only 
understand in a very iiriperfect way 
and for the various phases of which 
wo have as yet no vocabulary. Hence 
wo are compelled to express tho little 
wo know about it in' words applicable 
only to material things. iN'evertheless 
there .are- hundreds of teachers, who 
will argue from the dictionary to es- 
tablish the truth of tlieir own particu- 
lar conception of what is, according to 
Paul, and we submit according to tho 
dictates of common sense, not capable 
Of being fully understood, 'riiere are 
teachers to whom form of expression 
is of more value than manner of living 
and correctness of ritual more to be 
desired than correctness of eomluct. 
Such people cannot comprehend that 
they may not only be seeing through 
a glass darkly, but that they may be 
absolutely blind to anything worth see- 
ing at all. 

If you read the life cm" Paul critieally, 
not as so many jiagos of iuspir(>d writ- 
ing, which it luis come in some way to 
be your duty to ijcruse, but as the re- 
cord of tho career of a man, who was 
very much alive to things around 
about him, and who had enjoyed the 
privilege of a f,"""l eclueatbin, \ou will 
see that hi.s ('lirislianity took the form 
of an e.\-perloncc of a new power. After 
his conversion he was not simply a 
man endeavoring to govern his life liy 
new rules. Inn une fille<l willi a nrw 
influence. This was tlie real thing 
about his religion, not his arguments, 
nor his Invective nor his efforls at ex- 
plaining the unoxpl:iin:ili)e. llr. v\,'is 
lil<e the blind man hi thr .\'.\v 'I'esla- 
mcnt narrative, wiio did not jiretend 
to know how ho was cured, but w.as 
certain that, whereas he had been 
blind, he w,-\s .-ibl.- to see. It is very 
olear tliiit J'anI f.'ll ;h.-il lu- I'njii.'.fd a 
now .spiritual vision. We do n )t mi'.ni 
that he dreamed that bo .«aw things, 
as In the case of t^ie baskets that 
were let down frmn lle.'iven. but that 
lie had [iresent with him .-ilwiiss a ni'w 
insight into the relations of man to 
the Creator and to his fellows. And 
yet Inspired as he was with this new 
power, as no one since his time ap- 
pears to ha\-e lieiMi inspired, we find 
htm saying that he knew only in part, 
that he wiis able to see only as Ihrougli 
a glass darkly. 

It seems to us that if the Churi'h is 
o\'er In pla.\' the part, whIeh it ouglit 
to in the regonefii I ion of s(jeioty. It 
must step down from its attjlude of 
superiority. It must recogiiine that 
there are limits to tho knowledge of 
jirlests and bishops, and that it does 
not follow that tho majority of any 
number of ecclesia.stical iieii|ili. must 
necessarily bo right and the remainder 
wrong. Humanity Is walling for sal- 
vation. We believe it is to bo found 
In the teachings of Jesus, but these 
teachings have been so befogged with 
ecclesiastical dogma that the ordinary 
man Is unable to distinguish what is 
Divine Truth from what Is huiuiin 
guess work. The time has passed 
when men were content lo accept wdiat 
they were told to bidieve. They de- 
mand proof, not In tho form of mir- 
acles, not in tho form of arguments 
simply, but In the form nf actual de- 
monstration. Paul, as has been said 
above, w-as writing alioiit Cliiirity, 
v.-hon he broke off his description of 
Its fiualitles to say that wo .know only 
In part. Let those who would redeem 
society exhibit tlio qt'ialltles wlilcli 
Charuclcrizo Chiirily, ;ind they will ilo 
more to draw people wUhln tho influ- 



encc of the church than If they wrote 
a whole library of books on theology, 
devised the most ornate ritual Imagin- 
able or r>rcached tho most logical ser- 
mons. Ij(^t our would-be teachers be 
content to allow lis to rem.-iin in ig- 
norance, seeing thUt no matter what 
they can do tho ignorance must rc- 
auiln. TjO.I them exhibit Instead of 
logic .and liieory, 'the Christian graces. 
Let them sliew by their daily lil'e that 
they have, like Paul, become vested 
wlth'a new power, which controls their 
life for good, and they will find the 
world gi'tting very close to the Ideal 
wliich thr lAiuiuler of Christianity 
would have it imitate. 

And let us add, for we think it can- 
not be said too often, that the world 
is hungry for salvation as it never was 
Ijefore. Wlien we looU out upon so- 
ciety, and observe the poverty, sin, 
suffering, oppression, inju.stlce and all 
tin? rest of tho medley of mistake and 
wlcki'duess, wiiich has lired so much 
uiiliaiiiiini'ss in the jiast and is so 
iraught wltli danger In the future, we 
nuist admit that salvation cannot be 
secured by argiimcnt, by pleasant tales, 
by attractive performances, by the 
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s, by anything else 
in fact, exeeiit u regi'ueraling force 
ojieratlng ui)on humanity. Is there 
such a force in tiie (.'hristiaii religion, 
as taught by Christ Himself ami ex- 
perienced by Paul, although only in 
part and as though seen through a 
glass darkly'.' We beliiA'e there is, 
and tl-.;it If we would only brush away 
the clouds of ecclesiastical speculation, 
"the true light, which llghtencth every 
man that cometh Into the 
\vorld," wnild shim! forth In all its 
I splendor and Illuminate tile jjiilh of 
society through the wilderness of 
doubt and uncertainty that is before 
It, and which without its rays may 
prove" to be a veritabh \'alle,\- of the 
Shadow of Death. 



COMMUNISM. 

(.\. de JiertratuI Lugrin.) 
From the time of our \-imtli, wlien 
in sweet idleness we dreamed of great 
deeds awaiting us to do, and saw tho 
future in visions as dazzllngly beauti- 
ful as they were imjinssible and imreal, 
wc liave conceived of a stale of things 
In the world quite different from the 
existing conditions, a state of things 
that would mean equal work for 
e\'ery(Uie. e(|u;il riches for I'veryone, 
e<iual liapiiiness for^ ovi'ryone: wo 
have plaiine'd, in short, for a lovely 
rtopia, a Commune in the true sense 
"f tho word, where all thing.s useful 
and good and beautiful should beheld 
In common; where Iho barrier of 
easte sliould be dime .away with; 
where there should be neitlii?r w.ar nor 
rumor of war, and where, to one and 
all, old and young, wise and ignorant, 
the winds of heaven should come with 
the s.ame fragrance and llie .grass 
would unfold in the wide meailows for 
every eye to see. Then as we grow 
older and learned of the wilful joy- 
lessnesses ot the hurrying world; of 
the iiitiful poverty- of ihi^ city'i; rich; 
uf the self-iiifllcteil blindness of tiiose 
whose sight would mean God's sun- 
light in the death-stricken, s^hadowy 
jdaces, where there is neither God nor 
light, then Indtsed we knew that our 
ntr>pia was but a land of visions, no 
more r.^ai than its name, "The Land of 
.N'liW here." 

Kut there have been others, and 
llitne must always be others whoso be- 
lief in tho godliness of men has car- 
rierl, and will cai-r>- them, further than 
mri-i- drf.iniing. lu'-n wlio have put 
their ideas of a Commune to a prac- 
tical test. Tlie name Utopia origin- 
ated with Sir Thomas Moore, whose 
great pnliiicMl roin.-ince lias fired the 
iniagi!:;; I ion ef many wlio came after 
hini. He des(.'ribes Utopia as a beau- 
tiful Island wliere abides ' a happy 
I'lmiiany, who, by virtue of Its wise 
..I ganlzution and legislation Is free 
frcim all harrassing cares, Inordinate 
llr; ir' ^- mill the cm-lnmary mi.-' ly uf 
inanlviuii. "The ehirf ami nnly busi- 
ness of the government," writes Sir 
■I'homas, "Is to take care that no man 
may live Idle, but follow his trade dll- 
igenlly. 'i'liey. ili\-iiiing th.' day and 
night into 1 wc'iity-fMin- hours .-ipiioint 
six fur woiii, three of whicli are be- 
fore dinner and throe after; they then 
sup at elgiit o'clock, counting from 
noon, go to bed and sleep for elglit 
I ItDUrs. tlie rest of tlie lime is left to 
I man's diseretiun. it is far frum being 
]lrae that si>; hours Is nut suniclent 
for the lidior that v.ould su|)i)ly them 
[with all things, when you consider 
j liow great a part of other nations Is 
!i|uite idle. Consider the great coni- 
!pany of lill,^ iiriests and of thosi> eom- 
! monly called religious men, add to 
iiliese all rich men who are called 
j noblemen and gentlemen — and to 
, these the strong and lusty beggars 
who go nbout lu-ideniling sinne disease 
as an excuse for begging; then con- 
sider how few of those that work' are 
employed In labors that are ot any 
real service, for we, who measure all 
j things by iiiunoy, give rise to many 
trades tliat are vaiti and superfluous. 
In Utopia even the herjds ot the gov- 
ernment, though excused by the law, 
yet do not excuse themselves but work 
that by their example they ni.ay incite 
tlie industry of tile rest nC tho peo- 
ple." This was the llrst law ot this 
Communism; and tho second In re- 
spect to property was that the common 
wealth should be more and statelier 
in substance than iirlvtite wealth; that 
all i)rivale dwi'liings I'or lords and 
1 dukes and other uncommon people 



should bo built very simply, even 
roughly, hut that buildings for tho 
common use, as schools, almshouses 
arid workhou.scs, should be of a .stato- 
\y, beautiful character, mid the Inter- 
iors furnished witli many luxuries for 
the peer and sick. The llnal law of 
Sir Tiiomas' Communiani, relating to 
wealth, insisted that no private indi- 
vidual shotild be permltteil to amass 
a large fortune, but that the common 
trea.siire of tlio nation sliould consist 
of all .sorts of noblo .-md beautiful 
things, picliiros, statues, precious 
books, ancient gold and silver vessels, 
gold and silver bullion, horses, cattle 
atid sl'.ijep nil the public I;iiiils, aiul 
vast .^p.'ic.s ill and about the city laid 
out ill parks and planted in grass and 
rirwers for the benefit of' everyone 
alike. In this way tho Utopians had 
.a niilional wealth instead of a na- 
tional debt. 

Riisklii, who planned for a iiniiled 
sort of Coniniuiio in ills St. Ceorge's 
society, wrote out three rules, for 
which he claimed no originality, well 
worlh repealing and which, if every- 
one coulil read, learn ami follow, 
wiudd iln n great ileal t.iw.inis iiiakiiig 
an Ideal stale of things posslhle. of 
all the schemes for the nmelloratioii 
of existing condition.'', Tlu.skln's was 
without doubt tlie must praetlcai, and 
if he had never wrilti-ii a word upon 
art ho would have become famous fur 
Ills writings on political economy. 
'I'lie work done by St. Simon and 
Fourier lasted only as long as the 
lives of the men tlicMiiselvrs. Wtth 
Ruskin it was, and is <|uile different, 
nuriiig his life he was greatly dlsap- 
lioliitod with the lack nf appreciation 
and co-operation which ills srhemes 
received- Hut the irif 1 iioiire uf hl--^ 
lea<'!iiiigs i.s more powerfully felt new 
than it was (luring Ids lil'etlme. an.1 
wb.ile hi.-; \wilings along llicse lines 
have always been popular, their effect 
is felt today in influence far reaching 
and ever increasing, esriecially anmng 
the wurliing elassi'S, which lie suuglit 
chiefly to imiiress, believing that with 
thorn lay the power of bettering tho 
condition of society In general. His 
throe rules of conduct are as fullnw.';: 

Fir.-^l — To ill) good wiii-k wlietlier we 
live or die. And he enlarges upon it. 
"Mind your own business with your 
absolute iieart and soul; but see that 
it Is a gonr' business lirsl. Yoii are 
to lie liieiady employed in cultivating 
tile groimd, and making useful things 
and carrying them where they are 
wanted." 

Second — Seek to avenge no injury. 

Third — Loarn to obey geoii laws. 
.•\nil lio continues; "In a little while 
yiiu will reach the better le.u-liiag — how 
to olmy good men, who are living, 
breathing unbllnded law; and to sub- 
due base and disloyal ones, recogniz- 
ing In th.'se the light, and ruling over 
I hose in the iieiver of the l.urd uf 
Liglit and Peace, viliosc dominion is 
an everlasting dominion and whose 
kingdom from generation In geuera- 

IIOM." 

Very likely many of us recognii-.e 
In Sir Thoma.s Jloore's Utci)ia the very 
world we have pictured to ourselves 
as what we would help to make In a 
dim fature. Probably Ruskin's three 
mil'.'' uf cnuilucl are very similar to 
Ihuso wliieh la an Instinctive .sort of 
w,i.\' we are uudeavorlng ourselves to 
follow, not because someone haw told 
us to do no, but because our experi- 
ence has shown us the wisdom of such 
mural Inv.-s. ].),_-ba.--ed as soine of us 
mas- be, si-lfi.-h as iiiu.^t of lis are. 
thougliUess as everyone is, wc- luivi! 
all, at some time or other, been al- 
truistic enough to plan for the better- 
ment of the whole of nianUiiul. Wc 
may have forguUen these liupe.< and 
dreams, or wo may be hoi)ing and 
dreamlnk them atlil, but surely the 
very fact that we have all thought and 
fell for eaeli utlier, even to this ex-

f)nr Information euaciTaing the vn- 
habltants of Briiuin in the days hefure 
the Roman occujialion Is verj' vague 
I and limited. 1-lorodotus, who lived 
I four hundred anr! fifty y.iars before 
iClirist, knew there wore i.«lands in the 
AManlir which ;> red ui-nl tin, and it Is 
K-i ry iirriiiable tiiat llu' i'lioeuicr.ans, 
|uf whoso i'uiiiiii..reial enterprise wo 
Krarned soinetiiing in coii.'ildoring tlie 
history of Dido, undoubtedly made 
I voyages to Cornwall, Aristotle knew 
'the names uf the islamic, for he speaks 
of lliem as "111 I'tainlci," anil Ha> s thes' 
consist 'of Albion and lerne. Afler 
'Aristotle no writer, as Car as Is known, 
j mentlon.s them tor over three hundred 
I yeiirs. nr until Caesar invadeil the 
country .■mil wi'ole an aecount of Ills 
observAlions. It is nineteen hundred 
and seventy-two yeaj-s this month 
since this great Roman set out from 
Gaiil to iniiiish the Britons for having 
given assl.slaiK'o to the coiil Ineiilal 
tribes, with whom he w;ih al w.'ir. ile 
mot with very Utile reslstrince, hut 
when, during the following ye.ar ho re- 
turned with a larger force, Intent upon 
the conquest of the country, he wa.-^ 
stoutly resisted liy (.^assivell.auiius, 
ivlinni ho defoitteri. Claesar then re- 
turned to Rome and IBrltulii wna loft 



to itself for nearly a hundred years. 
In A. D. 43 Rome determined to com- 
plete the work that Caesar had begun. 
Once more the BritQns strenuously ro- 
slslod. Kor nine years Caradoc, or 
Ctiractacus as the Romans called hlni, 
struggled for liberty, but was at last 
overcome and taken in triumph to 
Rome. Yet tho spirit Vof the people 
was not dead, and ten years later 
Boadlcoa, queen of the IcenI, a tribe 
inhabiting tho present counties of Nor- 
folk and Suffolk, determined to drive 
out tho Invaders. Tho people rallied 
to her standard and she captured tlje 
Roman stronghold of Camiilodiiitum, 
now Colchester, as well as other ci- 
ties. Tacitus says that slie slew up- 
wards of 70,000 Romans, apparently 
not all of them In battle, for the fury 
ot the Britons had been aroused by 
the merciless treatment extended to 
tboni \)y their coniiuernrs. Boadicea 
herself had been scourged by the coin- 
niand of the Roman governior, her 
(laiightors had been shamelessly abus- 
ed and many of tho most eminent peo- 
ple in the country had been reduced to 
Iho condition of slavery. -The queen's 
.successes so encouraged the people 
ih.it it is said her army Increased In 
iiiiiiiliers to liOO.OOO, but it must have 
been fur the most part in undisciplin- 
ed battle, for Suetonitis was able to 
ih'fuat it with a force uf only in, 000 
trained soldler.s, iind It is said that ho 
slew SO.OOO Britons, while only losing 
•100 of his own men. Boadicea was too 
p.Tlriotic to survive the destruction of 
lier liojies ;ind too i)rond to he willing 
to be led in iriumidi through Rome, 
and ended all her troubles by suicide. 

Substantially, this Is all we know of 
this noble wom.aii. Wo Inive only .a 
very inilellnito Idea of the character of 
iliu- i)oo]ile over whom ehc ruled, or 
tb.' ndvaiices they had made in civili- 
zation. The Roman accounts are very 
Indellnlte, To Rome all the rest of the 
world was barbarian, a l.M'ui which did 
not iiecossarily. Imply that it was sunk 
in what wo nowadays call barbarism. 
liKl'-ed, .ill that the term barbarian 
originally meant was foreigner. Tho 
Romans desplsgd foreigners. Judging 
lliein chiefly by their ability to light. 
I 'aesar was the best observer of his 
time, and yet what ho tolls about 
Britain Is exceedingly scrappy and far 
from giving any Idea of the social 
or religious d.'veiopment which its 
po])uIalluii had attained. AVe seem 
warranted In concluding from wdiat he 
doe.s sa.v, and from the Issue of the 
conflicts with the Roman soldiers, 
that the iieuple m-er ^vhnm Hoadlcea 
Tided were by nu un'ims warlil;e. Prnb- 
aliiy tlie|r pursuits were chiefly pas- 
toral, although wo know they built ci- 
ties and worked In iron and tin. Tho 
weight of evidence is tliat the country 
vias divided between a nuinbor of In- 
depoiideiit tribes, but even this has 
nu\-er been sat Isfnelorlly established. 
Ol tlK'lr religion wo know very little, 
and that little only Inferentlally from 
what Caesar .says about the Druids in 
Gaul, lie tells us that Druidical laws, 
ceremonies and lieliefs originated in 
BrlLannla, and iiuil tlie priests ot Gaul 
went tliore for instruction: but he does 
not toll us wdiat the religious belief of 
the |)eul)le was. The best evidence in- 
dicates liial tlie\' wer,; sun worship- 
perH, nllliougli doubtless they had de- 
parted a long way from the eonccption 
of the sun-god as entertained by tho 
Parsees. Tliu Dnilil priests were 
the N irlual rub is ot" the country, for 
tliuy not only contiulied the religious 
cerenioiilus, but also took full charge 
of the education ot the young, as well 
as of the administration of justice. 
Caesiir records one Item of thoir re- 
i,ginus belief which Is exceedingly In- 
teresliiig. It is llKit the soul is ini- 
moi-lal and is transmigrated from one 
person to another. This, ho says, is 
an inspiration to courage, for It takes 
away all retisoii lo f^nr death. 

OwliiK lu the Idea eiiti.unained by the 
Druids thai it was Impious to reduce 
any record to writing wo cannot hope 
to know much more about the people 
over whom Roaillcoa was i|Ueen than 
we do now, but it is an interesting 
faet In our history that the last great 
.-triiggle fur liritlsh Independonce wa.s 
n-.ade by a woman. Wo .saw In our 
sketch of Zenobia that the final re- 
sist ancn to Roman supremacy In wes- 
tern Asia was led by a woman, and It 
seunis worthy of rem.ark that the same 
thing WHS title uf western lOurupe. 
The closing years of those two great 
queens were very different, Zenobhi, 
after marching liehind her conqueror's 
chariot Ihiough tho streets of Rome, 
retired to the enjiiyment of an hon- 
oicd life In a sumptuous villa, but 
Roadicya refused to survive her couii- 
tr.v's liberty. Of the two our sympa- 
thies will go out most strongly to the 
devoted woman ot the west. We as- 
sign to Boadicea the iKyior ot being 
the last and best representative ot 
the spirit of ancient Britain.

Rubbing the feet Is most beneficial 
to lliem, partlcularl.v lo tlioso wdio 
lead a sedcnttu-y life. Rub tho foot 
carefully night and morning willi a 
soft towel, moving the toes at the 
sajne time. Tills will e.xercisc the 
small muscles, whicli otlierwlso are 
scarcely used. The following is an e.x- 
ceilcnl powder to bo used for hot feet: 
HaU an ounce of powdered orris, two 
ounces of powdered starch, one ounce 
ot" powdered boracic acid, and two 
ounces of powdered fuller's earth. 

A good wiuj- to make rou.gli elbows 
smooth Is to rub dry table salt on them 
every niornlng during the bath; then 
rinse tliom wltli cold water. Tho 
slight friction stimulates' the skin, 
making it smooth and firm. At night 
rub into them :i good cold cream. 

Here is a recliio for a "jo,-.,! sunburn 
lotion. Two drams of tincturo oC 
benzoin and two ounces of rosewater, 
mixed and shaken well together. 

For greasy hair there Is notiiing to 
equal tiio uso of a lotion containing 
quinine. After washing and shampoo- 
ing the hair, rinse thorouglil.v In warm 
water. In which dissolve a small piece 
of animoni.a about tho size of a wal- 
nut. An excellent shanipilo for greasy 
hair is as follows: Put a pint of 
warm water (not boiling) into a toil-it 
basin, and into this break the wliito of 
an egg, or a wliolo egg, if preferred. 
Add a dessertspoonful of spirits of 
wine. Boat all together for a few 
minutes, and then add half a gallon of 
warm water, and wash tho, hair thor- 
oughly, using no soap. After rinse 
well, as advised abovo. Tou will find 
t^t washing the hair by this method 
will remove all grease and leave the 
hair soft and silky.

Put 
the butler and sugar in a basin and 
beat them with a wooden spoon until 
they aro liko cream. Mix tho bak.ng 
powder with a tnble.spoonfu! of liour 
and jiut It on one side. Now a.'''/] "pa 
egg to tho butter and sugar, and heat 
It well In. Then tho others ono by 
ono. When tiieso aro well beaten In, 
add tho flour very llghtl.v, with thQ 
flavoring, and lastly, tho baking pow- 
der and ono tablespoonful of milk. 
Mix these well, pour the mixture into 
tho prcpjired tin, smooth it evenly 
over. Bake It for about ten minute.'?, 
in ;l quiclc oven or until it is ti pretty 
pale brown, and feels firm to thf> 
toucli, 'J'iien turn It lirown side down 
on to a piece of paper dusted over 
with castor sugar, as quickly .as pn.q- 
slble sprend .some lightly heated Jam all 
over It, nnd while still iiot roll it up 
neatly as possible, putting your hand.'i 
behind the paper and pressing It for- 
ward. If the edges of tlio caico h.ava 
become at all crisp, trim them neatly 
off before rolling it un. Any Jam mny 
bo used provided it has no stones. 

Pans and saucepans that have been 
burnt should never bo filled with soda 
Wilier, as though this removes the 
burnt portion, it also makes the sauce- 
pan liable to burn again tho next time 
it is used. Instead of B0d,a water fill 
It wltii salt and water, leave till next 
day, llien bring slowly to the boll, the

Chen. It Is the best thing to test cakes ' 
with, also for trying potatoes. ■ It 
should also bo used for beets, which 
lose their sweetness if pierced to the 
bleeding stage with a fork". To' test 
milk it is also of use. 'Dip Jt In a Jug 
of milk and take It out In an upright 
position. If the . milk is .pure some 
of tho fluid will remain on the needle 
If adulterated with water ho milk will 
stick to it. 

Tho linen cupboard witli plenty oC 
shelves Is <a great cnnvonlence, hut 
many honsekcpners have to be content 
with sorting their linen in drawers, 
a.s the scarcity of cupboards is one of 
the drawbacks of modern iionses. 
■When the shelves .aro turned out and 
clcanod, cover them with fresh paper 
when perfectly dr.y. ^Vhptller tho linen 
l.s kept In a drawer or cupboard It 
should bo .arranged in neat piles.

AV'lion quito soft take out of tho 
oven, cut a piece of skin off the top, 
scoop out tho insldo without hroaklng 
tho skin into a heated bowl, mash It, 
and add a tablespoonful of grateci 
clicose and ono ot cream for each tin- 
tato, a tahloBpoonful of butter for tho 
whole quantity, and tho stiffly whipp- 
ed whlto of one egg.

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THE HOME GARDEN 

RAISING PERENNIALS 

Sooner or later everybody wants to 
. raise perennials from seed, because it 
is the cheapest way of stocking the 
earden with these flowers. When you 
\iuy plants from a nurseryman you pay 
fifteen cents -o.r more for each little 
plant, while a packet of seed from 
which you can raise a hundred plants 
may cost Ave or ten cents only. There 
is some difference between havinK a 
hundred larkspurs for $25 and a hun- 
dred larksspurs for twonty--livo 
cents! 

Augnst Is the best month in the year 
for sowiiiK sceris of liarrly perennial 
flowers, beeausp the seeds that you 
get then are fresher and will therefore 
germinate more ciuiciib'. The .seeds 
that you buy In spring are last year's 
erop hut by tiio 1st of August you can 
get tills year's seeds of nearly all tlie 
favorite perennials. 

Peony seeds if sown in spring will 
He dormant a year or even two yciirs. 
The same is true of Primula Japonica. 
iMany otlicrs will iipvor Kennlnate at 
all. Tlie only perennials I know that 
dJ liettcr in spring arc given in a 
short list toward the end of this ar- 
ticle. 

Tlio old notion that if taltes more 
time and care to raise perennials from 
seed than it does annuals, contains 
"a nine per cent, alloy of truth." 
Young perennials grow more slowly 
and therefore it is usually convenient 
to transplant them twice before they 
are put Into their permanent quarters, 
^s'hereas annuals can often lie merely 
bro.adcasted and thinned. In either 
case, liowever, there are only two 
months in which it is necessary to 
give close attention to small plants, 
for IMay-sown annuals will bloom in 
July, and August-sown perennials will 
be re.'idy for their permanent quarters 
by the end of September. Perennials 
do reriuire a little more care than an- 
muils, but only a Utile — provided they 
are sown In August, for It is obvious | 
that May-sown perennials require five 
months of care before they go into 
winter qunrters, while August-sown 
perennials need only two. 

I will concede that perennials do not 
give a full crop of flowers the llrst 
year and therefm-e beginners must 
"ha\-e annuals. But the waiting for 
perennials lo bloom is not tedious be- 
cause there are other things to' enjoy 
while you arc raising perennials in a 
small out-of-the-way place, and ne.xt 
year you can stoclt your garden with a 
class of plants that is more dtgnitled 
and enduring, and which will furnish 
flowers dally for three months at a 
time when spring-sown annuals are 
not in bloom, viz.: From April to 
June inclusive. 

Tho Economy of a Coldframe. 
While it costs nothing at ;ill to make 
a little outdoor seedbed for perennials, 
and ]nany people raise tliem in .i 
moist, shaded spot, I would strongly 
urge you to have ;i coldframe because 
It will enable >ou to r.'ilse a. l.-irger per- 
centage of plants and therefore will be 
cheaper in llie end. A sash costs V' 
and you can surround it with boards. 

Sow tlio seeds as early in August as 
possible, and not later than llie middle 
of the month. Seeds sown later will 
germinate so late th.at they will not 
mal<e sullicient growth this f.all to pro- 
/ duce a good crop of flowers next 
' hey winter badly.

The seedlings come up so closely to- 
gether lliat they c.-iiinot stand long 
wilhoul biconilng drawn. Transplant 
them into another frame as soon as 
they develop their first or sOCOnd pair 
of leaves setting tliem about four 
Inch.'s apart rarh way. Here they will 
make tl-.rifty little plants that will pass 
the winter In the coldframe with a 
minimum of care and loss and will be 
In tho best condition for planting out 
next spring. If there Is no room in 
tho frame the young plants may be 
set outdoors at this time to pass the 
winter. In either case, cover thorn 
with good leaves or litter to prevent 
damage from the alternate freezing 
and thawlnpr. which haaves out small 
shallow rooting plants of any Kind 
and breaks their roots. 

If you cannot afford oven one cold- 
frame make an outdoor seedbed In a 
moist, well-drnlned spot. If the soli Is 
heavy put clinkers at the bottom for 
drainage and nil:-: the soli thoroughly 
With sifted coal ashes or leaf mold or 
woods 'earth In order lo lighten u 
Raise the seedbed an inch above the 
surrounding grounds to insure good 
a.ralnage. 

Tho cheapest wny to shade an out- 
door seedbed Is to use waterproof 
muslin. Make a screen of It one foot 
longer than the seed rows .so that it 
will" hang over the soulli side of tlie 
bed far enougli to protect the ends of 
the rowf. To hold this screen in place 
drive stakes firmly Into the ground 
and let their tops he nine or ten 
inclies above the surface of tho earth. 
The muslin screen must be replaced 
.by a lath si-roeii sliorlly after the 
seeds germinate. 

Valuable Lists of Perennials. 

] A coldframe is necessary in order 
to produce ihe finest strains of lOng- 
llHli dnisw polyanthus and glo.xlnla- 
fjowered 'foxglove, all of which are 
best treated as spring bedding idanls, 
la thcv should be .^own every year 
In August, wintered in a coldframe 
and discarded after blooming. 

2- ' Also It would be foolish not to 
give cnidframe protection In winter to 
those pcrennlnls whoso seeds cost 
twonty-fivn cents a packet or metre,

3. The short-lived povonnials that 
are 6est trfeated as biennials, urb the 
ROldcii and Rocky Mountain colum- 
bines, tho chimney b,elltlo\ver, peren- 
nial larkspur, the perennial galliardla.'i, 
the Iceland poppy and the snap- 
dragon. These all give their best 
flowers when sown In August, and the 
only winter protection they need is a 
covering of litter. (The Vast two 
however, will give a good crop of 
flowers the same year it sown otit- 
doors in spring.) Kverybody ought 
to havo a secdbefl and sow these fa- 
vorites everv year, -for they are at 
their best only dui'lng the lirst season. 

4. Tliere is no point in a beginner's 
raising from seed species tliat have 
dozens of improved vari<'ties, as the 
■seedlings are almost sure to he in- 
ferior. The otiiv way to perpetuate 
liiese varieties is by dividing Ihe 
plants. To this class bidong peren- 
nial chrvsanlhemum, Japanese iris, 
plilox and penny. The exceptions are 
hollvhocks and larkspur, which are 
healthier from .'^eed and therefore more 
satisfactory, even if the forms and 
colors are not so near perfection. 

Seed Is rareiv. If ever, offered of 
the following: Rieedlng heart, llly-ot- 
the-vallev, day lilies (Punkia and He- 
nierocailis), German Iris, bergamot or 
Oswego tea, and moss pink (Phlox 
subiihita). However, these plants are 
ea.slly propagated by division and 
everybody has them, so that It will not 
bo asking any great favor of your 
friends If you copy this list and in- 
quire whether thoy havo any to spare. 

ti. The following sow themselves 
when .once establisiied tind if >our 
friends have them at all, they will 
have plenty of seedlings to spare:

These need to 
be v'tarled in the spring In order to get 
a full 010)1 of flowers the next year, 
and thev should be transplanted to 
their permtincnt quarters before Sep- 
tember 20th. 

You can llnd -:a long list of peren- 
nials for August sowing In the back 
of every bulb catalogue. The earlier 
vou gel started in August, the better 
vour chances of success. The best 
thing you can do is to send postal 
cards lo threes or four of your favorite 
dealers and ask to be put on their 
"early mailing list" so that you may 
got one of the few catalogues they 
issue In August. Otherwise you will 
bo classed with "hoi pollol" and may 
havo to wait until September. 

Complaints have reached us that the 
tendency of tho day Is to exaggerate 
the longevity of p.?reuuials. One 
reader writes: "The durability of the 
majority of perennials is aiV bosh. 
Most of the refined kinds are short- 
lived,, and most of the long-lived kinds 
are coarse." 

The same reader suggests tlial we 
'^end a circular letter to fifty -'ima- 
leurs In different parts of the eijim- 
try asking which are the permanent 
kinds and which are likely to dls.ap- 
pr:ir afte^r a year or two. 

Tliis wo would gladly ilo if we kn-^w 
the fiftv people. Doubtless there are 
dozens of readers of the Oarden .Mag- 
azine who \vnul(l b(! conipelrnt lo re- 
sp<ind to such .a circular, hut w,- do 
not liapiien to know who tliey are.

DO NOT SPRAY BLOSSOMS 

N / 

nccasionally wo hear of persons 
spraying blossoms, and arc surpriseil 
to know that, in this time of advanceil 
knowledge coneornlng spraying and 
fruit growing, any person VitIio owns 
only a single tree would bo so l.'lliid to 
his own Interest as to attempt to siuay 
that tree while in bloom. The llrst 
and primar.v reason for not sjiraylng 
while in bloom is that the spray liipiid 
is (iiille lialilo to fall upon llie very 
delicate and tender pistil, or central 
part of the Power, and destroy it. 
Tims It would kill tho ynimg fruit, 
just as would severe frost coming at 
tile same time. 

If the persim should anticipate a 
cro|i of Iruit tliat would lie entirely 
too heav.\, and siiould desire to thin 
it, lie niighl iisii the spray-|umi|) to 
Hid in so doing, biii this would he a 
vr-ry (indi-.-^ii-.il.io and iiiailvlsalile me- 
thod of atteinptiii^; to thin rruil. 

Till! second reason for not spraying 
Willie in bloom is lli.at, liy so doing, 
the lier-s and other insecl.s which iire 
(le]i('nded upon lo carry pollen from 
llower lo llowor are liable lo bo killed 
by such spray. At the base of petals 
or showy partfii of a llower are the nec- 
tar-glanila for tiie inirpose of secret- 
ing noetar and attracting Insects of 
\;irious kinds. 'I'lieir function, 'ii 
turn. Is lo carry the yellow "llower 
dust," or pollen, from one llower lo 
■.another and thus iiisiii-e cross'^fertll- 
izalion. In nian,\- ll.iwi-rs there are 
conditions li.\- wliich .self-fertlllzatiou 
is enllrel.\' imposslhle, and no seefl nor 
fruit would !»■ prodiic-cil were it not 
for the agency nf siudi insects as the 
bees. Tims, ev.-n if ;i persim be not 
a bee-keei)er, it becomes auile Im- 
portant for him as a fruit-grower to 
preserve the bees that are flying about 



witli enough sand to make the mixture 
porous. Use pots of live Inches or of 
smaller size, set tiic bulb's clos<\ and 
let their lops bo level with tho sur- 
face of the soli, which should bo left 
loose, not pressed hard. Water well, 
and set in a' aaj?k. cool place for six 
weeks or more. When tho pots are 
full of roots tho plants .are ready to 
start Into growth. » 

Tulips.— 'J'hese will be all the liet- 
ler I'or reiilantliig every year, l3iit will 
give better retuins ii second season 
In the s.-imo spot than liyacinths will. 
U<'set tluau In a deeiily dug bed made 
i-lcli wltii well-decayed manure; fresh, 
co.arse manure is not good- for them. 
I^eaf mold and sand should be added 
If the soil Is heavy. Place the bulbs 
live Inches apart and three lo live 
Inches deep. An open, sunny spot 
agrees liest with tliem. 

Crocus. — Those form their now 
(■onus o\'er the old ones, so must be 
lakim np every three or four years to 
prevent tlieir being too near the sur- 
face. An easy way to plant them is 
to make a trench three Inches deep 
and set thorn three Inches apart. Tliey 
win flourish best In an open, sunny 
place. 

Narcissus. — These will become 
spindly, lose' their strength and stop 
blooming unless replanted every throe 
or four years The soil should bo the 
same as for hyacinths. If tho bed is In 
partial shade, the llowers will last 
longer. Set the bullis tliree inclies 
deei) and four or live Indies ajiart. 

It is soiuetimes desirable to remove 
bullious jilants before their foil.age has 
ripened, to mal<o rocnii I'or beiidiiig 
plants. This can be done if tliey are 
verv carefully liaiidleil. Tulliis, es- 
per'iallv, are brittle at this st.ige. A 
partlalU- shady spot should b'' chosen, 
where they can l.ie "lieelerl in" to stand 
mail the foliage is thorouglily dry. 
then they can be taken up, dried, 
cleaned and stored In di-y sand or pa- 
per biigs in the cellar. A cool toni- 
peraturo Is best for storipg bulbs; one 
that Is neither hot nor freezing cold.

AUGUST OPPORTUNITIES 

The up-to-date cultivator flnds 
abundant opportunities to keep him- 
self busy during this hottest month 
ol tlie year. Tiiero is no rest In either 
garden, orchard or green 'louse if tlie 
best results arc to be forced out of 
each during the coming winter; and, 
moreover, during August wo lav 
foundations In many casc.s for 
year. 

Budding of po.-ichcs, cherries 
plums must be done now. 

Sow These Vegetables 

Peas and beans for fate crop may 
lie attempted, if they do mature yoii 
will gain just thai much, and if con- 
dltliiUj are against Liiem and they fail, 
the value of the seed lost Is so slight 
as to be not worth counting. 

Make sowing of spinach for fall use, 
also Komo hol-weather lettuce, such 
as Black-seeded Simpson. In all cases 
where late crops are planted, use early 
— that is, quickly maturing — varieties. 

Sow parsley for every crop next 
spring and carry over tho plants In a 
coldframe. 

I^lustard is a welcome salad in lalo 
fall and can be raised from seed sown 
now. 

In the nursery, propagate by' green 
wood cut lings anj' shrubs, trees and 
vines. Take the cuttings and Insert 
tiieni in boxes oC sand placed where 
they can be kept from frost during 
the winter, a greenhouse is the best 
possible place. If you have not got 
a greenhouse, lay your plans immedi- 
ately to build one, for all the con- 
struction must bo rmishod before tho 
end of October in order to reap tlie 
greatest advtintages of its possession 
and to avoid e.-irl.v frost. 

In the hardy liorder, now is the 
appointed time lo tliin out clumiis 
tlial htivc become overgrown, and also 
to re-arrange groupings wliicli are to 
bo improved. Soak ver.v lliorouglily 
with ,water before lifting; then. It the J 
work Is done wllli ordinary care, the 
plants will not suffer. 

Do you want to raise your own per- 
ennial, plants for bloom next year? 
Sow seeds in August. The secret of 
successful germination of all peren- 
nial plants, which are often spoken of 
as dimcult to handle, la sowing seed 
as soon as It Is ripe. 

Plant Strawberries. 

Set out potted plants for jfrulting 
noxi year and ro-arranBC tho old beds 
that are not to be dug under, retain- 
ing such plants as may be desired, 
cutting oft and destroying all others. 

Cultivation In the orchard must not 
bo continued after tlil.s time. The 
trees will have made their growlh ami 
should 1)0 given a chance to ripen up 
their wood for tlic winter. 

Cut low me<j,dow grass, if any has 
been left owing- to the rush of work 
In cutting the crop on the uplands. 
Don't delay, for as soon as tlic growlli 
iieciinu's woody Its food value , is rc- 
riuced to a. minimum. Top dross with 
manure all cut-over grass land that 
needs feeding. New pastures can be 
seeded. 

Farm and Garden Crops. 

Did vou have a sulilciency of fresh 
green vegetables last winter? If not, 
resolvo now lo remedy any defects. 
Sow turnips, ruttibagas, for winter 
supplies — fields from which early po- 
tatoes and peas have boon gathered 
will bo available for the purpose. 

Crlmspn clover ami alfalfa should 
be seeded down by tlie middle of llie 
month, at the rate of twenty pounds 
per acre. Alfalfa is not only good 
fodde'i- but il enriches llie l;uiil won- 
derfully. Sow Ksscx rape for stnek 
feed on land that has boon cleared. 
Troublesome Posts. 

In the flower garden, look out for 
the aster beetle— a ireatiire about one 
incli long, of dead black color, whlcli 
appe.'irs suddenly in countless hordes 
and attacks many of our iiardy llow- 
ers as well as carrots and oilier vege- 
tables in llie lields. 'l-hei'e Is no ef- 
fective mi'ans nf altaeking him otiier 
than liaiid picking. 'I'liis is expeusivi; 
and Iroublesnme oil .'i l.-irge scale, and 
where p i act icaldc, the next best thing 
tn do is to allow tho chickens to run 
ovi r tho ground and catch what they 

! '("'iintiiiue to wage war against green 
11 V and black lly, wherever they ap- 
Iiear spraving with kerosene emulsion. 
Tho'hardv chrysanthemums are iiar- 
tlcularly liable to bo attacked by the 
black flv. and It lot alone, they will 
surely Injure tho opening buds. 
Build Some Coldframes. 

A few boards, surrounding a well- 
prepared seod-bed of tlnoly pulverized 
soli so that they will support a sash 
some distance above tho ground level, 
will glvo a practical coldframe thai 
can be used In a variety of ways. 

Build those frames now, use what- 
ever space may be wanted for seeds 
!is Indlciited above, and the reiiialiiiiig 
space will be useful for winter stor- 
age of many tilings wliicli can lie mov- 
ed ill during October. 

Ill the coldframes grow cliKU-arlas, 
calceolarias, primroses (tho Sinesls 
and obcoulca kinds) tor flower h) early 
spring. , ,„ 

Veiitilale Uio frames from now until 
cold weather arrives by lifting the 
Kash at both ends. Do not try ttfkoep 
the Interior warm but merely afford 
protei.'llni\ to the InniateH. 

House Plants. 

If (he old rubber plant Is too big, or 
you want to iiropagato from It, now Is 
ihe lime lo begin, Tlo a handful of 
moss iirouiid Iho stem, Ueei)ing It 
thoroughly soaked' \ylth water, and In 
a short time roots will be omitted. 
When this occurs, talte a flower jiot, 
cut It 111 half and bind the two halV(>s 
around the rooling iiortioii of Ihe stem, 
nillng with light soil containing iilent.v 
of sand, and keep well watered. The 
roots will take Arm hold. and next 
i^pring the stem may be cut oft level 



with tho bottom of tho pot .and the 
now plant started on Us own career. 

Tho same thing can be done with 
dracaonas that havo become unwlold- 
ly. 

Carnations that have been growing 
outdoors may be potted up, and also 
take cuttings of geraniums wlilch will 
servo as slock plants to glvo more cut- 
tings for early planting In tho spring. 

All tender greenhouse plants that 
have boon put out during tho summer 
should he taken up and potted this 
month If they are to be carried over 
tho winter. 

Flowers for Christmas. 

Bullis that are to bo In full flowor 
for r;iirlslinas Day must bo poltod 
during August. 

Roman hyacinths can bo handled ex- 
actly like Paper White narcissus, .and 
they arc oven more sure In their flow- 
ering. 

Tlie most fragrant window flower for 
tho window garden Is mignonette, 
whlcii can bo had from .seed .sown In 
liots or boxes now and kept growing. 
Mignonette Is one of tho few plants 
that will not stand transplanting. 



AMONG THE STRAWBERRIES 

This Is an Important month tor' Iho 
strawberry grower, for there aro two 
things to be done; lirst, giving tlie 
necessary attention to beds tliat were 
sot this spring so that tliey will bear 
a full crop next year; .and secondly, 
setting out new beds from pot-grown 
runners. If you Intend to get a good 
crop next siiring, you should plant 
your bed from runnor.i this .\ugust. 
Later fall planting Is successful un- 
der certain conditions, but thoro Is 
summer or August planting. Pot- 
grown plants cost moro than ordinary 
layer plants, but tliey are well worth 
it because they never know they have 
been shifted and kec]) growing straight 
alie.ad. 

Protecting Old Fields, 
In field culture, it Is generally moro 
economic to protect tho strawberry 
plants by growing a cover crop than 
by mulching, as in garden practice. 
Oats m.ako'.a good winter cover crop 
and should be sown in August, at the 
rate of two bushels of clean seed 
broadcast to ouo aero and covered by 
tho cultivator. That falling among 
tho plants will bo shaded thereby, but 
sunicient will strike root and grow for 
all necessities; that falling between 
rows is covered by tho cultivator -and 
will grow most vigorously, so that by 
tho advent of frost it will havo at- 
tained a height of about two feet. This, 
cover Is killed by the winter, and the 
tops, carried down by tho snows, make 
a most olllclent protection. Being 
rooted, moreover, it will not be blown 
off by tho spring winds, which so. ag-' 
gravatlngly roll up a loosely applied 
mulch. 

Mulch Conserves Soil Moisture. 

Another arlvanttigo claimed for tho 
growing oats Is that the crop uses up 
tho soil moisture and thus hastens tho 
strawberry plant to ripen up, sn that 
It goes into winter quarters In bettor 
condition tlian thoso plants which ro- 
coivo their first chccli from the ele- 
mental 

Tlio oat straw-, being soft, offor.s but 
slight liliidranco lo the re-.awakencd 
plants In spring. It Is well, how- 
ever, to go down tho rows occasion- 
ally with a hay foric and part tho 
str.aw in places where It may h.ave 
I'alien too thicldy which Is indicatod 
by tho bulging up where tho young 
plants nre pusliing through. 

No cultivation should bo dnno next 
spring until after tho crop has been 
harvested, and then only if tho In- 
tention Is to retain tho bed for a boo- 
ond crop.— A Bonar Balfour. 



POULTRY NOTES 

Tho comb Is as sure an Indicator 
of tho health of tho bird as . tho tongue 
Is of the person. Watch tho comb to 
know when the bird begins to feel 
badly. A healthy comb is a deep. red. 
Any other color means that something: 
is wrong. 

Occasionally when tho earth Is 
dry, sp.iile u]) a small space near the 
brood coojis, making tho earth flno 
and mellow. The way tho little 
ciilrpers will enjoy the exorclse and 
bath will more than repay you for 
your trouble. 

The very best Itind of a pen for 
ducklings i:i one that can lie easily 
moved from one jiart of the yard to 
aiiotiier. The stationary pen soon ho- 
comes Infested with disease germs 
and the ctislest way to overcome theso 
is to move to other quarters. 

Do not jilace a young brood of 
clilcks in th.; rpiarlers vacated by ,an 
earlier brood. There will be too many 
Impurities .and Insect pests lo insuro 
.gooil health for Ihe yoimg chicks. Tlio 
laiop should be tlioroliglily scrubbed, 
di.'dnfecled and I'.'iiioved to a plaeo 
wlir-re tliere h.ave been no chicks bo- 
fnrc the younger brood shou'i'tl occupy 
it. 

Just lieeause llie price of feed Is 
high, do iiol yield lo the temptation 
of .allowing the nlilor chlcl;s to get 
along wiliioiil feerl, Tho older tho 
bird, tlie more feed it needs and es- 
pecially does it need toed when pro- 
ducing a heavy growlh of -'feathers. 
I c the bird Is worth keeping at all,. it-Is 
worth keeping right. Any attempt , to 
economize on feed will result In.-.lpss. 1: 

Leg weakness. Is generally liifitlced: 
about the time the fall; rains set, lii.' 
For this reason It Is.- charged to'f -Wet 
weather. • Tho cause, .. hoiyever, '>is 
forcing and too much rich feed; • ;Tho 
trouble can only be. provontod by-;. feed- 
ing more moderately from now > until 
tho bird- Is ready for market.. Feeds 
rich In nitrogen, suoh. as wheat, bran, 
clover, meal nnd'.moat should ho given 
Instead of a pure, ration of corn. 

'Srffhotlmes tho setting lion will show 
Ihe presiuioe of a number of Worms 
after a iierlod of Incubation covering 
from three lo six weeks. Two grains 
of .■i.'iutonln to each fowl once each 
<lay for two days will usually correct 
the trouble. Dissolve the drug In 
water and use tills in mixing Ihn 
wash. I''ob'ow with a. dose of castor 
oil. Another remedy Is three drops of 
turpentlno In ten drojia of castor oil. 
Mix this with bran and force down 
the bird's mouth. / .

FERTILITY OF EGGS 

Before wo can Hatch our t-KKS ^vo 
must get fertile csBa. Ho^^' to <lo /l^^- 
U a problem which I hnpo will bo 
solved eventually byj^o.ne ot our ex- 

pcrUncnt stations. Mea^^^*'"*^S J ''on 
give our rcaaera some of my idcaa on 

tho subject. 

AS you all kno^v, I am art to in 
suit nature as much as jwis^ihlo "h n 
con£rontod\vlth any diaiculty iu the 
poultry yard, and ^vi^ '^<\-°J°'^-f°^l 
and when docs nalur,. K'ot fertile eggs 
In tho sprinK and early summer onl^ . 
But wo want to hatch in soaso and 
out of season here in CaUlornia, :■(. 
In this we must go contrary to nature. 
Wo want the ohloks to bo hatched out 
vigorous and ready to Rrow and Ju:-l 
whenever It suits our pleasure In siayt 
• up the incubator. It 1.=; quite an ail- 
vantaKe to he able to liatch in the tail, 
but tho fcrimiy Is apt to lie low then, 

I remember vetusiiiR; to sell egRs lor 
hatching in November t.i an expert 
poultry raiser finm the l']:\.st becati.-c 
I could not Kuarantoe the fevtllity— 
"But I do not want you to Kuarauteo 
anvthlnK." ho replied. "I shall be per- 
tectlv satUne.l It' I Rot 10 per cent 
fertiiity In tho fall." Mo was an old 
'hand in tho business and knew ^vllat 
to expect. Now let u.s -study why the 
eggs are not as fertile in the rail as 
In tho spring. 

Tho flrat reason la that It is out of 
season. Tho birds are In a weakened 
condition, they have just come 
through the molt, which lias greatly 
debilitated them, and the oiprans nf re- 
production in both se.ves have not had 
sufHclent time to rocuponvte, ami this 
Is particularly tlio case with the male, 
the head of the pen. Br. Salmon in 
his vahiablo book on the disc.'i.;cs of 
fowls tells us with wilil fouMs tho or- 
gans of rcprodnetlou "lieoome very 
smrll in the winter with a compar- 
atively Insignincant blood supply, but 
In. sprlnir, as tho breeding season 
comes on. they arc enliirRod to Tivo 
or ten tiino.^ tho wolKht. aro distend- 
ed with blond, and tho hclRht of func- 
tional activity i." reached." Tho snme 
may bo said to bo tho case with our 
dornesllcated fowls, although perhap.s 
not In as pronoxmcod a desrroo. 

Infertility on the part of tho male 
Is also caused by Indigestion. Indi- 
c;esUon comes from lack of prlt and 
from wrongly balanced rations and 
espoclally from insufflclent preen fond. 
The comb is an indicator ot mofh 
value a.s roKards indlge-^tion and en- 
mlativelv infertility. When Vnii sen a 
pale, flabby looking comb, you may be 
•jUre of Infertility. When the points 
of the comb turn dark it is a sium of 
liver trouble and ItilVrtillly — it show.^ 
that the bird is gettinpr his fooil with- 
out sufficient exercisr-, ami that the 
food is too earbonnceniis. This must 
be eorrccted by m-Mking him \v(n"lc 
more for his grain, giving a little I-Ip- 
.som salt-.? in the drinking water onco 
or twice a week until the darkness 
leaves the comb, and feeding abimd- 
antly with green food. The darkness 
of • comb Is also a sign of poisoning 
from carbolic acid, or any liquid lice 
killer. 

For fertile eggs, to sum It up In a 
few words, you want vigorous parent.? 
on both sides, and tlie cnndllions of 
spring, the rations bal.-i no^'l ms nature 
would give them In the spring timr., 
more green fnod and .-ininial fond, 
plenty of clean, fresh wntor, frendnm 
from vermin, freedom frnni anv chick- 
on complaint.-i. smdi as cnlds, roup, 
chicken pox and bnmblo fnot. Com- 
fort, exercise, and pmiier fond (o give 

the vigor .\nii n I. and iiii-ii 'ak.^ i..r,- 

of the egg.-. 

Tt may seem strniur.-' tn snv "l.il;e 
care of the eggs." but fc^w i-eallxe what 
a very tIn^■. dellrnte atom tho littlo 
germ of life In an egc- is, nnr bow 
easll.v the life nf this germ can be ;if- 
fnctcd or 0x1 Inirtiisli.'d. The eggs 
should be gathered at Ica'^t three times 
a day: thi.i l.s to prexcnt other hens 
from setting on them and so starting 
the gerpi to growing, also to Insure 
their not belncr chilled or soiled. When 
gathering them fhey should he carried 
in a basket, and handled without being 
shaken, not left out In thf sun or 
wind, hut taken Into the 1k>u,-.-" and 
placed in a mivl.n-alc lv cnnl cr-ll.ir m- 
closet, and not in a di;niL'ht. Tin- 
temperature of tlie nlaco v.h- r.' .vrr: .■ 
are kept for batching sh'iiiM bf - 
tween "in and fiO dec-rocs.

NiDw, dear reader, if you don't know 
it, I wdll tell you that if you In this 
way breed your birds up jn size and 
feed tho bone and muscle Into them, 
you win soon have no trouble In get- 
ting your show specimens up to atan- 
d.aid, and can send them to shows 
from early fall until late In winter;, 
and If properly cared for there, your 
blrd.5 will be up to weight and in 
good condition, and after a few days' 
rest re;iil,\- for tho breeding pon just 
as full of vitality and vigor n.s any 
you have. Then \-on can carr.v them 
.all tlirnugh the winler witliniit the pul- 
lets and linns bocoining exhausted by 
egg-laying, ;is so many are now do- 
ing, as without plenty of water anrl 
egg-Cnrniing foods, a hen cannot lav. 

How very [ileasant it is to a super- 
intondout ot a -.show to have a num- 
ber ot over-fat, stuffy hens to watch 
.ind care for as best hb can! The room 
is too warm and some exhibitor's 
favorite pen hen simply smothers 
from his own (the exhibitor's) folly In 
forcing that hen up to weight, even 
though It took hog fat ti bring her up 
to It, I have had a trial at It and 
know It 1.9 not pleasant. This explain-.? 
to ynti one reason wdiy it Is advisable 
for all nssocialinns to disclaim re- 
sponsibility for less or accidents. Stop 
feeding -;o much corn, whole wheat, 
etc., and feed bone and muscle foods, 
and Increase the alze of your birds in 
a rlglit way. 

I cnnid tidl vnu how tn feed light- 
weight cocks and cO(d!erei.-; up to 
stand.-ird. but as I wonlrl be doing you, 
the breed and poultrvdom an iiijurj- 
r decline to do It. As T have told yoii 
the right way, follow It and improve 
your llnck. 



RAISING GOSLINGS 

Taking one season with another, 
wo find that he makes his first ap- 
pearance sometime In April and tl'at 
the rest of him continues to arrive at 
intervals till tho end of June, Reeso 
coininencing to lay any time In March 
and continuing till the end of May. 
r^ike all other y.uing animals on the 
farm, the early goslings seem to grow 
uulclier and vo wax stronger than 
their later brritliers and sisters, owing 
to tho cooler weather, for nothing 
.stunts young hlvda ot any descriiiiion 
iiiort! fiuickly than Intense heat. It is 
,,,.ce,;sary. lio\vever, in sotting tho 
Koo.se ogg.s umlcr hens, to remember 
Ih.'tt goslings will not thrive without 
green foods, and to so calculate their 
advent that the ground, in at least 
some slicltered positions, shall be 
green. The past seas.m, having been 
at first very deceptive In its prouiiso 
of spring. It was only by tho Jeasc- 
loHs hunt for every blade ot grass 
that groen food of any kind could be 
obtained for tho early little ones. 

Goslings take from, thirty to thirty- 
three days to hatch, but In the very 
early spring weather it Is well to give 
the eggs an extra day or two, In case 
the hatching may have been retarded 
by Insufficient heat. The eggs being 
so large' and liable to got chined or 
to roll from under (lie lion. It is ad- 
visable to inal<e a specialiy de(ip nest, 
and to [-onl'ine tiie .setter in It in such 
a way th.-it she will not have room to 
scatter the eg.gs from under her. We 
rind that an ordinar.s- l.-irge store box. 
set nn Its side .-ind di\-|ded into three 
nr more ilhislons, and with a bo;ird 
.-1. r.-.ss !|-,,. l„.lt.,oi .-iiould l.e stufr(;d 
s.didlv with liay, leaving room only 
for .-I small pest, well f.-irward .Tnd a 
slatted or front shoiihl he f;is-' 

teiied dou-n securely. I'.oxok of this 
de.ucription can be piled one on the 
other and occupy ver.v little space, so 
that in very cold weather thpy maybe 
placed In any warm building or dis- 
used summer kitchen, where tho hens 
can be let out a few at a timo. 

Although many suppose that lice 
win not fasten on tho go.sllngs. such 
Is not the rase, and the hens should 
be W(di dusted widi Inseet powder 
once a week- during the period of In- 
culi;illoii. 'I'hev should 
completely in the il.-irlc 
tiiiie approaclies, for In 
l.-ike from one Ici two ( 
rpiin tho sle-ll, during 
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If the eggs la not carefully handled 
and kent In proper condition before 
incubation. 

Tho fresher the egg the (Vet tor. 1 
rarelv keep eggs over a week, al- 
though they can be kept oven over 
two -week-s and then h.atch If turned 
?verv dav. AVo -w.int yigorou.-; chicks, 
ind lo iret them tlie eggs .^hotild he 
fresh, and tlie fertility strong. 

STANDARD WEIGHT BIRDS 

I have been requested by so many 
parties to write on siibiecls so numer- 
ous that I alnio.^l il^-'-pair of tr>-ing lo 
write u|ion any <inosii"ii, but tin'' most 
bunilM'g (|Uestlon 1 have met is how 1 
can R'-t inv birds up lo weight and 
ready for tho shows.

Qosllngs, like other young bird.-?, 
require no food for twonty-four to 
forty-eight- hours after thoy are hatch- 
ed, all thoy require being a warm. 



comfortable bed and an occasional 
drink of water. . Thoy soon find tlioir 
feet and In two days beglii to look 
after thomscilyes," a, prpQCss-which they 
gradually bring tn a high de.greo of 
perfection. After they aro two d.ays 
old, the question remains as to what 
.should be done ^vitl^ tliein. llany 
.give them to hens, but w-o have never 
found that V(,>r.\' satisfactory, havln.g 
lost many every spring through chill- 
ing, to which tlie.v aro very suscep- 
tible, through sunstroke, and through 
lice, one grey head louse being cpilto 
sufficient to kill one of these little 
(creatures. Having boon advised to 
try giving them to tho geese, our ex- 
perience was that In a large flock 
many were drowned or killed whilst 
their .seniors woro settling their fam- 
ily differences, and although occa- 
sionally a good mother could be found 
the search was too expensive to bo 
prolonged. Therefore we took Iheni 
unto ourselves, keeping them by the 
stove at nights with a flannel-wr.-\p- 
ped kettle for comfort, and placing 
them In a small ytird covered by a 
window sash during the day, when 
warm enough, W'e raised many In 
such a manner, but improved vastly 
on It this year by placing them In a 
I'l-airie State hover resting on a 
large open wooden box In tho outer 
kitchen. In thi.s way they were pr',-ic- 
tically In tip- frosli ;ilr all dav, trot- 
ting under (••ner at their own sweet 
will ;ind growing exceeillngly f.-ist and 
■ivith no l.isses to disciuirago our \-en- 
ture. Wo believe that thoy could lie 
kept warm wdth one of Cypher's 
brooder .stoves surrounded by w ire 
netting, hut aro distrustful of .-my 
appliance which may induce croA-ci- 
Ing. as many are lost liy suffocation 
in such circumstances, ducklings and 
goslings literally climbing over ouch 
other in search of a warm place. Tho 
heat in tho hover coming from above 
and being equally distributed removes 
all danger and the llttla ones can be 
seen squatting contentedly under tho 
brooder curtains. These latter, by 
tho way. aro tho only drawback In 
the contrivtince, as tho goslings seem 
to take tluMii for grass, tearing oiT 
the flulT and eating It with great rr - 
llsli. This, however, is a minor evTl 
and can be easily surmounted by I'.-ic- 
Ing the outside of a special "gnsllng- 
proof" curtain with some smooth un- 
tearalile material and binding the 
edges of the tabs, which does mU di'- 
tract from the warmth, as the inside 
of the curtain being in tho dark does 
not need to lie treated. 

In the matter of fo.id we find them 
ver.y conservative at first ami that 
the many formulas advocated ai-e 
wasted on them. They are some- 
what difficult to tcacli to oat and are 
-most easily tempted with grass, which 
wo gather Tor them and give them 
two or throe tiiuus n day, at Iciist dur- 
ing ear!'" .":,'r!ng.

!:i hand of brooder chickens w ith tin. m, 
u-lio look upon the warm fluffy Bos- 
clings a,s tliey might ufioii graceful iiml 
i comforting mothers. 

I From disease they tire Inimuno, If 
from well matured stock. Now and 
again a little one may feel tho be.-it 
and win turn yellow about the bill. 

A few drops of castor oil will often 
do good, together with a warm bed 
and dry stale bread, which latter they 
like best If hung upon a nail Just 
within thoir reach, as they are apt to 
mess their food with their tvchbed 
feet and then turn from It. They 
need warmtii in c,dd weather and 
shade in liol weather, which we ob- 
tain by sowing Russian sunflowers in 
their pasture. .Xfter they ;ii-o foatlp-'r- 
od they will look- out excellontly for 
themselves, .-ind It bodiooves us to do 
the same if we are the happy p.isses- 
sors of a. good garden. Notwllhsland- 
Ing this, the gosling, like tlie new- 
baby, carries his welcnnu' with him 
iind those who know liini not should 
give him :\ Irl.'il, when he will u-Iii 
.)ver the liarde.st hearted, so th;it, like 
Olh'cr Twist, (hov will uiiilouldedl.;- 
aslc for more. Co slow with tlicni. 
however, buy good blnls and few of 
them, Incroasing the number with 
^■ollr experlenoo. Remember that al- 
though geese mav he only "geese." 
they will iiiiiloubd-dU- kmny about von 
better than you will know about tircm 
for quite a while. 



The age lo which a, hen may be 
kept and still be profitublo as an egg 
producer is determined largely by the 
bird, r have owned- hens that were 
not more than three or four years old 
that woro by no means prontablo egg 
producers wiiilo others woro good 
layers at five or six years of age. I 
especially iioticod u Brown Legliorn 
hen wiiich laid eggs from early sprln.g 
till late fall, the summer she was 
live years old. She did not step lay- 
ing more than a week at a time from 
eiirlv .spring till late in the fall and 
nnudi of the timo she laid every day. 
When- considering tho ago to wiilch a 
hen is to be kept, the cost of raising 
a hen up to tho time she begins to 
lay should be con.^ldcred. This cost 
is distributed over as many years as 
the hen is kept and It Is evident that 
with a lien kejit throe years the first 
cost will be only oiic-tliird of the hen 
kept only one year. Hens can not be 
expected to produce eggs a whole 
year without stonplpg and thoy eat 
tho year round, but a grown hen does 
not require tho ciireful attention 
when not laying that a young chick 
does, — Ex. 



Tn the winter It must be borne In 
IP Ind thot animal heat Is to bo kopt 
up as tho first ImportaWce to egg pro- 
duction, 'and 'any deflcItSncV of food 
will <3uleUly be' ma^e manifest in tfiat 
roapcot, but less food will "bo required 
during the warm sck-son. 



POULTRY MANAGEMENT 

Water 

I'lenty of fresh water should always 
he aci'essible to tlie hens. If suiijiUed 
Irn.'gularly, they are likely tu drink 
loo much at a timo,. It should not be 
r-xposofl to the sun's rays In summer 
nr allowed to freeze la winter, IE this 
can ,be avrUded. A llock of SO hens 
In good laying condition will require 
4 lo G quarts of w.ater a d.ay. 
Milk 

Wlien properly fel, milk is excellent 
for poultry. In feeding sour milk or 
buttermilk, however, tho feeder must 
bo careful not to give too much, or 
howi-l trouble will likely result. Hkim 
milk Is .-in ecomomical fi'cd. .Skimming 
leaves the most valuable food coustii- 
neuts — Ihe iiltrogeuouH substances — in 
the iiiill<. Not only does this skim 
milk contain much nutritive material, 
but contains It in a form wliicli as a 
rule, Is easily digested. Skim milk may 
often he advantageously substituted 
in part for meat. Milk m;iy be used 
In mixing the soft food, or it may be 
taken to drink in addition to water. 
Feeding How Often Per Day? 

Some poult rymen food their llocks 
twice ;i ila.v, others tlireo times. The 
best plan Is to I'f^ed puvls In eonflne- 
iiKMit three limes, and those having 
free range in sumnior twice 11 day, 
AVlien there Is ;i long time botwoen 
feeds, It Is dllilcuit to keep conllned 
fowls busy, and idle birds contract 
bad habits, such .as feather-pulling, 
egg-eating, nud t^io lllcj!, besides go- 
ing out of cojidlUo^ foi''-Jaok of oxer- 
oiso. - />/^;^>;,; 

Effect- of Feed op.-Cliaraot^r of Egg 

In extreme, cases the flayo'r and the 
odor of the food Jia'^'o been Imparled 
to the egg. Onions hav.-; been fed In 
BuOlclcnt quiuitily to bring about this 
effect. Feeds of high and objection- 
able flavor should not be used by those 
who desire to produce a first-elass ar- 
ticle. ' In 110 case should l.alnted feed 
be allowed to enter Into the ration. 
F'eed also has an influcnco on the color 
of tlie yolk. Corn fed cxehislvely vylll 
give a deep-yellow or highly-colored 
yolk, while wheat fed alone will pro- 
duce a much lighter-colored yolk. A 
fairly hlgh-colorod yolk Is usually pre- 
ferred, and may geiierall.v bo obttilncd 
liy feeding a modor;i t.,-. amount of com. 
I'lonty of green feed also deepens the 
color of tho yolk. 

Separating the Scxas 

roultryinen consider it a good plan, 
where convenient, ' to sopurato tho 
cockerels and pullets, as both will thus 
develop bettor. In the case of tho 
more precocious breeds, they should 
be .separated when removed from tin' 
lien or brooder. Tho slovfer-maturing 
varieties may be allowed to run tr.- 
getlior somewhat longer, but in any 
case the separation should bo made 
before the cockerels bo(,dn lo annoy the 
pullets.

It Is not lasf^ng enough. As all bee- 
keepers do not see things in tho same 
llglit, others may find cxoclslor ex- 
cellent; tli.'it's why I mention It. 
"Gunny" s.-icks have been used by one 
New York beekeeper for a good 
many ye.-irs. >fe lays them outdoors 
for several months, so the ,'ictlon oC 
tho sun and rains will partially rot 
them. If they are not allowed to rot, 
they will not hold fire so well, and are 
more liable to bla-ze w-lion working the 
smokm- boliows much, as 1 know from 
experlenco. After the .sacks liavo 
rotted enough, they aro rnllnd onto a 
slick — window-- siiade fiishinn — which 
Is then pulled out, ii.ud the sack 
chopped Into lengths to fit into the 
smoker. Tbo <Miltiug-tiii can be done 
more expeditiously with a broad-axo 
than with an ordinary axe. A string 
should be Hod nround each piece .so 
it win not unroll again. This had bet- 
ter be done before the sack Is chopped 
up. No-t knowing but that someone 
may not think ot it, I will add that 
tho sack must not bo so long that 
It will roll up thicker tiian the Inside 
of the smoker fire-cup.-^ In order to 
have 'the 'Wads" catcli fire quickly, 
one end of each should bo dipped In a 
saturated solution of .saltpetre. A 
little red lead or other coloring should 
bo added to the solution to rolr>r the 
"wads." so one can afterward.s tell 
which end to light. The solution can 
be made in .-i shallow dish, not Over 
half an inch deep. 

Instead nf gunny sacks, one can roll 
up any kind of old cloth, and treat 
llicni as nientioncd above. Of course, 
as with gunny sacks, it Is bolter to 
subject the cloths to the sun and rain's 
action first. 

A year or so ago, Clleanlngs In neo 
Culture suggested thi^ use of greasy 
cloths for smoker fuel. Tlio editor 
said that it could be picl;ed up on 
rallro.-id tracks, where it is dropped 1)\- 
engineers. That's a goo,l Idea. I have, 
however, not found it neco.'^sary to get 
greasy rags from there, for wo .ac- 
cumiilnto surflcjcnt fnr smoker fuel by 
saving every rag used for wining off 
greasy maclilue parts, buggy axle.s. 
etc. As such oily rags light easily and 
burn well without any further treat- 
ment, T do not r>dl them into "wads." 
If a pU'ce Ik too large I'o-- the flrc-ciip, 
it Is turn smaller. I like to put a few 
chips of wood on the bottom of the 
•■ire-cuii, then drop on ;i few coala from 
the cook stove and fill Iho smoker 
v.-ith. tlie greasy rags. By putting on 
imu-e rags as .'=!oon as thoy bum down 
in the smoker, nno need not relight 
tho smoker for the day.— F. A, Stroh- 
schion, in Farmer's Advocate.

Wliere tho diseased colonies are 
weak in bees, put the bcea nC two, 
Ihreo or four hives together, «o ;is to 
got a good .sized swann to start the 
euro with, a.s It does not pay to spend 
thiio fussing with little .weak, colonics, 
Wlion tho bees are not gathering 
honey, any apiary can be cuVed of 
foul brood by removing tlie diseased 
combs in tho evenings and giving tho 
bees frames with comb foundation 
starters on. Then, also, In the even- 
ings feed the bees plenty of sugar 
syrup, and they will draw out tho 
foundation and storo the diseased 
honey which lliey took with thom 
from the old combs; in the fourth 
evening remove tho new cambs made 
out of tho starters and give the bees 
full sheets of com'.j foundation and feed 
plenty oC sugtir syrup each evening 
until every colony la in first-class or- 
der in every respect. 

.Make the syrup out of granulated 
sugar find put one pound of water to 
every two jiounils of sugar, and then 
bring It to a bidl. As previously stal- 
ed, all the old combs must ho moved 
from tho hives iuid so must al.so all 
the new combs mado during tho four 
days. 

The empty hives that had foul brood 
in, do not need any disinfecting in 
any way. I .have handled many hun- 
dreds of colonies In the province of 
Ontario, and cured them of foul brood 
without getting a single hive scalded 
or disinfected in any way, and these 
colonies aro cured right In tho same 
old lilves. In rny judgraont, resulting 
from experience, It Is tho greatest 
folly to wasto any flme over the 
empty lilvos.-as there is no more rea- 
son for scalding empty lilvea that foul 
brood hiiH been in, than there would 
bo t.) scald the feet of all tho bees 
that Iravolled over the diseased combs. 
No colony can be cured of foul brood 
by the use of any drugs. All the old 
comlia must bo removed from any dis- 
eased colony, and tho honey got .away 
from the bees before brood rearing Is 
cotninenced In the new clean combs. 
Foul brood apiaries Jirc cured every 
year in tho province of Ontario by niy 
methods of treatment, which aro given 
here." — ^Farming World.

The KCfiii disease knnw-11 ns 
brood"'-' has evidently r-aosed more- or 
less traubio to bee Iteepers from very 
early liistorlcal times, for refcronces 
ar(> made to some such tliseaso b'-foro 
the Christian e-.-a by Aristotle In his 
w-orks on hushandry. It Is only, how- 
ever, during tho last twenty-live years 
that llio plague has bec.oino universal 
and for this the expansion ot Hio 
honey m'oduclng Industry Is respon- 
sible." The trade hi bees and queens 
and their consequent transportation 
from one country to another, carry- 
ing infee-tlon with thom litis spread 
"foul brood" into almost every part of 
the clvill7.ed world. 

Scientific Investigation has i^b.nvn 
that our knowledge of "foul brood is 
very far from- complete, but that there 
.are several forms pt bacilli causing 
tho group of diseases^ known as "loul 
brood" seems certain. Of those the 
disease known as American foul bmod 
Js tho tuost widely spread and disas- 
trous in Its efCec-t.s,

Though savage bees rarely do seri- 
ous Injury, It Is well to remember 
that the owner of such may bo hold 
responsible for mischlof, and, there- 
fore, it is the better plan to plaeo the 
apiary, at a distance from 'the high- 
way and neighbors* premises. Damage 
away from tlic apiary may have been 
done by anybody's bees, and it Is not 
possible to lay tho onus on a particu- 
lar hive.

FOR CAKED UDDER 

Dr. Peters, of the Nebraska I^xporl- 
ment station, treats caked uddor In 
cows In this w.ay. ITo says: 

"I have here an ordinary milk tube, 
with a Ilttlo bibb at tho end of It. I 
use a rubber tube sometliing llko nn 
ordinary hand bicycle pump. Now 1 
insert this tube carefully into the 
quarter that it affected and fill It up 
with air, I do not prolie In there with 
darning needles and other kiud.s of In- 
strnmcnts- but I fill up this spongy 
organ with air, and It is like filling a 
sponge with water. If tho uddor Is 
caked, you put In as much air as you 
can. Then you massage or work With 
your hand, and work that air all 
through tho quarter, and yovi will hear 
the bursting of these little vesicles— 
these little tubes. You can burst all 
of them m two or three applications 
of that kind, and you -will generally 
restore the udder. I have treated sev- 
eral hundred very bad cases,- and I 
know it worlcs aU right, and any one 
of you can easily do It. 

"Now, where the entire udder -soon 
after calving has become caked, wa 
use what is known as the compress. 
AVo take a piece of heavy cloth and 
put it on so that It lifts up tho ontiro 
udder, and tie It on top. Wo usually 
use straw with it, so tiiat wo do not 
cliafo tho back of the animal. That 
la to relievo tho pressure. 1'ou will 
notico that the udder is very heavy, 
and that tho pressure must bo reliev- 
ed before anything olso Is done. If 
yon w.ant to assist, take several small, 
fivo or ton pound bags and fill them 
with bran, keep thom hot, and apply 
them to the udder. Tliat is tlio treiit- 
ment wo use where there la a very 
great amount of congestion. Now, 
the.so aro about tho simplest methods 
of treating disease of the udder that I 
can explain — tho massage for tho dis- 
eased quarter, and tho compress for tho 
whole udder." — ^Farmer's • Advocate. 



COMMON CATTLE 

Tho chief fault of tho common cat- 
tle found in this country today Is tho'^ 
lack of qu.illiy and uniformity. This 
Is not due so miieli to the lacic of in- 
fusion of good blood as. to the indis- 
criminate iidmlxture of tho bloorl of 
breeds of both beet and dairy types. 
Tho late i\lajor du liois used to always 
get warm under the collar every time 
wo would talk about this distressing 
d.iscrepiuicy in the quality of dairy 
herds. In travelling about the state 
by wagon road or rail, note tho num- 
ber of animals In each herd seen, also 
tho variation in type, forwi and more 
particularly color. Except for' tho 
herds of the few gj'owers of pure bred, 
or high grade cattle, tho common 
bunchos Include a great variety of col- 
ors, and types. In some herds red, 
white, black, brlndli> and all concelv- 
llble combinations of these colors aro to 
he found. At the same time some Indi- 
viduals will conform in a measure to 
strictly beef form, others quite mark- 
edly to dairy type with all gradations 
between these two. The indications of 
blood as seen in color will undoubt- 
edly attract tho atleullon of the cas- 
ual' observer more rapidly than other 
features. In other words, the presence 
and admixture of so many colors In 
coininon herds indicates that Short- 
hern, Ilolsteiu, .lersey and loss fre- 
quently Hereford, Brown Swiss and 
Ayrshire blood has been freoly admix- 
ed.— Denver S'leld and Farm.

This day 
s?iall bring much forth. This Is no 
plai;e to see, this hill. It Is here they 
I'iglU" .. . 

Wo passed a masked battery, wdiere 
tho officer in command was sfpiintlng 
toward the silvery Tal-tse through his 
field glass. Ills ej'cs caught a moving 
something in tho kowliang, and his or- 
ders came swiftly. There was tlio 
puff of bluish smoke, then the steady, 
sullen roar and the air stained with 
yellow and red. A Japanese battoiT 
answered desultorily. 

Perhaps we waited some ten min- 
utes by the masked battery and in al- 
most perfect silence. Then the fact 
that we had stumbled Into the very 
thick of the fight was brought .speedily 
to our attention. It was evident the 
.Tiijjanese batteries on the little spurs 
by the river had been biding tlielr 
liiiie for a concentrated fire on the 
hill when each gunner had ids true 
siglit. All hell broke loose at once. 
.Slu'.'ipnel e\-pIoded 'iiVer our In.'ads ••■ind 
the flying fragmenis descended Into the 
piillent infantry in reserve — shraimel, 
slir.ipnel ,-iiid shrapnel again, great 
lurid jiatchos. tiiilil the sky seenieil ;i, 
conliniioiis streali of it. .\ shell, ciin- 
nlngl\- aimed, blew fifly men from n 
retloubt, a redoubt from wliieli we were 
sepai-atod by a matter of feet, and an- 
other sludl, not so well timed. whi;?zed 
along Its wa>- not twenty inches from 
us with the nasty whirr of a subw.-iv 
cx])ress train, finding Its billet among 
tlie Siberian riflemen. Half a regi- 
ment of them threw down their arms 
and scattered iiell-mell, seeking shel- 
ter behind earthworks, even in ditches 
and coal-holes, bayonetcrl sometimes 
by their more cnm'ageotis companlon.s. 

Our horses were picketed to a yew 
tree, and thoy tugged and strained at 
their halters.

The military manoeuvres recently 
hold In the Scottish command, under 
the control of Lieut.-Gcneral Sir E. 
L,t!;icli, V. C, wore of oxeoptlonal in- 
terest, unci were carried out by all 
ranks with HViecess and in a Kiiiril of 
soldierly emnlatlon and keenness 
Which loft nothing to be desired. 

Instructive in a. military son.ve, tliese 
operations were doubly so on their civil 
Hide, .since they disclosed, to all who 
cai-od to observe the attitnde of the 
people, hov,' deeply r)enetraled Scot- 
land is by jmblie spirit, how siron.i^ly 
military service appeals to ihe harily 
j)Coplc of the north, and how int<'nse 
1." the interest amonf all classes of 
the population in (he maintena)ice of 
the old (iprhtlnff traditions of a warlilio 
race. 

The manoeuvres lasted fur three 
weeks, ,aiid were divided into two 
jjliase-s. In the Hi'st pha.sc mounted 
trodjjs only were enijiloyed, and the <li- 
rectlon was conlineil to tin- eajiablo 
hands of Colonel il. RiniiTi,s;tipn, C il. 
The Scots Grey.s, ISth Hussars, four 
guns 7:;nd Battery it. l'\ A., Lovat's 
.Scniits, Scottish Horse, and Fife and 
Forfar Veoiiuinry, with a total effi c tive 
strength of o,2UU men, were vn,u;aKed 
In this phase of the' nianoenvivs. 'I'lie 
advaiitapco of associatinj,' rcKnIars and 
nuxiiiarie.'j was marked. The stratei^i- 
cal action extended over a lar^e are,i_ 
some 100 miles in length by 70 in 
breadth, but contact between tho op- 
posing forces took place mainly in 
Perthshtro, and tho tactical interest 
ceiitriJd In tho rough and tangled maze 
ot hill, moorland and forest lying be- 
tween Strathardle and Strathtay. 
Those who declared that the country 
was unrldeable and that troops would 
not be able to move ott tlio roads, were 
evidently unacquainted with the Scot- 
tish yeomen and the men who lead 
them, as well as with the patriotic 
g-eneroslty of the Duke of AthoU and 
other landowners In the north. 

The first phase of the operations 
lasted from June 14 to 30, this period 
synchronlzlngr with the annual training 
of those B-cottlsh Yeomanry regiments 
for whoso benetlt mainly the maneu- 
vrcs were undertaken. In the "Train- 
ing Instructions," issued by the gen- 
eral staff. Colonel' Kimlngton divided 
this part of tho manoeuvres into three 
ijuiiuu.-' — ihe first, training in camp; 
the second, inanoeuv.res; and the third, 
field in.structlon in standing camp.s. 
Owing to tho time roauired for opcra- 
tUiiKs. tho preliminary work was nec- 
essarily curtailed to live days, includ- 
ing one Sunday. In this short period 
as much as possible was taught of fit- 
ling saddlery, horsemasterslilp, duties 
in camp, troop drill, dismounted work, 
and protection when halted and on the 
march. This length ot time Is obvi- 
ously Insutricient for corps containing 
many recruits, and the deduction is 
that combined manoeuvres for units of 
the Territorial Army will best be re- 
stricted to every third year at most. 
In order tliEi.t commanding ofllcers may 
h.ive two trainings out of every throe 
for grounding their men In their more 
elementary duties. 

In tho .second period of the first 
phase of the manoeuvres Colonel Tllm- 
ington drew up a general idea which 
was admirably fitted to test the field 
efficiency of the Scottish yeomen, and 



their usefulness In extended reconnais- 
sance, to the utmost. Omitting details, 
tho initial sltuatlpn was that I,leuten- 
ant Colonel, the .Marquis of TuUibar- 
dlno (Bed), with 'his two regiments of 
tho Scottish Horse, the ISth Hussars, 
and two gun.s, occupied a central situ- 
ation in the neighbourhood of Dullkeld 
.and Peril! while l^ieutenanl-Colonel 
Ijord Lovat's (Rlue) two regiments of 
Scouts, .Scots Greys, Fife and I'^orfar 
Yeomen, and two guns, were widely 
separated at Brodie, Spean-briilgo, 
Grantown, Cupar, Ivlllin, and Aboyne. 
Red, inferior- In forcb but holding a 
central situation, was ordered to pre- 
vent the concentration of Blue, whose 
troojjs were disseminated from the J[o- 
ray I'irlli on the north to the Firth of 
Forth on the south, and from east to 
Avest over nearly as great an extent of 
ground. 

The jirobleni set to each commander 
was a dillicult one. I^ord l,ovat was 
exi)0.';ed to the danger of being beaten 
In detail before his scatt.'red comman- 
dos could unite, and unite they only 
could by means ot rapid inarching, 
good arrangements, and ratlier more 
than a fair shtire of luck. I,(n-d Tulli- 
bardlne again, though possessing t!),; 
Initial advantage of concentration in a 
ceutial iiosition, could not lake full 
advantage of it unless able to locale, 
linil and run down with a superior 
force one or more of Lovat's columns, 
which would probably scatter and re- 
unite at a distance If closely pressed. 
Tulllbardlne not only had to smash 
one or more of the hostile columns, 
but to effect this purpose In a very 
short time, that Is to say, before the 
other bodies, hastening up from all 
points of the compass, could reinforce 
tlii ir liiends, and establish a numeri- 
cal iir. |)(unleranco. Tulllbiirdlne's task 
was tlii-refiu-e tiot an easy one, and his 
freiHlom was further hampered by the 
fact that he was bas<'d upon tin in- 
trenched camp in tlie wild hills north 
of i.ocli (M'die, wliere six months' sup- 
plies and ample siores of aminnnltion 
were supposed to have been collected, 
and wlnu-e he was ordered to remain 
at all costs In order to overeonie the 
tribes whoso territory he was oc(!u- 
pyiiig in the Interests of a southern 
power. By this artitlee Colf>nel Rim- 
Ington compelled the rivals to meet at 
last In the broken country we.st of 
the Forest of Chinie, the district ap- 
pointed for the tactical decision of the 
manoeuvres, but at the same time lie 
in-esented Red with an incubus which 
deprived him of much liberty of ac- 
tion and fettered his movements from 
lirsl to last. Ho did more, tor he al- 
lowed Loval to prove, and Tullihar- 
dlne to experience, the virtues of the 
military maxims handed down to the 
Scots by Good King Kohert's Testa- 
ment. 

When the manoeuvres began at 4 a. 
ni. on Juno 18, Lord Tulllbardlne took 
a correct View of the situation. 
Ijovat's Scouts at Brodio were 75 miles 
as the crow flies from Dunkeld, and 
therefore temporarily out of 'reach; 
the. Blue guns at Grantown,-on-Spey 
were 55 miles away to the niorth, and 
between the Red force and both these 
hostile bodies the Pass of Killie- 
krankie nnd tho whole r.ange of the 
(Grampian Hills intervened. All that 
Rod could do on this side was to oc- 
cupy the pass and to send scouting 
parlies to the north m order to gain 
touch with I.ovat and obtain eaih- 
warning of his approach. A\'estward 
of Rod. however, tlieri. lay the .Scuts 
Greys, Isolated at Klllin at the head of 
TjOcIi Tay, and only IP) miles distant, 
as the crow flies, from Dunkeld. If 
the Greys could ho overwhelmed ;it 
tho outset Tulllbardlne had the g-anie 
in his hands, and he therefore rightly 
gave orders for the two regiments of 
Scottish Horse, the 18th Hussars, and 



the two guns, to unite for the purpose 
of crushing the Kmperor of Rn-ssK-i's 
regiment. The Greys, on tli.'ir .'♦ide, 
were ordered by Lovat to effect a pre- 
liminary concentration with tlu: Fife 
and J^'orfar Yeomen from Cupar, and 
this entailed a flank march In dan- 
gerous proximitv to thu main force of 
Rc-il. " , ,, 

Rapidity of movement is not a. me- 
rit which in past days Wi: always as- 
sociated with the Ure\s, buf-thls line 
regiment has participated In the. Im- 
mense improvement 'which has taken 
place In all our cavalry since "the war. 
Its bg striding horses, after a month 
of camp life and exposure to the 
weather, were more like greyhoui'ids 
than grey horses; they were thor- 
oughly trained, in the pink of condi- 
tion, "and lit for any amount of hard 
work. The r(?giment wa.s now to give 
its fellow-Scots a taste of the -new 
quality and the new si;, le. Moving 
with great rapiiiit.N', the Greys dashed 
up Glen Ogle, skirled L,och ICarn, and 
with their leading scouts reached 
Cileif, ;!C miles distant. In two hour.s 
and a quarter. The Fife and Forfar 
Yeomain-v from Cupar — christened the 
"Fours aiid l''ives" by their camp com- 
rades the ISth 1 lussars—nioved slm- 
ullaneonsly b\- the liriilge of I'^arn In 
order tu join llu' iln-ys si ui thwest ward 
ttf Perth. This dash of the Greys and 
the timely eo-ui)eratlon of the l^'ife 
;uid ]''orfar men. combiiK'il with the 
mist A'/liieh si'llled rioe.-n upon the hills 
ami i>re\eiiled signalling rommunicii- 
tion, ruined the chances of Ked to 
score an initial iuivanlage. In these 
mist-covered regions some form ot 
wireless telegraphy is Indispensable. 
If the experiments now being made 
by the Blues come to anything our 
cavalry will profit. 

Tulllbardlne had moved out with the 
Scottish Horse to Amulrce, at the foot 
of Glen Qualch, at -I n.m., while the 
Pith Hussars were ordered to miirch 
on Lnchcarnhcad. The Red scouts 
covered the country, while the sig- 
nalling detaelmient of the lUghlam! 
Pight Infantry cxeeediiit; ly well dis- 
posed bv Pieutenant Halrd. would 
have been able to convey Information 
rapidly had nid ill,.' wi ;illier roiulitioiis 
been so nnfavoralde. A.s tilings fell 
out it was not till 1 1> a.m. that 'I'ulli- 
bardine received news that the ISth 
I-Iiissai's, m.-u'ching from l^erth, Dun- 
blane, and Dollar. h:id collided with 
the (;re\,s at Crieff two lif)urs earlier. 
He at once marched towards Crieff, 
but tliougli that smart regiment the 
ISlh Hussars held the two roads run- 
ning eastwards from the town, and 
though thi'v h;id hemmed In the Greys, 
the iatter wore allowed to slip out of 
the town to the south under cov(.'r of 
the mist, and they then moved on to 
Gasc Camp, where they united with 
tho Fife and .iMirfar about ;i.30 p.m 
The two sides bivouacked for tho night 
within four miles of each other at 
Gasc and Methven re.'fncctively, ani- 
neithor ventured to attack or even dis- 
turb tiie other. Six hundred years ago 
Ilobert Bruce had camped- at Mcth-ven 
Wood for the night wlUiln istrlklhg 
distance pf .Pembroke's nrmyiiand pali? 
..the penalty — but' there was 'now 'no 
Pembroke in the field. 

Meanwhile Pord Lovat was- making 
tho best of his way southward from 
Brodle. Leaving that ow'n at 7 p.m. 
on June 17. he picked up his guns at 
Grantown next day .'it noon, and now 
heard for th<' first time that the site 
of the Red intrenehed eainii was at 
Loch Oi-die. anil not ,-it Ulair Atlioll. 
as iu-evir,usly reported. Porat thi-re- 
fore eli.inged his plans, and, instead of 
moving by the Dee valley under eo\-er 
of the Aberdeen squadron of the l-'ife 
and ]''orl'ai- whicli had reached Hrae- 
mar, he determined to mareii tin.' 
who'.e of Ills scouts together up Strath- 
spey and thenco across the Grampians 
by Glen Trulm and Glen Garrv to Pit- 



lochr.v in order to attack Tulllbardlne's 
camp from the west. He issued orders 
for his southern cohnnn.s to co-oper- 
ate In this attiick, directing them to 
move .slowly northwards covered by a 
screen, and not to commit themselves 
till further orders. 

'J'lio fatal jiu'inenee of the inlrencliGd 
camp .now. .,liuluced Tullibardine to 
abandon the Initiative In the south and 
to return to Loch Ordle. Ho'-e ha 
thought ho would still hold the central 
situation and might hope to act with 
effect against tho first column which 
approached him. Thither, therefore, 
he moved with the main body of the 
Scottish Horse on June 19, leaving the 
18th Hussars at Dunkeld, and keeping 
one .squadron of Scottish Horse at Bal- 
llnlulg nnd another at Klnloc'h Ran- 
noeh. Such was his position on the 
night of June 19, and at the .same time 
Lovat's Scouts wore at Mains of Glen 
Trulm, well covered by parties to the 
south, while Ihe Greys with tho main 
hod.v of the I'Mfo and Forfar were at 
Perth out of touch with the Red 
forces. This loss of touch In the soutli 
was not good worli. 

Tulllbardine's men had covered 
some "U miles in tlie two d:i\-s .funo 
IS and PI, and the day t)f .Iiine L'O 
s.-iw no iiio\-i-nieiit on the iiart of Red, 
i-.\eept the (le.-;paleli of sccnitiiig par- 
ties in all directions. At (i p in., how- 
ever, tlie (;re\-s and "^'eoinen were re- 
ported at lilairgowrie, .-uid the PSth 
llnssars were- ordereil out to liold 
them back. Some i-oiifusetl night 
fighting followed on the roads near 
the Hridge of CaUe,\-, and l.ioth sides 
suffered losses.

owing lo the rapidity of Lo\-at's movo- 
ments .^Jeyertheless, it occupied Kll- 
lieer.inlcie Pass, and m.^glit have .'if- 
feeted the i.ssiie, had . Lovat's force met 
with a disastet\ .Both tills squadron 
and the other at, Rallinlulg were in 
toueli throughout, . the day- with a 
small detachment Of Greys .which had 
been sent towards Aberfcldy when 
their regiment set'oiit frorh Killln to- 
wards Crieff, atuVhad been joined by 
one of Lovat's .^bfrties. By attracting 
to Itself the i\fM^ -of 'the t'w'o squad- 
rons of Scottiali-'Tforsc, this little partv 
of Greys and Scouts greatly facilitated 
Lovat's march.

]nass of the scrambling khaki clothed 
Japanese, with here and there a white 
horse startUngly distinct against the 
dun colored background. 'Varlon tried 
to lift bis hat to his head, but his 
hands seemed to have lost their 
strength and It dropped to the ground.

He lay forwai-d. his pad of paper 
resting on a blanke't i-oll, his cheeks 
red, crimson red, his fingers shaking 
nervously as the i)encil g-|lded o\-er 
the paper, filling pages of it with his 
loose handwriting. He wrote as I 
have never seen man write before, 
fovorishly stopping soiuellmes to tak<' 
breath, and his body shaking mean- 
while with long, convulsive shudders.

men. The weather throughout was 
vile. .-V Caninliell .-mcc said that tl^.e 
reign ot law wa.s loss coinon in Ar- 
gyllsliire than the law of rain, but 
judging by June, 1007, Perthshire runs 
Argyllshire close. The ti-oo])s, no less 
thiin the spectators, were drenched to 
the skin nearly every day, but the 
former, at all events, treated the mis- 
behavior ot the weather wdth perfect 
unconcern; and they were rewarded at 
last, on June :iS, when tho sun shone 
o'ut and enabled tho Highland sports 
at Blrnani to take place under the 
most favorable conditions in presence 
of .a large company. 

The operations were naturally tho 
chief Interest of the troops, but for 
spectators ,It •was tho troops them- 
selves, .,' and particularly the Scot- 
tish yeoihen so- worthUy repre- 
sented on tho field, that attracted and 
deserved tho best .attention. It would 
be diflieult to name three finer corps 
of Yeomtuiry In the British Isles, or 
regiments bettor fitted for service tn 
Xorth Britain. All three corps are 
ollicered by some of the best fiuuilies 
in Scotl.and, w-hile a number of old 
regular ofllcers with distinguished rec- 
ords, and ofllcers of Yeomtinr.v who 
ha\-e si-rv; d in South Africa, leaven 
the lump of liu'xperienee in Held ser- 
viei-. The leRlnients are hy no means 
uniform in aiJiioaranco or in qualities, 
'i'he l'''ifc .and Forfar are on tlie w hole 
lb,! best mounted of the three' except 
for work In the hllhs. Their men are 
a good u;;e-ful stamp, level, .'ind of a 
pi-iqiei- age ,'md iiliysique. Tlie>- are 
well turned out and rkle in very fair 
style. The young i Fife f'tirmer l.s a 
ri.glit good man to attract lo soldier- 
ing, aivl tho only pity is that the en- 
eroaelinients of civilization and the 
ennstant drain ot emigrallon to Can- 
adiL ,ai-e reducing tho supply of yeo- 
men of the old stamp In this as in 
other parts of Scotland. 

The Scottish Horse,. In two regl- 
nriepts each 400 strong, are a fine corps 
and. flo.' their commander the utmost 
.cr.edlf 0,wlng to !).cclde"ntall clroum- 
stftnices'.tljey" contain a .larger propor- 
floft" of. recruits this year, .than' the 
others,, aha, are conseqiionily.less level 
in appearance,' but there Is n'o mistake 
about the quality o.f their men, and' tho 
gre'ater number 'arcs ' of ' 'admirable 
physique,' of a military age, and all 
that the heart of a s.oldier can desire. 
Drawn mainly from the central and 
southern' HIghlancl."!, they Include many 
stalkers, keepers, and gllUes, wlio are 
at homo In tho hills, born scouts, and 
accustomed to riding their own cobs 
and ponies, which they bring with 
them lo their corps. In one squadron 
there are said to ho 83 marksmen out 
of 117 nii^n. Tho horses .average about 
l-f.2 to 15 hands, and as a whole are 
of a suitable and workmanlike stamp. 
The regiment is w-cll turned out, ,ad- 
niir.-ibly found in ever.v department in 
camp, and .appears to be irnbued with 
the best possible spirit and discipline. 
'U'ithout tlie Alholl influence and the 
indefatigable efforts .of Lord Tullibar- 
dine tho nianoeuvrcs. would npt have 
been th.e success they wei-e. 

Lovat's scouts, ' in two regiments, 
numbered S.SO men at tho training, and 
are the finest body of men that tlie 
writer ha.s ever seen under arm.s in 
the British Isles In time of peace. 
Dr.awn from the northern Higlil.aiuls 
.and the Western Isles, there is not a 
boy in their ranks, and they are tho 
toughest and hardest looking body of 
men in the King's service. Composed 
mostly of erofters, stalkers, gillies 
and fisher folk, with hardly a towns- 
imin .amon.g them, they represent an 
almost Idetil typo so far as tho raw 
material is concerned. Their horses 
are a good hardy stamp, rougher and 
thicker than those of tho Scottish 
Horse, but first class nialorlal for 
work In the hills, and even tor plowing 



the enemy's country after it Is con- 
quered. Not a few are roans or d.un.<? 
of tho old Highland garron breed, with 
the zebra markings on tho quarters 
and hocks. AH tho transport and 
interior economy of thi.s fine corps iivci 
good and practical, tho ornamental la 
in everything except the pipers sac- 
rificed for tho usefu!, and discipline 
l.s well maintained. Tho great fam- 
ilies of tho north seconded Lord Lovat :^ 
right well,- and among these tho DukO';' 
and Duchess of Sutherland, whoso son.';; 
Is In the Scouts, were ready as ever to 
promote and support every .good- wprk '■'• 
In the cause of the empire. ' . . 

To say that either the Sopttlsh Hdrso 
or Lovat's Scouts are finished horse- 
men would be an exaggeration.. The 
Highlander is not a horseman ..atitl. 
never will be. He Is a bard than. j)ri . 
a horse, but as the Highland hdrpo Is 
also hard on tho man, there are two" 
of a trade. If these - two fliie regi- 
ments were meant for shock tactics wo 
could wash our hands of them, but as 
both are the offspring of war unham- , 
pored by tradition, the rifle and tho . 
bayonet are the only arms, and dis- 
mounted action' the only recognized 
means of fighting. The squadrons 
shuffle along at a rare pace along tho 
roads, .-ind move across the hl'ds w-lth 
-almost equal rapidity. The horses 
.-ire docile and are easily handled and 
h-d 111 rear of the firin.g line. TIio 
men are iierfeetly .-it home in the .sad- 
dle, and neither man nor horse shows 
f.allgno after tlie most exacting duty 
or tlie most prolnn.ged cxposuro to 
whiLt Scotsmen c;iU their climate. In 
short, we h.avo in these Scottlsli Y'eo • 
nianry as perfect a strategical weapon 
for work in North Britain as we can 
desire, and all that is needed to fit 
them for the field is ii month's con- 
tinuous training in dismounted work 
tinil field service. 

So far as scouting far ahead of an 
army, or so far again .-is rounding up 
an enemy's patrols are concerned, 
those little detached parties of Scottish 
scouts, which i>ress on so boldl.v far 
ahead of their columns, have little to 
learn. Most of the best scouts can uso 
a telescope, can search ground, and in 
field cr.aft have few equals. '^Vhero 
they fail Is In the nr.ictico of working 
together on foot in larger bodies. In 
their knowledge *if field service, and. 
In the habit of inantalnlng contact 'With 
the enemy by day and night once It 
has been gained. ".'Wbat- tliej' need Is 
to be..takert.' In .haiid Ify.'sihart young 
officers trained' IrC'thO ' best -'light In- 
fantry school,, tol-.l)^ tauggt' tb work tn- 
extended lines, .bi-^wij.latl^ and; signal, 
to . extend, cjqs^, .V-advaripe;: ' retire, 
change .front, ajid'.'aiiapit' tHelr 'forma-^'.

charge of any natural suspicion he 
may entertain toward strangers, and 
while he is occupied with his usual 
duties help yourself to a few thousand 
■dollars Ih.-iU may bo lying handily 
about? 

riarry Schiiidler, bank snetik and 
man of affairs, who htis spent thirty 
of his tirty-two years of his life in 
criminal pursuits, has found the lat- 
ter method much the easier and safer 
of the two. Hut, even the ease with 
which ten or twenty or thirty thou- 
sand dollars may be acnulred In a 
few hour.s has lost its charm for Har- 
ry Schindlcr. 

In the course oC his checkered ca- 
reer tills thief, who Is known liy de- 
scription to the p.jlicc of the country, 
and whose winiiings in the game of 
chance called bank sne.alcing liave run 
into tho hundreds of thousands, has 
been compelled to spend eleven years 
of tho thirty he lia.s .sjient following 
his chosen vocation behind the cold 
gray walls of the ])risons of several 
different states. For every year thus 
spent Harry Sehindler declares tliat 
5100,000 would be a .slight rocomijense. 
Figuring on this basis Harry Schind- 
ler must have taken. In the course 
of his career, well over $1,000,000 to 
have made his profesalqn a profitable 
one and have had a comfortable "ne.st 
"s;b" left. As the case Is ho has 
handled probably not less than $200,- 
000 of money which, by right of pos- 
session he has caliod his own, and is 
today practically penniless, content to 
earn an honest living and remain 
without the call of the law at the rate 
of from $15 to $35 per week, varying 
with tho chances he has. 

Most Notorious of All. 
Harry Schlndle'r is one of tlie iiio.st 
nutorion.s b;i!ilc sneaks \vilh which the 
Iiollce c)i' til" 'Unirent eitl.'s of the 
Ij'nlted .States have- had to cope. Ho 
beg.an his career of crinie when but 
years of age, shortly afti-r he left 
coll(>ge. Ho is a college bred man, 
born of an old iirlstocratlc family. 
.Schlndlor Is not hi.s real name, but 
the alias ho assumed at tho time of 
his llrst arrest and conviction, which 
came soon after he fell from the 
straight and narrow path and became 
Imbued with the idea that a good 
living and a competency might be oii- 
talned by playing his own extraonli- 
nary wits, Illegitimately used, against 
those of men 'in walks of life which 
are recognized by the law as legal. 

He was a law student In St. Louis 
when temptation first was thru.st In 
his path. In those days the type- 
writer and shorthand artist were un- 
unknown, and ho was working his way 
through an apprenticeship at the leg.al 
calling by transcribing in longhand 
tho undecipherable hieroglyphics of 
several lawyers of the old school wlio 
appreciate,! hi.i ability to translate 
their haiiilwrlting intelligently and to 
put It into copper-plate appearance on 
parchment. 

It wag Ills penmanship that was tho 
downfall of Harry Schlndler, A hand 
of counterfeiters whoso operatlon.s 
havo become a part of the history of 
criminology of tho United States had 
its liradqu irturs In .St. Louis. Through 
hiwyers -ivlio hail availed themselves 
of Harry Scliliidlor's remarkable abil- 
ity with a, pen they heard of .Schlndlor 
and conceived the idea that ho would 
bo a valiuiblo adjunct to tbeir band. 
Thoy act about, just as many anotiier 
band of criminals has undertaken, to 
acquiro tho services of this capable 
and intelligent young man. Hvent- 
lially, by devious ^\■.■^ys known to tlio.'^o 
who win. youths from the patlis of 
lionesf.v, they .succeeded. Harry 
Schlndlor, expert pemnaii, hecauie a 
member of ;i counterfeiter.s' band and 
remained as .such for two years, dur- 
ing which tlmo he acquired through 
his profitable share In the Illegal galn.s 
; of tho band, tho appetite for acquiring 
money easily. 

Casji .Lot With ."Sneaks." 
r)urlng;.th}s potioa- Schlndlor natur- 
.nlly became ■ acquainted' with crooks 
of various callings, and eventually he 
elected to cast his foftunes with a

ho had spent so many years In violat- 
ing.

Costs to Keep Out of Jail 
"You must remember," was his re- 
ply, "that It takes a vast amount of 
money to keep out of prison Bank 
sneaks always work in what are 
known to crimlrtals and to the police 
as 'mobs" Thoso "mobs' usually con- 
sist of four men By the rules of tho 
game, which are the only laws the 
criminal acknowledges, each member 
of a 'mob' must be absolutely on the 
'square' with each other member. If 
this law were not observed no .scheme 
ill which they en.gaged would be suc- 
cessful So when one member gets in 
the clutches of tho Law It is Incum- 
bent upon the oUiers to see that he 
has tho benefit of everything that 



'I'o elucidate the accompilshinents of 
tho bank sneak would reriuiro sevei-a! 
vohmi'.'s. To show briefly what to 
avoid if you would evade loss ;it hi.s 
hands may bo encompassed In smaller 
SJiaee. 

Kup])o."e, for instance, you ai-e ;i dc- 
jjosltor. You fiu-m one ^if a long line 
of people w.-iiting lo iiiac'c your own 
or your emplo\er's money In an insti- 
tution supposedly safe from iiiaraud- 
ers. You carry your pass book in 
your hand, pinching gingerly tho book 
in order that tho little green slips 
that may moan anything from Si to 
$1,000 cannot bo lost. In your turn 
you arrive at tho window of tho re- 
ceiving toller. That busy ofllclal is 
pouring over the footings of tho de- 
posit of tho customer who has just 
preceded you. 

You lay your book with Its Ineios- 
ure of tens, hundreds or thousands of 
dollars before him. Just at that mo- 
ment some one taps you on the shoul- 
der. Yon look around. There Is tho 
profile of a face you may havo seen 
before. The man who has attracted 
your attention Is saying, as ho moves 
toward the door; 

"See you later, old man, when you're 
not so busy. Come out with me to 
lunch some time?" 

You watch him as ho makes his 
exit from the banic, wondering the 
v.'hlle: "Where have I soon him be- 
fore?" 

In tho nieantiiiie tho "sneak," who 
usnall.v Is In lino Immediately behind 
you, depending on the teller's abstr.ac- 
tlon and your own Interest in figuring 
out tho Identity ot your friend, has 
abstracted your deposit book and with 
It tho money you wore about to dopos- 



The Old Yukon Gambling Hells

No more Is the danco hail and the 
gambling house a part of life in Alas- 
ka and Yukon! Official edicts Lssued 
from Ottawa and Washingtim have 
abolished what were once the princi- 
pal amusement jilacos of the seeker 
after wealth in the .Vorthlund. 

An era that began In llie days ot 
'■111, that has lllled the pages of liter- 
ature wllh its doings, the life that 
Bret llarte iuimorlaliyied in the "(liit- 
casls of I'oker flat." and oliie-r lah/s. 
came to an eiirl unwept, uiiiion,ired 
unci unsung a few weeks ago. 

It was iHire eoineideiice that l"illi 
the American and (Janadian guverii- 
inents should almo.st on the same day 
issue orders that daiut! halls, gambl- 
ing, drinking in lioxes, and various 
other evil, but hitherto considered 
necessary elements of frontier life, 
must forthwith be abolished. From 
the issuance of that order, the ideal 
of the law-enforcers on both sides of 
the one hundred and tlfty-first meri- 
dian has been to make the north as 
safe, as sane, as quiet and as moral 
as Ottawa or Washington. 

No longer may Kijdlng sing "Never 
a law of God or man runs north of 
lifty-throe," for at the i>resent lluu'. 
not only frontier law, but the law of 
tho iiulet east, is en forced as far as 
tho .'Vrcllc circde, and in some places 
far north of tlio circle. 

The passing of liio dance balls and 
gambling lunis(;.4 in .Maska and Yu- 
kon marks another step in the iioli.--li- 
ing olf of llle norllllalld. 'J'lle' lie, ,1,1.- 
ot' the north in late .\i-ars li;i\-e 
quieily ;i (1 \-an I'iiig along all liiii/s, .aii'l 
tile iir.-\-.ailiiig ignorane,' ,-is rigar.ls 
the enunlrh's v.ill receive a siioek of 
enlhcliteiinierifc In the near futur''. 

Althougii it wi'l la- the aim of the 
Alaska-Yukon exposition In I'.KIS to 
give the peojih; an idi.a of what the 
two territin-|(.'s have to ofr, r In the 
Wiiy of liom(,'Steads, agrieiillural, com- 
mercial and industrial upporlunltles, 
e.irlv life in llle northland will not bo 
ni?Klected, r.nd one of the moat inter- 
esting displays will ho the reproduc- 
tion o£ frontier life ns it used to be. 
Since the danco hall and gainldiiig 
house have become things of ih.r; past, 
It has been planned to give the pub- 
lic an idea of just what frontier life 
was like. On llle Pay Streak. the 
amusement thoroughfare of the ex- 
posllloii, enhn-prlslng nortlu:rners will 
build replicas of some of the famous 
old dance and (-raniblin:; li.all.'i ove^r 
wiio.se countei-s millions of fjold dust 
have passed, and l.etwien whose log 
I'aflers five scr,re miglity fortunes iiave 
been frittered away. 

The days of tho picturesque gamb- 
ler,' who staked fortunes on a single 
card, of the dance hall girls whom the 
miners nightly pelted with nuggets of 
gold .as they sang their turns, did not 
end with civilizing f'alltornla. I'.ir 
when XClondiko was discovered, fore- 
most in tho weary climbers of the 
Chllkoot, first to build at r,og r'abln 
City, leaders in tlie crossing of Lln- 
dcrman, and not the last lo brave the 
terrors of Whilchorso rnplds, were 
those gamblers and those women who 
went north to prey on tho gold win- 
ners. 

In thoso days, when thousands were 
flung about as lightly as two bit 
pieces to-day, nothing was too insig- 
nificant to escape betting upon, no 
sum too great to risk. One man lost 
six hundred thousand dollars In a 
couple of months: others were content 
to, win or lose ten thousand dollars 
nightly.' Prorcssloiial men In Dnw- 
scn expected to win or lose from three 
'to four or (Ivo' thousarid. dollars night- 



ly at tho card tables. Seldom was 
less than a liundrcd dollars stakeil. 

.Much of this money went to dance 
ball women. It ia the fashion lo de- 
rfy th. s,i women and to assume tliat 
ih. y ar,'. all bad beyond redemption, 
i'.iit ihi.-: is far from the trutii. .Many 
of the women in tlie dance halls, wlio 
dane,-d niglitly with Ihe miners, and 
\vh,j shar.;d tiicir drinks, were as in- 
iioeiait ,,f wrong doing as the most 
erretiiily protected eonvaail girl in 
I'aris or .\'e.v Voik. Indeed, in the 
early d,i.\s liefoi-e the iiiotliors, wives 
and sisters uf the miners arrived In 
llio country, many of these women 
married well. Many who today are 
taking their place as leaders of society 
ill hundreds of towns throughout the 
Uiilleil Stales — worn. -11 known ;is the 
wife of the rich miner, .Mr. I'.laiik — 
lirst mid tlieir liusl,,ijid,i on the Uoor 
of a J.iaw.son dane.' hall tmc'i charged 
thern live dollars for liie privilege of 
dancing a dozen ivuiuils lo the screech 
ot tlie clieap idioiio(4i';ipli. 

".\ iiev. country gels I lie best of 
liiein." said Jack Louiloli In Dawson. 
■■l.ool< tlKT,! at Lueiile, Willi the face 
of an aiiKel and Uic tongue of a gul- 
1,1- il.'N'il; at .Moliie, u ho looks like one 
of (.la-insboiougii's old-KngUsh beau- 
ties slopped from her frame to revel 
out tho century In a Dawson danco 
hall — and Eva, what a mother that 
i^irl would make." 

This is tho life that the recent law 
has forbidden — gambling. Open gam- 
lillng has long since hern prcdiiliited

:;lany iium toilay, bent and lirokeu 
in forlune, look back to tlio.so early 
days with a bitter feeling, with tiie 
wonder so common to all humanity, 
"How could I havo been such a fool?" 
For there wore hundreds ot men wlio 
had worlced hard all their lives. Who 
went north with llic rush, and in a 
few d.iy.-- i)ii l.ial up a foi-liMiD of nearly 
a million, ;iiel in a few months later 
u-i'n: without a dollari Tlie .story of 
oiii', tralay a car<.-taker in a big, Seattle 
sky-scrnper, will tell the tale of many. 

This man was about forty wiien the 
dIscoN'ery was made. il(^ sold .a. couiile 
of housi'S his father bad left him, anri 
got together a sum of three tlionsaiid 
ilol'ars.

The second night In 
l.i.iwsiui ill! nieded some' toiiacco, and 
left the cabin ill which lie was staying 
to get It. I'assiug a gamlding hall, he 
strayed In to see tiie fun. 

There was in' this man's Ijlood, 
tiltliough hi' hail never i';,ioildeil before 
in his forty years of life, ,i strain that 
came from some long-dead ancestor. 
Throwing a small poko of du.st on the 
table, more in fun than anything else, 
he played for small sums at first. But 
Inside half an hour ho was dead to nil 
the noise and color about, to all but 
llio whirr of the dial tlmt meant a 
small fortune won or lost at each revo- 
lution. He sent for his btmk bonk, 
for the deed to his claim, and when 
tho long r.ays ot llm autumn sun 
strayed over tho dome late next af- 
,tornoon, 'ho wa istrliqied of claim, 
wealth, everything, e.vccpt tho clothes 



portunlty knocked nt hi."? door, and 
today, instead of drhlug in his own 
automobile and seeing his children 
educate'd at tlie Ijcsi colleges of the 
countr.v, he slaves twelvi^ hiairs a day. 
Ills children ;u'e apprentices to differ- 
ent trades, and he hiiiisidf is a brok-'n 
old man at tlie ago of lifty. 

'X'lie wild and wooly eloini.mt of the 
life of the last frontier has at hi-st 
been vanciuislicd by the ever-spreading 
tide of civil izatlion. ICven as Polly, the 
Duchess, Jack Hamblln, Jack Os- 
bourno, Yuba Bill and Tennessee's 
Pardner disappeared in the early six- 
ties, as well as all the other whole- 
souled, genial, witty people that per- 
tain to the beginning of a nilnlng 
camp, HO in Yukon and Alaska the old- 
time gamblers, tlie women \vlio had 
live iiounds »( gold dust tlirowii at 
llieni sometimes in ii single iiiglit a.s a 
reward for singing a couple of home 
songs to men long separated from 
home, have scalP red and lied. The 
fortunes tlnw made eame easily and 
Went as easily. I'e-w pictures of earth 
h.ave as iiuuii of ^arith color of largo, 
tree, swinging lif'-. and linaliy of hid- 
den, hopeless pathos, as the Uvea of 
the underworld In the great gold rush 
that wa.s the most picturesque feature 
uf the last decade of the ninoleenth 
century. Tho life has passed away 
and all that lenialns ;tre hero and 
there a few garrulous old men who re- 
late lo all who have lime to hear how 
tliev once "couhl siL;n my chefpn^ for a 
mUilon, sir," in tli,> ila.\s wbiui Dav/- 
.-■on liiimmerl with tie- last iilctiires.ine 
apiiearaiiee of tile froiillcr life, such as 
the unrestrictoa .Vnglo-Saxon would 
havo It. 

Immigration Returns

The high prices at ^vliich Hie 
rallw.iy companies and land s])i:cula- 
tors are now liolding Western lands 
and the. comparative elieapiiess of Tex- 
as lands are also largely to blame for 
tlie temporary ehbliig of the tide of 
"Tiiu .\nierlcan Invasion." 

The total liiiniigratlon from Hie 
Hulled States for .May was O.'JLi'J. h'or 
till' eleven monllis up to .May ;1 1 last 
iieglnning with the close of Ibe llscal 
yeiir, ending June ;;o, JilOli, llie lol.al 
immigration was :; 1 ■l,.'!'jr.. l-'or the 
same period o!'

book has dlsapiioared. 

You imaglno llio teller has taken It 
and tho deposit la hand. You contin- 
ue waiting, tliu nieautlmo cogitating 
as to tho identity of tho man who has 
invited you to lunch. You begin to ob- 
struct the line. The teller looks up to 
see what ia retarding the progress of 
business. Ho nuiybe recognizes you. 

"What can I do for you, Mr. So- 
and-So?" he inquires. 

"As soon as X got my iiass book I'll 
bo through," you rtuiiark, facellous- 

"I haven't any pass boolc of yours, 
tho leller remarks, annoyed that you 
should take up hla tlmo In trivalitics. 

"But i left It here," you reply, like 
wise annoyed. And you and the toller 
consume tea or lltteen precious mln 
utea accusing each other of negll 
gonce, whllo the "sneak" Is scurrying 
on his way to meet hla "pals" ■ and 
divide your or your employer's mon- 
ey. 

It often happens that the disap- 
pearance of tho pass book witli its 
hoard of wealth Is never accounted for, 
the depositor persisting in the belief 
that It has ^bcon mislaid or appro- 
priated by the teller, whllo that ofll- 
clal Is equally sure that the depositor 
has attempted lo "put one over'' 
bim. 

But this ruso hi one of the simplest 
of tile methods by which the bank 
sncalc worlcs. An illustration of the 
more nervy mcthmls Is that of a rob- j 
bcry in wlilch Harry .Schlndlor pho'ed 
the part of the sne.ilc that oeeai rred | t3- 
in PitlslHirg sever.al ye.ars ago. ^^■itll'g 
thrco "stalls," Scliiiidler went to the ' 
Pennsylvania city from Windsrir, Can- | .[J 
ada, tlii'ii, as now, a rendezvous for 
criminals of various kinds. Schlnd- 
ler's sligliL .staturo made it possible 
for him to make up to appear.no old- 
er than 14 ye;irs. 

In the role of ii boy he obtained 
periuLssion to place an appio stand 
Just outside llie bank it was desi.ijned 
to rob. T'lils gave him tlio opportu- 
nity to obsor\-e tho habits of the em- 
ployes of the ij:inlc. He found out all 
about thoni, liudndlng tiio hours when 
tlie least number of them were on 
duty. "Within a few d.ays, by being 
attentive to the president, an old man, 
in assisting him from his carriage and 
up tho stejis of tlio Institution, he 
made u pos.-lble to get Inside tho bank 
and to roam about almost at will 
without attracting attention 

Employes Lured Away, 
After Scliindler, In tlio disguise of 
a lio\-, hail ncconiiillsiied this part of 
the scheme, the "stalls" look up their 
work, previously planned. One, a 
pompous looking person, on,gagod two 
directors, who were usually In the 
bank at tho Inmr selected for Hit 
theft. In a discussion of a vlsion:iry 
business deal. His address was so 
Iilauslble th.at ho succeeded easily in 
getting theni to meet him at a re.stau- 
rant at the hour designated, and thus 
ti.iolc them away from the bank. One 
ot' tho tellers wa.s lured aw;iy by a fic- 
titious telegram .s.-iylng that" a relative 
who li\-,j,J' ii cmislderablo dlslunco out 
in a suburb was very HI. 

Schlndler liad, during liis visits to 
tho president's room, succeeded In 
moving the olliclars tabic so that 
from whore ho snt ho could not got a 
view of the Interior of the bank. ]3iit 
when tho robbery actually canuj off 
tho president wa.s asleep in his cliair, 
and so was not a disturbing element 
Ono other teller was taken from flic 
bank by a second "stall," who, feign- 
ing lameness, drove up to tho bank 
with a spirited team of Iiorses and 
pretended to have a box full of se- 
curities he wished to deposit. 

These arrangements had dl.sposed of 
fill but three ofHclals In the bank at 
tho hour, the cashier, one teller and 
a bookkeeper. Tho attention of the 
teller and casbleriosvaa iclaimod by 
glazier, another "stall," who came in 
at tho opportune tlmo to take meas- 
urements for a broken nlate glass 
window. Both teller and cashier went 
to assist lijm and to wateh bin.- work". 
Carried Off $30,000. 
That loft .all disposed of but the 
bookkei-iier, who .-,al with Ids back to 
tho pile of currenc>- kept just outside 
the vault, wliieh was the objective 
point ot tho b.aiik sneaks. l''roni the 
presiiieiit's room Schlndler walked 
rapidly, on specially prepared slines 
that made no sound. Selecting swift- 
ly but carefully the bundles of money 
Of the largest denom liia 1 Ion, and re- 
arranging llle piles so that their de- 
pletion would not bo ao readily no- 
ticed, ho c-arrled away, before .an.ynnn 
had returned to his po.sl of duly, over 
.$:i0.000 The loss was not discovered 
until two hours hater, and by that 
time tho booty had been divided and 
the "sneaks" were on ,swiftly moving 
trains going in various directions. 

,.\r,otii,.,- robbery In which Schlnd- 
ler pl,t\eil ,1 prominent part, and 
whi(!li lie explains In detail In hla book, 
was ot a bank In California. There 
a tray ot double eagles aggregating 
$10,000 was taken from the elbow of 
tho cashier Whllo a "stall" engaged 
tho odlcial's attention, tapping on the 
countor with an umbrella as he talked 
so that any slight noise the ".sneak" 
mlglit Inadvertently make would pass 
unnoticed. The tray of gold was re- 
placed by a dummy previously pre- 
pared and filled with wooden gold 
ph^ces, and had It not been that the 
cashier was a very methodical man 
tho theft would have passed unno- 
ticed for some tlmo. 

However, tho "sneak" in his Iiasto 
lo got away, had placed tlie diiniiiiy 
ir.iy further back on tho counter than 
the other two trays, and the cashier, 
noticing the disarrangement as soon 
as the "stall" permitted him to turn 
from tho window, started to put it In 
place. Exerting tho strength usually 
required to movo so hoa'vy a load ot 
gold ho was almost thrown from his 
fret wl'. n the light discs of wood gave 
way o.aslly and rolled to the floor. An 
alarm was sounded, and -only by tho 
ntnio.st nerve aided by good fortune, 
did the thieves moko their escape. 

Ry similar display ot nervo and as- 
suming tho role of a business man 
wllh a right td bo anywhere it bo- 
comos necessary for him to bo In or- 
der to steal easily the bank aiieak 
\\nrks. Ho relies entirely on his ap- 
pearance and his ready explanation If 
'iue.<;tlonea or tho plausibility of tho 
reason ho may give for his prosonee 
where any stranger would naturally 
be wiitchod. 

These are but a few of the bold ex- 
pedloiils resorted to by this class of 
criminals. 

.Seliindler Is seeking to educate the 
peo|)le wlin handle large smus of 
money, and llius nro tho marks for 
tho bank sneak that the only procloc- 
tlon la eternal vigilance. ■ • '

From .a Btandpolnt of law and or- 
der, tlio history oC Cobalt has been ro- 
m^rkabty free from any serious tur- 
moil' or violence generally incldoht to 
' mining camps, Taking Into conslclora- 
tion the fact that thousands of nien, 
of varylnp; toniperauicntH,_ from luauy 
parts of the earth, have boon gather- 
ing' at the camp for ;i few years and 
that KOnio coiU'iiston is likely to arlso 
out of the widespread staklnfr of 
chilniH, It is porliapK more tiian re- 
markable tl'.at seriouH friction has not 
occurred. There have been differ- 
ences of course, but the arguments 
have been conducted in courts law, 
and not In the conflict between the 
• parties interested, 

"I was at Cobalt the other day, and 
•fo\ind It a.i orderly as Toronto," said 
Rev. T. Albert Jlonro, secretary of 
tlif T^nrd's Day Alliance, to a Herald 
cnn-esponilciit.

Coming of tho Railroad 

It was not until tl:o preljminary 
work of building tlio Temlskaniinf,' 
Northcrn Ontario Railway was in pro- 
gres.s that any conception was glean- 
ed of the immense values of ore which 
was believed to Ho at Cobalt Lake. 
It was during the summer of 1903 that 
railway construction work being car- 
ried on, tlio discovery of the ore I'ol- 
lowed. Before this few if any liad 
even lieard of Cnbalt Ijake, but tlie 
Townslilp of c;olemau, on the shores 
of Lako Temislcamlnfr, was known.

So the tasli of railway construcilon 
went merrily along, and millions went 
begging for an owner. 

Silver Pioneers 

Thoy were lumber operators, and 
had a contract to supply .the new rail- 
way with ties. They were busy at 
the lower end of Cobalt Lake one day 
and happened to see what had tho ap- 
pearance of a rich vein of metal. But 
they were not nil certain .-is lo tlie 
nature of the metal. They knew some- 
thing .about mining, though, and de- 
termined not to, lake chances.

' The Next Lucky IWan 

A French-Canadian blacksmith was 
tho next to malcc a discovery. Ho was 
named Larose. He was In the employ 
of tho contractor for the building of 
tile railway. .Ho tclks that while busy 
at his forgo at tho northern end of 
Cobalt I..;iko ho spied a rcil fo.x in .a 
nearby bush. It was a very lni)-iudont 
curions-lookliiK- fox and it jarred on 
his (J^arose's) sensibilities, lie resent- 
ed being watched and so picking up 
his hammer ho fluiur it -with might 
and main at Reynard. The latter, it 
may bo inferred, saw Mr. Larose mako 
tho hostile demonstration, so when 
the hammer arrived the tox was somo 
distance away, and proceeding appar- 
ently on urgent business. 

Now, jnark what followed. Had Mr. 
Larose tlirown soaiothing utterly 
worthless at the fox he nilKht never 
li.-ivo liccMi I lie di.'scoverer of a niag- 
nlfieent mlii'\ But ho threw a good 
lianiiner iind fol t calliHl uiinu to go 
"\-er to w-lii-re 1 1 las', and so recover 
the properly, ll.-ul bo thrown a stono 
or cbunlc i.f wo. id ho wouldn't have 
cmsidi-red It worth rei'oYe-rl ng, lint 
the hammer lie must bring back. So 
away to that bush hied ilr. Luroso. 
Ho saw that It had struck a rock and 
that tho bnilso gave a bright metallic 
streak, which tho blacksmith thought 
was due to load In the rock. Itut 
there w.i.-^ ;i subsequent Investigation 
and samples of tlii^ rock acnt to To- 
i-ont,) sliowed ;i \-ery liiRh grade of 
silver and so the enm liinatlon of a 
l'"rench-Caiiadian l>l.-icksnilth, a ham- 
mer and a fo.K worked another dis- 
covery of sun>a.=.sl ng importance. 
Scarolillght Thrown 

Jlr. J. TO. llardman, in his nrtlelc al- 
ready referred to, from which extracts 
have been taken, states that at this 
point the railway was nol yet laid to 
Cobalt lake and that liUlo attention 
was paid to tlio matter or known 
about it until after rrof. .■\llllpr'K visit 
in November, lyoii. Later jiresK re- 
ports and au e.xtomiioraneoas address 
on the now ore field, lUustratca witli 
large samples of ore, given by Prof. 
"SV. O. Miller at the nnnuaf meeting of 
the Canadian Mining Instltiito in To- 
ronto, IDOl, brntigiit tho matter to the 
attention of Canadi.-nis and made it 
evident to_ the public that a new and 
jiosslbly very valuafile ore field was 
extant in Kastern Canada. In the 
meantime, wrlte.-^ .Mr. llarrlman, two 
experieneerl Canadian iirnsjioctors, 
wlio were fainlliiir with that region, 
the 'I'imniins lirothers- from JIattawa, 
.and iwo railway contractors, the AIc- 
Min-lin brotliers of Cornwall, who had 
had e.\perie,iice in Brilisli Columbia, 
had becomo interested in tho reports 
concerning the new finds, and, by 
purchase, obtained from Mr. L. Roso 
the rights to the forty acres of land 
which ho had taken up from tho gov- 
ernment. These gentlenlon at once 
began work upon this property which 
has since iitl.iined an enviable notor- 
iety as a proiUK'or. the ''TImmlns" 
mine bolnf; considered (and Justly so) 
one of tho be.st mining properties of 
Ibis new district. 

Tho Mine Worth Millions 

.-\bout New Year, 1!I0-I, on a little 
later, live local men formed a syndi- 
cate known as tho Chambcrs-Ferland 
Co., who located S16 acres in tho 



heart of the Cobalt lake district. In 
the fall of 1004 thoy .sold out their 
rights for $150,000 to what Is now tho 
NIplssing Mining Co. and NiplsBlng 
Mines Co., whoso shares last fall tllis- 
played such a meteoric rise and fall 
but whose property lias such Immense 
possibilities l"or the future. 

ICarly in IWay 100-1, iociitlons J.B.T 
and J.'n.O wore made by Mr. W. G. 
Trethuway, wlio at onco began oper- 
ations ou".I.B.7. This is now the pro- 
perly of tho Trethoway Silver Mining 
Co., and' ■J.B.6 has been incorporated 
into tho Coningas Mining Co., whoso 
peculiar hut distinctive name 's made 
from tiio chemical arsenic— Co-ni-ag- 
a:). 

These four properticj just enumer- 
ated were tho only ones to make imy 
shipments during IDQi, as a matter of 
fact steel was not laid, so that, traffic 
from the town of Cobalt could com- 
mence, before tho last week of Octo- 
ber, 1!)01, and all the .shipments made 
woi'e sent out after tho first of No- 
vember. Nevertheless, during those 
two months, 158 tons of oro contained 
206,875 ounces of silver worth $111,887 
were sold and shipped. 

After this tltno, discovery followed 
discovery in rapid succession, and the 
outlying parts of the district, such as 
Cross Lake and Kerr Lake, yielded 
valuablo discoveries so that tlie pro- 
duction for the year IDO.'i amounted 
lo li, iril,;!5t) ouiieps from 2, M l tons; 
and the pr.Kluetkni for 190G has been 
given about $-1,000,000 from 5,129 tons.

The dis- 
covery of the Bucknell and Mitchell 
claims on tho .■iouth lino of Casey 
townslii]), thill of tho St. Denis netir 
Martlneau \\\\\, llui Ontario (iovcrn- 
menl's w.n-k, soulberl)', within the 
Gillies timber limit, and tlie discover- 
ies on Portago )3ay to llio west have 
Increased tho are.-i to more than 100 
S'TUiiro miles, although it Is now' prac- 
tically certain that such high values 
as have obtained in tho older district 
will not prevail throughout tho larger 
area, but this increased size of terrl- 
toy will lengthen the productive lifo 
of the field because of the Increased 
tonnage of low grade .iro which It en- 
sures. At the present time, low-grade 
ore In the langu.ago of the camp, la 
anything less than 100 to l.'iO ounces 
of silver In the ton — a statemi'nt that 
will bo surprising to many engineers 
In other localities to whom such a 
yield would be considered liigli-gr.ade. 

In cmmection with this Larger area. 
It may be permitted to state that the 
resources in mineral of this northern 
country in the provinces of -Ontario 
and Quebec are enormous, and. entire- 
ly unknown to the general public. 
Tho Mysterious North 

Credible reports have been received 
of the discoveries of iidditional silver 
districts of gold copper deposits, and 
of free gold quarln, in this northern 
country, and It Is known that tho 
country south of this silver district 
contains several valuablo bodies of 
iron ore, and, perhaps, of tho other 
varieties of silver ore.

Raises New Problen 



In view of the aetloa of ihc United 
Slates in reUirniiig to China a 1,'irgc 
p.irl of the lio.xer Indemnity, the fol- 
lowing letter received by ti resilient of 
,N'ew York from Dr. D. Tj. Anderson, 
president of Soo-Chow uiilversily, la 
of interest. Dr. Anrlerson has been in 
Cliina Inr twenty- I'ivo years, and is 
nnl\-' i-sa Uy ri-.'-pei'ted by na tives and 
foreli^uers .dike. He is, moreover, one 
of the le.'idlng authorities on' present 
conditions In the 'Jhlneso einidre. Ho 
wi-ole before the American action w;is 
definitely announced, his letter, in 
)iart, being as follows: 

".\ report that has arrived here that 
the United Kliites may return tho Boxer 
indemnity Is mosl gratifying; it la al- 
most too good to be true. I. have 



thought a great deal on that subject, 
and I think In tho idea tlicro aro 
many possibilities for good. I have 
.seen tho statement , in newspapers 
that this fund was to bo restored' to 
China for educational purposes. I 
heartily approve, and Hincoroly be- 
Ugvq that tho money so appropriated 
can bo made greatly to benef If ChlruL 
and nhso America. In fact, I know of 
no -way wJiereby American IntercstH 
can bo advanced in Clilna comparable 
to this. Largo as tho sum soeins, it 
would bo difficult with a llko expendi- 
ture in any other way to.'galn egually 
good results. ' r 

"Tlio future of China is of vast' Jm- 
portanco to tho United States. -11 la 
so Important that our government can 
well afford to do somo missionary work 
to prevent China's future from' being 
antagonistic to the best', interests of 
America and of tho world. Tho ac- 
tion of our government in the Philip- 
pines, In establishing schools, etc., 
shows their appreciation of tho need 
of education, and their belief that it is 
cliiotly through education tiiat llieso 
Eastern peoples are to bo fitted to lake 
their places In our modern world. The 
future of China is a matter of far 
greater concern to America tlian the 
future of the Phlllpidnes, nnd lienco 
Amcric.'i shoukl not hesitate to help 
China to n worthy nnd true develop- 
ment by assisting her in educational 
work. 

"Though I miprovo the Idea of a re- 
turn of the money to China, this Is 
not an approval of the idea of return- 
ing the money to the government of 
China. There aro m.-itiy reasons why 
such a course would be unwise. I'lveii 
if the money were used by ihe Chiii- 
e.so government for educational ])iir- 
poses the results would nol be such 
as lo commend the plan to the iieojilo 
of the United Stales. 

'"I'ho ai-nouiil of money now being 
spent In schools throughout tho cm- 
ylro Is very largo when eompajrod with 
results gained, and tills because many 
of those who suiierlntend the schools 
are Ignorant, and tho largo majority 
of the teachers utterly Incompetent 
In the different provinces there is a 
largo nseortment of schools, colleges, 
normal schouis, high schools, olomon- 
tary school.s, etc. The system is well 
enough od paper, but it will not bear 
examination. The' clerks, secretaries 
and useless men about every school, 
who draw salaries, leave but little in 
hand lo pay conipetont teachers. As a 
inatler of fad, tho Now Learning 
school in this section, and from what 
I hear, throughout tho empire, Is sim- 
ply n new opportunity for private en- 
richment 

"Again, the teiideney in China to- 
day (esiieid.-illy Willi Mie official class) 
Is lo adopt till) polle\' of .laptin, Jinil 
.'io engage Jaiiaii as her Instructor. I 
think it is a fact that while .tap;in 
poses l-iel'ore tlie world at; a member of 
the family of western nations, yet lieri- 
In China she is (-arrying euit the old 
underhand methods of Oriental dii- 
idicity. 'i'ho .fananese liifluenee, ;it 
least throughout this sect Inn, Is oji- 
posed lo the best Interests of her gre,-it 
ally, Cre.at Britain, .and of all foreign 
natlnn.s. If ibis indemnity money Is 
put Into the hands of tli(> ("Thineso of- 
ricl.'ils, tlieu lli.-it part of tho sum tb.-it 
escapes their greed and is set apart 
for ctlucalional purjioses will only en- 
able them to employ a larger number 
of Japanese, and bring them over to 
.serve as school teachers ami editors 
to undermine .Viiierlean Influence, and 
to slai-t Moiuetliing worse than the 
boycott, In wdiich they had sucli ;i 
prominent part. i 

"For thoso reasons I would suggest 
that tho money, if restored, be restor- 
ed to tho Chinese people and not to 
tho Chinese government. In short, let 
n responsible committee, one-half of 
which shall be Amorloans and one- 
half Chinese, bo appointed to act as 
board of trust for this fund. Lot tho 
Americans bo chosen from represen- 
tative men resident in China, whether 
merchant or missionary. The Chinese 
members could be appointed by tho 
Chinese government, acting with the 
American minister. Tho fund could be 
safely entrusted to such a board, un- 
der proper restrictions, such, for in- 
stance, that it shall be used only for 
educational purposes, that only Ameri- 
cans shall be i-injdoyed from aliroad 
that the nreslde.at of tho board of 
trust and of eaeli educatiiuial institu- 
tion estaljllslied sli.-ill be an American, 
etc. 

"Tlir-n I sug,!;i !-t tli.'it tlie fund, siip- 
jioslng 5'20,(lO(i,linil Is returned, bo used: 

"first, to estalillsh .a great uiilver- 
sily in Cliina, in some ])romlneiit ci!y 
accessible to every part of tlie empire.

In those pro\|n- 
elal canlt.ils -win-re no such ciilleges 
exist, let the beard of trust decide 
how they sli.'ill be established. 

"The insiitulions nro nol to be con- 
.■ddored as in any sense rivals i-if the 
governnient schools, but rather .as 
helpers. And in-ovlslon could bo made 
lhat In forty or fifty years tho Ameri- 
can members of the board could be 
withdrawn and the fund loft entirely 
to the direction of tho Chinese. 

"While the above plan might not 
please tho average Chinese official, yet 
I am confident that It would be highly 
aiiproved by tho Chinese people, and 
that it would secure the very best re- 
sults both for China nnd the United 
Slates." 




Of all tho figures In IMorncco nono 
have played more prominent parts in 
recent years than the Kalad, Sir Htirry 
M.iclean, ami tho brlg.-ind Kalsuli. 
Kaiad Maclean for over ISO years has 
been the most trusted friend Lind cnni- 
piinion of the Sultan. A son of Mac- 
lean of Loch Bale in the l.slo of Mull, he 
was onco ;l non-conmilaslonod officer 
In the OOtli l''oot, and he now com- 
mands tho .Slieriflan army, writes Cap- 
tain Scott Ilaraden. 

Brown as a Moor, with white' hair 
showing off tho tanned skin In strong 
relief, tlio Impressivo Scotchman In his 
picturesque uniform was the adniira- 
ilon of all beholders when he visited 
the Court of St. James a few years 
ago. I mot him in Morocco and lie 
told me much about tho Moors, the 
lifo at Fez and his army of somo 
15, 000 monj also of Muley Abdul Aziz, 
tho Sultan, and tho brigand Ralsuli, 
who captured M. Pordicaris and his 
son, Cromwell Varloy, whilst at din- 
ner within sight of the Grand Hotel 
at Tangle'r, and is now tho captor of 
tlie Kalad himself. 

Untouched by tlio wave of civiliza- 
tion, Jlorocco Is absolutely without 
ro.atls or railways. Rich in nilnenils 
and iirodncls of wheat, b.-iriey, mah/.e 
.-inil beans, and full of figs, tilmonds, 
iiiives and d.ales, lOuroiiean nallons 
have cast their lnm;lng eyes on the 
land of milk and honey, but no one 
li.'is annexi-d It. J'hurlaud gave up all 
elalm;; tei I-"raiice, in .'-nit" of Kaiad 
.M.-ielean'.s eiit re.i t ies lo the Foicign 
(ifl'iee when he had the in.-lking of the 
tiriiiy, a!) Kllehem-r li.-id ,-dong the 
Xilo for I';gypt and the Snudan, ami 
(b-rni:iny was clieekuirlled at the Al- 
geclras Confercnee. 

A few ye.-irs ago tho trip lo fez w-,as 
one of (;;ook's lours <and Tangier was 
a health resort, and many Europeans 
Iionetrated Into the Interior even as 
far as tho Atlas mountains In search 
of game and ad\-enlure, but now It Is 
quito uns.-ifo lo le.'ive the town. 
Scotch In Morocco 

I rememljer he.irlng of !L brother 
Scot who not loiif; ago got compro- 
mised in some way_wilii a iiatlie, and 
\\\\v, seized .-ind cast into prison b.\- the 
.Sultan'.s orders, beiu),' kepi without 
food nf any kind, as is the rule In ."Mor- 
occo. During Ihe uigbt when the iiri- 
soner was ac tually iie:yr slarv.-itlon a 
rigui-e clothed In while (-ame softly to 
the cell and addressed the terrified 
man In bro.-ul .'-ieoteli. Ilo jiri-idueeil 
from tho folds of his cloak a bottle of 
real Scotch whhskey ami various in-u- 
.'ibles. Tho two clansmen sal far Into 
thn morning talking of tlie old land 
and of their friends In bonnio Scot- 
land. It is needless to s.a.v that tho 
following day the prisoner was re- 
leased and seen safely out of Morocco 
by his countryman, Kalad Maclean. 

The Sultan is tho fourteenth of his 
dyn.asty, who have hold the throne 
somo 250 years. His titles are some- 
what lofty. Ho. is known as: — "His 
Iniiiorial an{l Shftrlflan Majesty, High 
and Mighty Prince. Cho.sen' of Cod. 
.Moulai Hassan, Sultan, Emperor of 
Morocco and Fez, and the Kingdom of 
Tafllet rind tho Sus, and King of the 
Algarves." 

Ho is allowed by the Koran four le- 
gal wives, but there is no restriction 
to tho numbers in his harem. Ho Is 
constantLv getting new ones, selling 
oft tho old stock In the slave market 
of Morocco City. 

The Sultan, like all Moors, loves "tho 



powder play," or firing of guns, whilst 
galloping at full .speed on horseback. 
He loves anything that makes a noise, 
and every mission from ti foreign 
court comes laden Willi presents, such 
as gramaiihones. Not very long .ago lie 
was sent a number of bicycles as an 
official gift. As thero arc no good 
reads, tho wlieels were useless — so tlioy 
were used lo punish the Hit ladies nf 
llio harem, who had got Into trouble. 
Tho offenders were planted on bikes 
by tho eunuchs and sent spinning 
down thn slopes of a marble court- 
yard, whilst the Sultan watched tho 
fun from a \vlndow above. 

.Moiilal Has.san Is fond of a Joke. A 
friend of mine onco told mo that whon 
the sultan had discovered that ono of 
his grand viziers was getting too rich 
and powerful, ho was summoned to 
court, The vizier boasted of his 
houses, his hordes, his wives and lils 
slaves. His Shorlfian majostry told 
him hq thought too much of himself, 
and ordered him at onco to be taken 
out to the slave market and put up for 
sale. Thero was only one bid — 15 
cents! Ho was then brought back to 
the palace. 

"Now you know wliat you are worth, 
go homo and think over It." 

Wlieii the Vl7.Ior readied his houF.o 
he found jus tone small house, ono 
wife, and a single horse and a slave 
left 

Ills m.'ijei^ly, like all i\Ioors, never 
uses a. knife or fork-, but eats witli 
his fliiK'-rs. In religion he is very 
strict. I'ar mnre so Ih.-in most ^lahoui- 
niedans. Xo Chrlsti.-m can cuter a 
ninsi|ue in .Morocco. Ilulal Hassan 
seldom .appears in public, hut takes 
his exerelse In the g;irdens of his jial- 
aees at .Morocco City and Fez. Cine 
knows liltlo of his private life, luil 
Kaiad Jilaclean told mo that stories 
leak out about the life or existence led 
hv the ladles of the hnrem. The fa- 
vorite for tho/tlmo being lolls on velvet 
cushions in dimly-lit rooms, full of 
odors of Inconso and flowers, attended 
by her slaves, any ono of whom, should 
sho find favor in tho sight of her lord 
and master, would immediately take 
tho sult.'in.a's place. 

Pawn In tho Gamo. 

Sir Harry Is at the moment a pawn 
In a, ;;anie between the .Sultan and the 
wily bandit chied', Italsuli, wlio wants 
.1 pardon on his own terms, but when 
thai game is over ho may be used in 
tho same capacity in a larger gamo 
between France, which wants to gobble 
Morocco, and Germany, which wants 
a helping In the shape of a seaport on 
tho Atlantic coast. A despatch from 
Tangier says Kalad Sir Henry Mac- 
lean, commander of tho Sultan's body- 
guard, and next to the iSuUan the 
most influential man in Morocco, lias 
been captured by Ralsuli, the bandit 
chief. 

The latter has announced that he 
will hold the general prisoner until tlie 
Sultan grants the terms which he 
naisiill, demands for hKs own pardon, 
and Maclean's release. For some time 
past Gen. Maclean, .acting lij_bobalE of 
tlio Sultan, had been trying to per- 
suade X^isull to resume a peaceful 
mode of lifo, and recently tho bandit 
leader had apparently showed signs of 
willingness to meet tlJo wishes of the 
Moroccan authorities, with the result 
that Goii. Maclean was entrusted with 
tho task of taking some proisents from 
tho Sultan to Ralsuli, in the hope of 
finally persuading him to come to 



torm.s. Thoso gifts consisted of horses 
nnd tents, and to escort them to his 
.■jtrongliold Ralsuli sent fifteen of his 
banditti to tho General to act as a 
bodyguard. Accompanied by those 
men, Jib-iclean Journeyed toward Roulna, 
whero ho was to meet RiiLsull. But on 
arriving there tho genortil was inform- 
ed lliat he was a prisoner. 

Later Ralsuli sent a messenger to 
tho sultan announcing tho capture, and 
Informing his majesty tliat hp wquld 
hold the general a prisoner until the 
following terms were granted ipr his 
aurrondor — 

First— The reconstruction of Ralsu- 
U's house at Zlnat. 

Second — The payment o£ an Inflem- 
nity of 100,000 douroB, about J200,000. 

Third— His reappointment as Gover- 
nor of Tangier and of Fahs. and his 
appointment as Commander of Poltoa.

. The following article from the Dally 
Echo, of Foochow, China, gives an ac- 
count of the success of tho antl-oplum 
movement at that port. It is most in- 
teresting not only for what it records, 
but becavrfSe of tho way in which ii 
parallels the progress of reform 
movements In our own country. 

"A sudden contraction has lalion 
plai-e In the dcm.-ind im- opium ;it this 
port. This is due to the very ri-i-e/il 
and .'-■Irliigenl me.-isures which have 
been t.-iken lo suppress its use. So 
great lias been the (-onsuniptioii of 
oiiluni here and so numei-ous have 
been the enusuuiers that almost tiny- 
niie would havo said lliree months :igo 
that any allemiits lo'suppross it.s traf- 
lic would be futile. What was hither- 
to considered Impossible became tliis 
week an accomplished fact. Out of 
the three thousand opium dens which 
did husiuess last week there Is not a 
sin(;le one today which is open. This 
remarkable slato Of affairs was 
bnnight about by the .antl-oplum so- 
cieiies co-operating with the officials 
in the octlvo crusade against the 
opium dealers and consumers. Tho of- 
ilcials, under pressure exerted by the 
Pekin governmont on account of the 
imporlal antl-oplum decree promul- 
gated last October and most of nil by 
local public opinion, declared that all 
opium dens should close before the 
first day of tho fourth Chinese nionn, 
or May 12. This decree was violently 
opposed by the thousands of opium 
den-koopors, who held mass meetings 
and levied nssoHSinents lo cover the 
cost of fighting tho anll-opimn forces. 
'I'hey also dnnv np resolutions of pro- 
test to lodge with the olllclals, to- 
gether -wilK a petllion for an extension 
of the time in whleli they might bo 
allowed lo reniaiii open. Tlie petition 
■first .asked for an extension of two 
months, then one month and llually 
e;uiio down to weeks tiiid days, the final 
lielllinii re;|nestlng one day's grace. 
Had they succeeded In gettin.g tho 
lime of closing iiostiioned olio day the 
foree of tlie decree would have been 
broken In the minds oC tho peojilo nnd 
the entire movement would have heeii 
discredited an:l probably defeated. Tin: 
leader, however, who iH-eseiitod the 
Iielllion anil offered a b.'lho of one 
thousiind dolI;irs to Ihe olllcials, w.is 
put into iirlson, and even inoro vignr- 
oiiH measures were taken against tho 
iiydum forces by both the ahtl-oplum 
societies and olllclals, 

I 

"Meanwhile the anti-oiilum move- j 
mont ^vas siu-eadlng rapidly and on' 
come highly ptilrlolic In spirit, .appeal- 
ing ;i:i it .lid to tlie newly aw.akened 
sense of patriotism whicli i,s now very 
much in evUlenco here just now, A 
systematic organization, of the .■mti- 
o'plum forces wa.-i effected and great 
preparations wore made for tho day of 
closing the -jpium dons. Vigilance 
committees were formed and Foochow 



with its suburbs was divided and subr 
divided so that the several members' bf 
the antl-oplum societies might each 
look after a certain precinct to see that 

no opium dens remained open after 
tlie dale set for their closing. 
Each antl-oplum delegate labelled 
the places assigned to hliii to 
show lli.it they had been properly vis- 
ited iind walehed. Such stern meas- 
ures were taken and such .a strong 
sentlmeul rn-ev;illed tigalnst tllQ opium 
dens that (->u Sunday last, tho date 
lixed for their closing', thero wore not 
more than three or four den-kcepers 
who ventured to contlnuo tholr husl- 
lu'ss. 'J'liese men -wuro promptl.y 
seized nnd bustled off to Jail. Great 
deinonslra lions were iiiado In colebr.a- 
tlon of the closing of theso places. 
Long i-iroccssiuns of students paraded 
the streets with banners. Lanterns, and 
Hags, and luinlrcda of shops -were doc- 
oraled with bunllng .and pennants. 
Many mass meellngs wore held 
throughout the cll.v. At these meet- 
ings the Chinese olllclals spoke, and so 
great was tho enthusiasm that a. for- 
eigner who happened to attend ono -Jf 
the riieetlngs out of curiosity was 
begged to tiddross tho crowd, which ho 
did amidst great applause. 

"I'hou.gli it is the Intention of tho 
governnient to sell opium llirougli a, 
luonopoly, Iho sales will bo very In- 
considerable compared with what thoy 
been In the past. 'J'hcro will, in tlio 
first iilace, he fewer sliojis. Insteiid of 
Ilie ,'1,000 sliojis -ivhlch formerly handled 
the drug, it is proposed lo allow only 
a, few shops to deal In the article. It 
Is furlhermoro proposed to allow only 
licensed persona duly roglstorod. - to. 
buy, and the Issuance of licenses is to 
lie strictly limited. The' quantity also 
that each person may use Is to ho ro- 
ducetl from year to year. Not oniy 
this, but tho prico is to bo gradually 
raised, which factor will also tend to 
diminish tho' aonsumptlon; rin the face 
of these measures,, "whloh'. will very 
greatly discourage the use of ; opiums 
the quantity- which., "will hereaf tea* jojo; 
consumed is boiind to be very .Bmall 
compared with what has' boon uaed In 
previous years. , ' . - ■. i^ ■ 

"Tliat tho present doprossed con- 
dition of tho opium market is. likely 
lo continue is evident in many wo^ys. 
Hundreds of opium shop-keepers •hftve 
already changed their business to so.nio 
moro legitimate ;lino which thoy con- 
sider safer. . Money also 'la being 
withdrawn fron> tho up-country opium 
business and is being JnveBted'Jn .cam- 
jihor and other moro promising -'com- 
modities. Tho credit also ; of ; opium 
wholesale dealers has .Buffered,' very 
heavily of late, and land, which for- 
merly grow opium Is being rapidly 
diverted to other uses."

fires. In the year '69 the city of Lyon 
in Fi'anco, was totallj' destroyed by 
that clement; five years later, In 'Gl, 
ten out of fourteen wards, comprlslni,' 
Iho city oC Rome, were consumed by 
fire, the holocaust lasting for eight 
days; this was under the reign of the 
Kmporor Nero, whoso wickedness be- 
came history and who for a long time 
was looked upon as the first historical 
Incendiary, while later investigations 
seem to have exonerated him of that 
particular crime. 

In 79X, Ijondon was almost destroy- 
ed by tire; but while, no doulil. inim- 
erous fires conlinued to dovastato pro- 
perty, it is njt until IGtiG wo learn of 
another largo lire, wliicli derives its 
importance, not only from the amount 
of loss it caii.sed. Init ns much from 
the institution it inilireclly brought to 
life. In that year, yi'pt. -, a fire iM'oko 
out in what was called "]''u<ldinff 
L.-mo" (I lion'i I; now if the name has 
any relation to the cause of fire), in 
the city of Ijondon and raged for four 
days, or until the (ith. 

It destroyed 1^,-00 houses, laid waste 
4.36 acres, and the jjrojierly loss was 
estimated to be about ,£ lO.TIlO.nOO. 
Birth of Firo Insurance 
It was a total loss, and we can read- 
ily imagine, a terrible calamity to the 
people; it set them to tlilnking and 
devising means to prevent sueh dis- 
tress and loss in the future and it 
pr.aclleally inaugurated tlie great and 
beneficial Institution of fire Insurance 
■without wliich it would be impossible 
to carry on our commercial life to- 
day.

I pose, tlio causes for fires were con- 
! fined to carelcssiK'ss, accidents, mis- 
chief and revenge, but v.-lth the advent 
of fire insurance, a new fire cause de- 
veloped, that of Incendiary for gain, 
and It has kept pace with the instltu- 
lion up to this day. 

Not only have Individuals again and 
again jilayed their imnd at it, but well 
!organi<ied gangs have been formed for 
the specific purpose of defrauding 
I companies, and only this year In Ger- 
, many, an entire town council was con- 
^•ictcd of setting firo to their own 
I town for the purjiose of using tlie in- 
'siitance money for rebuilding and im- 
' proving it. The report doesn't slate 
Uvhether the insurance agents In the 
town wore members of the combine. 
In the state of Ohio, leading and ap- 
Iparently prominent citizens in three

shalls in Washington, D. C"., last \ear, 
the stale fire marshal of Ohio, report- 
ed twenty-eight convictions up to that 
time, tlie 1st of October. K.jr Incen- 
diarism the Insurance agents and < om- 
IKinles are almost invariably to blame 
b>- neglecting to <:arefully consider the 
mural liax.iicl through Injudicious val- 
uation of the risk. 

Prolific Cause of Fira 
The year 1S33 marks another epoch 
in the history of firo causes. In that 
year the phosphorous match came in- 
to general >ise and hiis ever since con- 
stituted the most prolific cause for 
lires. In fact during thi> following two 
.\ears tliat in.'itch causi'tl such a havoc 
Ihiit it became imperative something 
would have to be done, and In 1855, 
the safrty match was invented and 
put on the market. 

The difference between the two 
matches is this, that the phosphorus 
match will Ignite by the least provo- 
cation anywhere It linppens to bo, and 
at a temperature of only IV'if. Tlu^ 
c.iniposit ion of the safety match is di- 
vided between the wood and a prepar.a- 
ed surface on tile box, the chlf>rlde of 
liotasli lieing kicaled on the wood, tbi> 
phosphorus matter on the box, and 
in order to produce ignition, these two 



essential elements must bo bnnight In- 
to copl.c't. but as long a.'-: they remain 
separate, the match is iiractically 
harmless. 

There is no hazard In rough h;ind- 
ling as with tlio other kind of match, 
no danger from rats and mice, or from 
being trodden. Upon and a minimum of 
fly hazard, and the Ignitl.m point is 
at 357f. 

Spontaneous Combustion 
Anotiicr cause for fire, perhaps not 
so well understood, or so often met 
with, l.s ■•siiontanepus combustion" yet 
one, which has often boon the real 
cause of so many so-called "unknown" 
fires. "Whllo I shall not go Into Iho 
different conditions under which sr)on- 
taneous combustion may 'le developed, 
I shall merely here mention, that it 
has often starteil In coal bunkers on 
lio.ard ships, sometimes in hay and 
straw, wliich has been stacked or put 
uniler roof bcf.ire the moisture has 
left thi> sti-aw, and again oily waste i>r 
rags left in a practically airtight place 
will ignite in a few hours, ns In a case 
in this city last Winter.

|or the leiiaiit, of the emplo.\e, .Mod 
c.areh'ssness even on tlie part of the 
insurance companies in the valuation 
of and acceptance of dangerous risks. 

Again, being a hustling, cliance tak- 
ing jieople, we are continually gam- 
ibllng that bail risks will not burn, 
.when v.'c knew ought to know that 
; soener or later tlie>- wilK 
! in iMir liusiness liurry we carelessly 
; throw a ligblod iiialcli Into some d in- 
■ genius iilace filled wilh einnhust i I ile 
i material, or we dro|) ;i. lighK'd cigar or 
[cigarette without Regard to conso- 



(lucnces; we imt floorswoepings con- 
taining plinsiih.irus matches and all 
sorts of inflamable rubbish into wood- 
en receptacles; we lia,ve no time to 
study "siiontaneous combustion" .and 
tiiercfore leave all sorts of incendiary 
combinations in our shops; we are 
loth to believe* that rats or mice realiy 
over cause any fires; we run stove 
funnels close to vnrnl.Hhed partitions, 
we fill with cmnhustlonable merchan- 
dise immonso floor anias, pierced with 
all sm'ts of light shafts and elevator 
wells and then label tliein ■'llreprocif 
buildings. 

About Firo-Proof Buildings 

What Is a lire-proof building? A 
I)Ulldln,g that is of noncombustlble iiia- 
teri.al is not necessarily flrepro(d'. A 
building that Is of llreiiroof material 
but no! of (irepi-oof design Is not ne- 
cessarily firc;irnof, a linilding that is 
not llrepni of. and fin;ill,\', a building 
that is slrlclly anil thoroughly llre- 
iiroof, bill filled with combustible con- 
tents, may have a destructive firo In 
it, while the building itself will not be 
wrecked or destroyed. 

Correct design means, the proper 
ap)dicatioii of incombustible non-ilani- 
agable materials ami the arrangements 
of the parts of ilic Imilding into siudi 
nails tli.at only a small pi-oporlion of 
till' coiiteiils can he destroyi'il ill case 
of fire. The running to earlll of tile 
Incendiary, whalevi'r his motive, the 
Inspection carried on by insurance In- 
spectors, lire departnients, building in- 
spectors, lire commissioners depart- 
ment, etc., la but slowly improving 
conditions or mlnlmtaliig the nmount 
of fires; we are still confnmled wilh 
these enormous losses, whicli of ne- 
cessity, incri'iise our Insurance' rate. 
The i'aet Is, that every bnildliig we 
add, of poor or indifferent constriiellon 
Is that much mori- fuel tor ]josslble, 
nay cert.ain lire, and risks are not only 
Increasing Init multiplying. 

It is not so many years ago thai a 
million <lollar tiro was a nine d.iys 
wcmder, a terrible conflagration; while 
now the fire los.ses average almost a 
million dollars a day. Indeed vast 
conflftgratlona are no langor abnormal, 
the abnormal year Is the one In which 
no terrible holocaust Is to be recorded. 

AVilli tlioHe facts before us, the ques- 
tion arises, what Is the i-eason for 
such enoi nious losses on this continent 
e.imp.ired willi older conntrles'.' 'Pile 
answer comes back In the one word 
"coiu^triicl ion." l'ault\-, iiidUfereiit 
construction. Kven the man who pays 
little attention to such matters knows 



that wooden structures assist in 
spreading lires; that gr;iiii(e, stone, 
and marble, slucco and concrete (how- 
ever attracth'e tbe surfaci' may have 
been oriia mealed, and however strong 
the material aijpca.rs to bo and really 
is structurally) always suffer serlouw 
damage by Arc. The surfaces peel and 
.scale, and the walls have to bo re- 
built or at least refaccd. V 

Therefore, In a. I liDroiighl.v fircjiroof 
building, the exteriiu" should he built 
eNclu.'<h-el\- of well bunied brick. 
spar(d\- decorated, with as well burned 
and made terra cotta. 'l"he windows 
slioulil have met.al sashes, filled wilh 
wire ,-,'l.iss; the i-iiof should he of me- 
tal, cement, tile or asbestos shingles, 
the foundation should be of stone or 
loncreie, iho structure skeleton should 
be of steel, well covered with cement, 
and protected with hollow tile or brick 
and the floor." and partitions should be 
of narrow sp:in hollow tile f ireiiroof log, 
the finished floors .and Interior finish 
should he of cement or other non- 
combustible material; the slairs .and 
elevators should be absolutely endors- 
ed iind with automatic iloors so tliat 
tlier(^ will be no opeiiln.g from storey 
lo slori-\', each slorey ferniin.g a scpnr- 
ale unll, :is distinct as ;i sepai'ale imil- 
ding. therefore confining any lire lo 
the unit In which it originated. Tlie 
floor spaces should be cut up into as 
small units as practicable. 

Great relail stoi-i':; desire largi' floor 
space, but e\en thc-c it Is ultimate 
economy and po.-^iiiv-e safei\- to lia\-e 
brick and I ile division w .ills at fi-e- 
(pieni ln(ei-\ .lis. wilh aiilomatic fire- 
doors. The m.aln stairs of aii.\' build- 
ing should gi\'e direct access upon an 
unlirokeu hall to the street and c.m- 
stilutp 111 Itself (by reason of its be- 
ing enclosed at every stor\), the mi- 
tural apd only sensible lire escape in 
case of real danger, or pank'; nu lallic 
furniture should tjo used where\(n' iios- 
slble. 

Summed up, the proper thing to do. 
Is to bnild sensibly, Intel llgen 1 1 y, and 
so iis to eliminate .as iiiia-h as possible 
combustible material from wliicii .an.\' 
damage can result from Us burning. 
Model Fire-Proof Building 

The board of underw,rlters in -Chi- 
cago In tlieir laboratory building liave 
given an example of wliat the perfect 
fireproof building is, and In spite of 
all iH'erautlons taken to make It a 
model. Ih.at balldiag cost onl\- ah. nit 
1- pel- cent, more than if It had been 
built in the m-dinary fire-trap way, 
A difference that (considering less ro- 



lialrs are reijulrod, far greater natural 
life guarantfed the structure, addi- 
tional warmth In winter and coolness 
in summer, freedom from vermin of 
any kind and a substantial reduction 
ill insurance cost) will ibo wiped out In 
less than five years. J 

The conflagrations o'f Portland. Mo., 
in ISGfl, Chicago in 1,S71, Boston In 
1.S72, Oshkosh and Virginia CWy In 

I. S7ri, Oalveston In 1S.SI, Seattle, KUea- 
biirg, Spokane, ijoston and l^ynn In 
ISih) Milwaukee In 1SK2, Hobokcii In 
l!10l), ,f.acl;soiivllle in I'.lOl. Wati-rburg 
and Patterson in lliO.'. lialtlmore, Ilo- 
cliester and Toronto in 1!I04, besides a 
hundred other smaller fires within 
that period of thirty-eight years, and 
lastly the San Francisco fire in 1906, 
all owe their extent and destnictlvc- 
ness to inflammable material and caro- 
los.s design and construction. 

Few of them would have started, or 
when started, woulil never have pro- 
duced such disastrous results. If at- 
tenllmi had been iiald lo jiropcr tind 
safe construction. 

Dues anyone bclhn-o there would 
have been such dcfilruction In San 
l''ramdsi'(). nid.wlthstandlnK the earlh- 
qiuike. If there had been n.i frame ter- 
race, no wooden roofs, if Us brick 
buildings had not been studded with 
wooden ijay windows, wooden addl- 
tloM.s and wooden t'-immlngs? If there 
li.ail been no building;; higher than the 
wlilth of the slieet, on whicli llley 

ffomeil. 

l''allen iind wrecked buildings wmdd 

II. 1 doubt li(>re and there ha .-c ignited 
tniai escapin.g gas friun broken gas 
pipes, or from broken eba-lric wires, 
iracKcil flues. o\ertnrned stoves and 
lamps, but tlies- would In all proba- 
bility liavi' burned themselves out in 
the place of their origin, without 
spreading to adjacent property. 

In the absence of water, the fire de- 
partment would have found other 
means to extinguish a fire and cir- 
cumscribe Its extent, if there had been 
no Inflammable material in Its Ini- 
iiieiliate vicinity to feed upon, or Ig- 
nite fi-om flying sparks, blocits and 
miles away. 

Prevention the Remedy 

The remedy therefore would .seem 
to be "the ounce of prevention," name- 
ly: lla\i' laws enacted and enforced 
to pi'otect the pe.iple against their own 
foil)-, ap.athy anil carelessness. The 
authorities, by sanitary laws iirohllilt 
peojile from living in filth or under 
unsanilar.v conditions, legislate to pro- 
tect the populace from the infection 



and spreading of alsease, etc. Hence 
win-. If it is proven that a great per- 
centage of our. fires originate from 
matches that will Ignite wherever they 
happen to lie, should, not the use of 
such matclies be prohibited by Jaw, or 
why should it not bo a penal offence 
to carry or bring sucli matches into 
buildings, wliere a large number of 
men, women and children litive lo work 
or ti-adi', or into places where they 
may gather for amusement or Instruc- 
tion V So also should the careless de- 
position of lighted cigars and cigarette 
stubs and candles bo made a pmial of-' 
fence. 

All owners, architects and mochan- 
ics In any way responsible for the con-,': 
struction of defective flues, , fireplaces 
or chimneys or the unsafe setting of 
stoves, heating furnaces, or boilers, 
should upon conviction, be likewise II- 
able to fine or Imprisonment. Why not! 
Would such laws not be just as im- 
porlanl and ;is Justifiable and bcno- 
licial as the law thai .\ou may not ex- 
pectorate on the sidewalk-, In the street 
cars, or In public placf^s? 

Under some such laws, conscien- 
tiously enforced, the regular annual 
destruction of over one hundred and 
seventy million dollars worth of pro- 
perty, exclusive of extraordinary con- 
flagrations, might be I'ut down to one- 
half or one-foiirtli, the ratio of firo 
losses would b-.? reduced from ana\-er- 
age of over three ilollars |ier capitf. to 
Ih.al of the average In iOuropeaii cities 
of about sixt\- ceiiis; the cost of In- 
surance w.ndil cerlalnly be reduced, 
and We would gel hold of the all Im- 
Iiorttiiil ipiesllon of fire protection 
from the same sane standpoint wo are 
handling other important matters re- 
lating to the public welfare and safety. 

Gcntiemeii, I consider It au honor 
to have the privilege of meeting With 
you, the fire fighters, who never fall 
to respond at the clang of the gong, 
regardless of wlait the coiisei|uences 
nia.N' be to .\-(iuiselve.s, >-ou who, at any 
moment .are ready to not only jierforin 
your duty, but to take >our lives in 
your own hands, for the sake of sav- 
ing lives of others and who very of- 
ten, in the obscurity of smoke and 
flames, perform deeds, equal in honor 
and courage, to any recofded on the 
field of battle. 

And yet your time and mine will 
have been wasted, if by this, I have 
n.it succeeded In proving that "fire 
proteclion" is of lint little avail, if wo 
continue to neglect the enactment and 
enforcement of laws to compel "lire 
prevention." 
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COLOR PHOTOGRAPHY 

( 

One . of ray- reader."! encloses nie a 
cutting from the London Morning 
Leader, and as I think il may interest 
amateur photographers I append 11 
herewith : 

"I'^or the first time in llils country 
direct phatograph.s in colors taken in 
one operation were exhibited last 
night at tlie r.,oiidon Provincial Photo- 
graphic association's meeting In Tudor 
street. The actual jihotographs were 
exhibited with the fu-iglaals, slio-.ving 
that the pholographei-'s ideal has come 
very near being attained. 'l"he plates, 
which are named Aulochnmie, are the 
ii.venlion of .Messrs.. I.uuiiere of 
I^yons. The process is very simple, 
and though one or two shades are not 
quite right tile colors ai'e true on the 
whole. The develojier is the old-fash- 
ioie-rl [i\-ro-aiiimonia. The plate is 
lilaci'd in other baths, which bring tlie 
colors out, the whole i)roccss being 
carried nul by time, thus avoiding fa- 
tal errors on the part of the amateur. 

In a few minutes the negative 1 
comes a positive in beautiful natural 
'colors. So far no way ot printing 
from the 'negatives" in the ordinary 
way has been discovered, but they can 
be used as originals for three color 
illustrations and lantern slides." 

.\1\- corres|iondent a«ks m\- opinion 
on this process and i>t tin- s:nue time 
wants to know how it Is possible to 
take photograph.s in colors. Well, It 
is quite impossible for me to make 
any statement as to the merits and 
defects of this, method without having 
considerable more evidence before me. 
And I should al.so require to .sec on 
ot these "negatlvefs." as otherwise it 
■would not b<3 possible to judge the ac- 
curacy of the color.s. Offhand, though. 
I may say that since this process had 
been brought forward by the Messrs. 
Lumiero, It certainly merits attention, 
and, in addition, there is no beter body 
ot men to ho found anywh.M'o than Ihe 
members of the London Provincial jis- 
SCclatloM to whom to introduce such 
a discovery, .as lliey are ne;nly all ex- 
poriema^d phol ograjibers and repr.-sent 
<-\oi'y section of our art-science, and 
It would be ridlcnions to Introduce 
ai)\-thing to theii- notice unless it w 
.a genuine Invention and was -iveu 
liacked up by Its own niei-its. K'mo>v- 
liig this to be so I await fiiilhi-r par- 
ticulars of this new ra'ocess with a 
considerable amount of iul<'rest. 

And now to deal with the later part 
ot m.v correspondenl's question: How 
cni pholograplis bo taken In colors'.' 
Well, that, of course, de]iends very 
largely on what we mean by a photo- 
graph In colors; If ^vo must ha\-e 
something on ptiper there Is a ;,'i-eat 
ileal of work to be done before we c;iii 
get the linlshed article, and the pro- 
cesses are distinctly |e, lions and ro- 
i|iilre a great deal of jir.'ietlce before 
even a small amount i:if success can be 
nchleved. If, on the oIlK-r hand, we 
can be ccmtenled by having them on 
glass In the form of tran.';parencles, 
there Is no reason why anyone -vvllli .a 
know ledge of Ihe onlinary processes 
ot pliotography caniioi turn out highly 
jjleasing work with a reasoii.-ible 
amount of labor. II Is no good trying 
to b.> successful with color photo- 
Ri.aphy unli'ss we thoroughly under- 
stand Ihe whys and wherefores of each 
thing we do right through the whole 
course of tlio operations, and there- 
fore I iiropo.se to tell you first of ail 
a few elementary facta regarding the 
subject of light lt.^olf and color. In 
Ihe llrst place all natural, that is un- 
nrtlflclal, •light that comes to us pro- 
ceeds from the sun, and the reason 
that wa are able to dlfforontlnto ob- 
jects Is that the luminous rays from 
the sun fall on these objects and are 
reflected back from them and, pnss- 
Ing'r throupfli our eyos, create an im- 
pression thereof on our brains.

This 
hand of colors is called the "spectrum" 
and from it wo learn that what we un- 
dersiand as "white" is really a com- 
blnatlmi df all the colors our eyes 
arc capable of distinguishing. There 
Is another fact whicli. you will have 
noticed in connection with this spec- 
trum, and that is that the colors are 
all separated and distinct one from the 
other. Kow you will remember that 
we onily allowed a single beam ot 
light to fall on the prlsin and it was 
suinciently small lo only strike a 
small portion of it, and yet after il 
has passed through It, It is no kniger 
a small single beam but consists of a 
bro;ul band whicli spreads Its.ilf out 
over the surface of the p:ipcr. Note 
.ilso that the red Is by far the least 
bent of all Ihe color rays, and tlmt 
Iho violet is the most refracted from 
the courr-e iif Ihe original while beam 
and that Ihe oilier color rays have 
each their own separ.ato iiosltlon. 

Supposing, now, wo take a piece of 
green gla.ss and iiold It up to the 
light, we shall notice that everything 
'looks green through rt and obviously 
the reason of this is that this par- 
ticular piece of glass Is not capable of 
passing any of the other colors that 
wo have just shown white light is 
made up of.

Great agricultural 
possibilities tho valley does undoubt- 
edly possess. In various places grroat 
poplar covered flats occur which for 
richness of soil and ea.sc of clearing 
cninbluod can bo surpassed In no part 
or this province,— aave perhaps by 
snmo of tho land at the Delta of the 
I'raser river.' liMffe Irdc'ts'df land of 
this sort have been taken up both by 
.legitimate sotlers and by speculators 
>a.nd there ciui bo no dcubt but tlial. tho 
■'near future will soo groat dcvolop- 
monts. Tlio soil of the Bulkloy Valloy 
Is all right, Ihcro fan bo no doubt 
about that,— but before tlio future of 
tho district as an aKricultural coun- 
trr is assured, il, is necessary that 
srmiiHlilng more be l-.uown concerning 
tho meteorological cunditons. Before 
some exact da.ta have been gathered 
as to tho clltnate of the country and 
Its effect on tho various linda of iVulli 
and grains there will be but little work 
on a large scale, so far as agrloulturo 
Is concerned. 

As tn mining however, no such bar- 
rier exists. 

The Bulkley Valley is the prospec- 
tor's paradise. At the present limo 
■ there Is, and for years to ccnne tliere 
will bo, something for everyone who 
comes loolving for niiner.al wealth. Tlic 
possibilities of tlio country are botmd- 
less. So far they are little known, and 
it Is the very wealth of the country 
■which has prevented Its better ex- 
ploration. Tho majority of the pros- 



pectors who have come in' wlthla-tho 
last 3 or 1 years have found all that 
they wanted almost on their first ar- 
rival within tho mineral areas. Thoy 
have staked their cl.'iinis,— gold, cop- 
per or silver ns tho case may bo, and 
liavo In tho greater number of teases 
settlod down to open them up without 
further Investlgallon. Vast tracts of 
mountain land of tho same formation 
as those on which enormously ricli 
claims have been stalcod, havo never 
vet boon traversed, and within their 
vastnesses It is safe to say that un- 
told wealth awaits tho miner and pros- 
pector. 

A country offering bettor fncilltlos 
for tho prospector than tho Bulkley 
Valley district il would bo bard to 
imagine. Butli in winter and summer 
tho climate is excellent,— in sunnner, 
warm and dry, — in winter not luiduly 
cold and with no great snow fall, — 
llio axerage being about four leet. 
Kvc^rvwhero game is pli nlnui, and It 
would be a poor shot who, while at 
work in tho mountains could not keep 
tlio pot full, of fresh moat, botli sum- 
nun- and winter. Bear, both black and 
grizzly abound both In tho mmmlain.s 
and tlio woods, — mule deer freriuent 
tlie forests, while the hills are full of 
caribou. And wdien all these fail tho 
hunter can always fall back upon the 
grouiul hogs wbicli swarm on tlie 
mountain slopes and which make the 
Verv best (jf eat ing. 

u'onghly sp(Nikirig tho mineral areas 
of the Bulklev Valley may bo classl- 
ned In throe divisions. In the first 
placo there is the Hudson Bay ra.nge 
of mountains, a chain whlcli exlentls 
along the nortli bank of the c;oppi'i' 
river, in the great curve wlilcli is 
formed by the junction of tho Skecna 
and Bulkloy rivers. In the, second 
place there is the Babine Range ex- 
tending between the Bulidey river and 
Haliine bake, while the tlilrd division 
includes the v.alleys of tho Tclkwa 
and Morlce rivers, flnwing with paral- 
lel courses into tlio null.ley river. 

Of the three .-.r, It is impossible to

groatest amount of work has so far 
been, dono on tbo claims stalfcd in the 
Hudson Bay Mountains, along tho 
north hank of tho Copper river. Pros- 
pecting In this district is .a compara- 
tively easy matter. The vallejr.Is easy 
of access, tliero being a very fair 
trail from Aldermere at tho junction of 
the Bulkley and Telkwa. rivers to 
u...,.re the river flows into tho Skeena, 
and tlio hills havo sliown themselves 
remarkably rich, particularly in gold 
and copper. 

Among tho finest of the properties 
in this district is the Iiake View group. 
This is owned by Messrs, F. Allen, H. 
Hankln and P. C. Lorlng, all well 
known residents of the, valley. It In- 
cludes three claims, — tbo Tower Hill, 
the Silver Tip and the Bonan^.a. Tho 
last at those claims, tho Bonanza, lia.s 
produced scmio of the richest copper 
ore of which there Is any record, some 
of Us i)rodiict having asstiyed as liigh 
a.s 7S 1-2 per cent, of i)iiru coiiper. The 
ore from tho Tower Hill claim lias 
lir-en assayerl as high as ?1450 to tho 
ton,— $1 llio of this being accountod 
f(jr liy tlie g(dd and the balance by the 
copper. This Is, of course, a piclccd 
sample, but tho average assay is $500 
to the ton. The ore on tho Silver Tip 
Is mostly silver chloride, in contradlc- 
tlnctlon to that on tho other two, 
which i.s entirely copper and gold. 
Tho silver ore from tills miue'^ias as- 
sayeil as high as IDfi oz. to tlie ion. 

The discovery of this claim was en- 
'.Ireiv a matter of chance and illus- 
Ir.'Ucs well how mucli the prospector 
Is in tho liaiids of the fickle goddess of 
fori line. Allen, ono of lliu partners 
In tho concern, is a mighty hunter, 
renowned throughout the valley for 
his feats with tho ritlo. Ho was out 
hunting in tho Hudson Bay range one 
flay, when from a high rock bo saw 
beiioalh him a large slivi-r tip grlz/.ly. 
I'^roiii this i)oint of vantage, yir. Allen 
shot the bear and on descending to 
examine the corjise of his victim, 
found that it was lying on a bed of 
liigh grade silver .ire. Further inves- 
tigation showed that the ore was both 



rich and plentiful and 1>lr. Allen im- 
mediately put in stakes. Tho claim 
proved ono of the richest on tho Cop- 
per river, and at tho present time ne- 
gotiations are . under, way for its sale, 
together with- the other two of tbo 
group to an American Syndicate. Tho 
sale has not yot been completed, but if 
it is, the prico will bo between $30,000 
and $40,000. 

J. Hallcy owns a rich sliver lead 
liroposltion in this district,— tho Co- 
ronade, by name. Tho load Is a splen- 
did one, tho silver alone, — quite irro- 
spectlvo of tho lead, assaying as high 
as $111! to the ton. Copper, gold, sil- 
ver and lead, however, by no niotins 
complete the list of minerals found In 
paying quantities along tho Copiier 
river. In addition to those zinc has 
been found In largo quantities. R. 
Byous, P. Schufor, and Woods have 
a splendid projierty coniiirisliig both 
silver and zinc and, although no other 
claims have been staked tho metal is 
known to occur in other places 
throughout tho range. Others who 
own and woKjc claims <in the Copper 
river aro W. Simpson, who has . a 
splendid lead of sliver lead ore. This 
lead Is eight feet wido in places and 
gives promise of proving extremely 
rich. John Aldrldge, who has a fine 
silver copper proposition and r::harle3 
Hastings and Messrs. Jllller and Halo, 
all of uliom own rich claims. 

The ihiril great mineral area of this 
district, — tho Babine Mountains, has 
so far been barely touched by prospec- 
tors. A few havo been Into tho coun- 
try and in almost every instance they 
located within a fow. weeks of their 
arrival there, being perfectly content 
to stako on almost tho first leads that 
they struck,— so rich were thoy. Vast 
tracts of the range yet remain to \i<\ 
in-ospecled and there can bo- no diaibt 
but that In them exists Immense 
wealth.

of the richest locations so fair niaao''"Jh' ' .' 
this district Is that of Messrs. Dibbel 
and Brewer who have staked on a 
vein of silver and lead with a surfaco 
showing of over 12 feot. At tho head 
of Driftwood Creek, which ultimately 
empties into the Bulkley river, H. Mc- 
Kindrick hus a rich property, while in 
tho same vicinity Chax-les Harvey is 
working a promising lead of sliver, 
load and copper. These ' three aro 
at present almost tho only properties 
which aro being worked In- this dlB- .. 
trlct, and but few others ~ have be6n " 
staked. From thIS' may bo judged how 
little Is yotikridwn; of the possibilities 
of the Babine Mountains. 

So far all tlio work that Is being 
dono on the mlncrul claims of tho dis- 
trict Is purely In tho nature of dcvel- ' 
opinont. No ore has yi.-t been treated, 
save fur assay purposes, an-l tinlil tho 
O.T.l^. arrives nothing in this lino can 
bo (lone. It Is on the .speody arrival 
of this railway that tho mining men 
of tbo dlstrlcc arc basing all their 
hopes.

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Christ Church as if was in 1859— By Edgar Fawcett 
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■■/ I read with a deal of pleasure tho

Beanland. These reminiscences of for- 
mer days in Victoria liave a charm for 
mo that Is not easy to describe. More 
partlcularlv Is this tho case in tho 
present instance as my very earliest 
recollections of this lair Tjlty are con- 
nected with Victoria District church. 



extinguished. The church was built 
and oj)ened in August, 18GG, under the 
supervision of ilr. William Leigh, who 
was in charge of Uplands farm, Cad- 
boro Bay, and was in tho sen'Ico of 
tlio Hudson's Bay Company. Mr. 
Leigli was a man of very good attain- 
ments, being a good musician and 
contributing to the various eiitortain- 
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hirst Victuria Uiblrict Church 



My mother was a devout church wo- 
man, and I attended her in her fre- 
quent and regular attendance. She 
encouraged mo to join tha choir as a 
boy in 1861 and taught me music, and 
my lirst position 1 in the church in 
connection with Its musical services 
•was as organ blower. I afterwards 
took my seat with the adults, singing 
treble, then alto and tenor, and I have 
now tho treble score of several an- 
thems copied by myself at that time. 

I shall now descrlbo tho church as 
I remember It In 1859 and 1SC2. The 
Inside was an oblong square, pretty 
ihuch as sliown by tho rough plan I 
havo drawn. Tho entrance was at 
tho southwest corner, and there was 
a gallery across tho west end, where 
tho old organ and the choir were then 
situated. .Under this gallery wore 
pews, on© of which was occupied by 
our family. Tho vestry -was at the 
southwest corner, and had entrance 
from under tho g.allery as well as 
from outside. The inaido of tho build- 
ing was lathed and plastered. There 
was a low tower at tho southwest cor- 
ner, dovecot shaped, where tho pig- 
eons mado their nests and brought 
forth their young. There woro two 
bolls In the tower, ono larger than the 
other, which when rung sounded ding- 
dong, ding-dong three times a day, 
morning, afternoon and evening of 
Sund;LV, and also Wednesday evenings. 
The plan shows a square contrivance 
opposite the entrance. This was G.w- 
ernor Douglas' pew, and was occupied 
by tho governor ttnil his family regu- 
larly each Sunday morning. Ho walk- 
ed down the aislo In -uniform In the 
most dignllied manner, and load 
congregation in the responses h 
aiidlblo voice. By tho plan, an organ 
and choir arc sho-\vii in tho gallery 
well as ono In the chancel, but tho 
dates IS'iO and 1862 e.xplain that 
1 Still tlioro was a new organ, tiiid the 
old ono removed, and the gallery dono 
away. with. It was In this gallery iny 
se'rvlcea commenced as organ blower 
and tho only one I can now remember 
as singing In the choir at that early 
date was John Bult.^i, ■■>, young man 
lately from Austr;ilia. He had a nli 
tanoi- voice, and was very regular in 
attendance for some time, until ho fell 
f-.iiii grace. He was the town crier 
afterwards and a noted character. Jlr. 
Hlgglns speaks of him in the "Jlystlo 
•-.-Spring." 

One Sunday morning in 1SG2 or 1SG3 
'• Willie Bishop Hills was preaching, a 
"man w;ilked Into tbo church and cried 
out, Bord, tho church is on lire." 

•Tudgo Pomberton, ono of tho olllcers 
of the church, with others got onto 
the ceiling through a man hole above 
the gallery, and walked OU tho rafters 
to whore tho firo -waB' located. He 
missed his footing and came through 
tho lath and plaster, but luckily did 
not'-tall--':tO the floor below, but, like 
Mahomol'a coflln, hung suspendod by 
his arms until rescued from above. 
Tho congregation were soon outside, 
and with willing help tho Are was soon 



ments of those days, when regular en- 
tertainments by professionals were 
few and far between. He subsequently 
was city Clerk, being the second to

M. Hicks who was appointed clerk on 
the city being Incorporated. Mr. Hicks 
Is burled In Quadra street cemetery, 
and his headstone Is In evidence today 
as a mute appeal to our city falliers 
to Jiiil tile place in order.

nected with tho church, Mr. Cridge 
the Incumbent, was first; then Bishop 
Hills, the Uev. H. J. Dunrias, after- 
ward rector of .St. .Tohns; Rev. Alex- 
ander C. Jiirrett, now Bishop ot Dal- 
las Texas, .-ind Rev. Georgo Crlckmer, 
who subseiiuently was sent to Lang- 
ley or Yale. 

The organ used np to IROl or 1S02 
was situated in the gallery, and had 
tlirco barrels, eacii of ten limes, so 
that 30 tunes was the limit. .Mr. See- 
ley, who owned the Australian house, 
which stood ntuii lately at the north 
end of the Causewa.v, was Jin attend- 
ant .'it the church, and bein.g ;in organ 
builder nnderlook to inqirovlso .a key- 
board attachment for this barrel or- 
g.-ui. This lioyboard was used on Sun- 
day mornings and on special occasions 
by Mrs. Alwood (:\lrs. 'I'. Sidney Wil- 
son ot ,St. Charles street). At c-vcn- 
Ing services the music w;ts ])ro(luc(--d 
by tho barrels, worked by a handle, 
and tho writer on these occasions was 
the "organist." An amusing Incident 



occurred one Sunday evening when I, 
forgetting tho number ot verses of .-i 
hymn to Ijc sung, stopped playing, and 
tho congregation commenced another 
verso. Seeing that 1 had made an er- 
ror, I began again two notes behind. 
This mado confusion worse confonrui- 
etl as may be supposed, but having 
commenced I continued to tho end of 
the verse. This being tho closing 
hymn, "Liord, Dismiss Us with Thy 
Blessing," I was not long In making 
my exit from llio church, as I did not 
wish to meet Jlr. Cridgc or any of the 
church otlicers, being only a youth and 
iinticipating ct;usiire, liut I forget If I 
got It. About this time a committee

II Is often difflcult to obtain reliable 
Infonnalion aliout tho game in the 
country to tlie north of Vanocnver 
Island and lo tho south of the Skeena 
river. A recent trip through part of 
that ci-iast count.-y and talks with 
many of the iieople who.. have lived 
and hunted there, has put me In a po- 
sition to advise anyone who is con- 
templating a hunting e-vcursions dur- 
ing tbo coming season. 

The great game of tho district and 
ahiiost tlie only ono that would at- 
tract a jiei-son to brave the rigors of 
the whiter season is bear. Of these 
there are plenty both black and griz- 
zly. Ono cannot walk f;u- through the 
woods anywhere without llnding bear 
signs. At this lime of year they live 
mostly on berries and skunk cabbage 
roots. On Cribble Island and iill up 
Gardner's Canal the salmon berry 
bushes had been raided and tho tender 
shnots of ttic skunk cabbage eaten, in 
fact there was not a valley I entered 
except at Hartly Bay where bear signs 
were not plentiful. On tho way down 
on tho Amur wo saw a black bear 
on tho rocks at tho water's cdgo not 
one hundred and fifty yards frmn tho 
boat. As soon as ho saw the sbi]) 
be made for tho liusli, but not before 
be had been seen by li.'tlf tho ship's 
I'oniiiany. That was the only bear I 
saw, but w^ traveled .through too 
noisily and too fast to 'expecf to see 
game. 

The wisest plan for anyone w.anting 
to do some be:ir hunting 'would bo 
to engage aomeono who knows the

Tiie Indians usually cliargi; live dollars 
a (lay each and they expect ten dol- 
lars for each grizzlv and five dollars 
for each Idack boar that Is killed. 
'I'liey say that Is the regular rate, but 
1 met one Indian at Kitim.-it who of- 
fered to do it for half that price with- 
out tlie lionuses. The latter price 
seems to be aliout tho right thing for 
an Indian. At Kitamat and several 
other points whlto guides can be ob 
talned who Ijavo either sloops o 
canoes and who know even more than 
an Indian about woodcraft. Ono ad- 
vantage of the while iii.'in over tin 
iudian is tha tho is not af.-ald of ;i 
gri/./.ly and that he makes a pleasant 
comiianlou o,ii tlie trip 

During Sciiieiiiber tho bears como 
down to the banks of the river to fe 
oil the saiiiioii th.-it have been up to 
spawn. They may then bo shot quite 
easily from the canoe, but tho fur is 
too short to lie much good. Thoy are 
still around the rivers In October and 
by that time tho fur is long enough to 
make a pretty fair rugi but Novem- 
ber Is said to bo tho best mdnth of 
all. In the Interior the pelts are best 
when they como out in the spring but 
on tho coast the boars soinetinie.s bi;- 
como mangoy, especially the gri/.xlies, 
caused perhaps, by tho llsh diet in the 
autumn. Ai) the hunters up there 
ailvlse hunting In tho late autumn for 
best results. 

One story I was told of a young 
Ihiirlislim.ui who was .iusL returning 
to bis homo In the Ohl (,:oiiiilry ami 
who wishcil to tal<(! wllli him a gri'/.- 
zlv pelt, lie waii living in .-i lumlier 
cani|), and, as all the other men wore 
liiisv, he climbed the mountain alone. 
Ill a swamp near the top ho saw as he 
lieered forth from the bushes, no les.^ 
than six grizzly bears, all of good 
nW.a It was a trying moment for he 
had' como out for bear and hero they 
Were In plenty, but was he a match 
lor six? For a few minutes be wateli- 
rd them, uncertain what to do. Then 
steailvlng lilmself ho bla/.od tiway with 
Ills Wliicbe.'-ter. 'l-'lie first shot brought 
(iown one, but tho other.s charged. U 
reciulred all the nerve he could muster 
lo bring thein down one at a time, the 
last being but live yards distant when 
ho fell. It was some time before ho 
(■(Mild persuade his companions to help 
liliu fetch them and then they .would 
not bollovo his story until they saw 
tho six carcases scattered hero and 
there over- ono .hundred yards of 
swamp. Then ho became tho hero of 
tho camp and was talked about for 
months. 

Tlioro aro plenty of cleer every 
wliero but then there aro deer right 
hero at our door on Vancouver Island 
Iilonty of lliem; so that ono would 
linrrtly travel six hundred miles to 
kill ' 



said to be cougar, lynx, marten, otter, I 
and many other small furred creatures. 
AVolves too of the big grey variety 
roam the woods everywhere. At the 
mouth of tho Kemano river we found 
wolf tracks but only onco -wo heard 
them howl. • . ■ ■ 

Tho Indians Of tjid north have a 
very cruel practice of leaving their 
dogs at homo while they are away 
llshlng. For a month or two they 
have to rustle food for themselves, K 
thoy can; and if they arc unsuccess- 
ful they must go hungry. Often they 
arc nothing V.wl a bag of bones when 
their cruel masters return. At Ke- 
mano we found about ten mongrels 
but not an Iiidl.'ui. These poor creat- 
ures were so glad to see us thoy al- 
most tumbled into the water as wo 
landed. Ono that had quite a notice- 
able strain of bulking In him had his 
nose full of porcupine quills. Thoy 
v/ero as thick as bristles on a 
hog's back and were just beginning to 
get sore. To savo hlni the untold 
suffering that must h.avo followed had 
he been left in that state, my friend 
put hini out of his misery with a Ijlow 
from an axe. It was the old story of —

"Ho that fights and runs aw^ay 
"Will live lo light some other day." 

Only ono of the others had ventured 
near until the lighting \vas over and 
his nose contained only two quills. 
They must liave watched tlie English- 
man do the business and then shared 
tho meal with liim 

Grouse seem to bo rather scarce In 
that north country. In two weeks I 
saw but one. I havo been told, how- 
ever, that on some of the mountains 
blue grouso are very plentiful. On tho 
canals gulls seem to be very scarce 
but there aro numbers ot guillemots and 
grebes, tho former being particularly 
numerous. 'J'lic bald eagle Is seen al- 
most everywhere but there he has to 
do his own lisblngj for the osprey or 
llsh-hawk. which he Is in tlio habit of 
robbing, is very scarce. He usually 
builds his nest in a tall spruce or hem- 
lock near the water's edge. In the 
woods the little norlhorn wren is the 
friend of every camper, for no sooner 
does the boat appro.ach the shore, than 
the llttio eretituro may be heard trill- 
ing out his lonely song. For ages ho 
has "wasted his sweetness on tho des- 
ert air" but now the timber locators, 
miners, and lumbermen will find him 
pleasant company as they sit at their 
morning meal or while they gatlior 
around the cainp fire as the shadows 
of evening arc closing In. Ot the other 
small birds the only ones I noticed 
woro tho jays, a few warblers and 
liumming birds, oiu; or two towhees, 
and water ousels along tho Ktreams. 
There were one or two others that 
I could not identlf.v, yos, and a few 
crows and a great many ravens along 
tho shores I wa.s nearly omitting too 
the "large number of duoks and an 
occasional goose. 

T'ho total absence of crabs, starllsh. 
and their relatives struck me as odd. 
There is no noisy scrambling beneath 
stones as ono passes along l>ut In oth- 
er respects there is little difference 
between tho be.acli there and here 
Clams aro plenllful nml barnacles co\ 
er tho rocks below tide water. 

In the woods the plant that strikes 
on." lirst Is tho devil's club. Tt is In 
ev.u-v valley, and In some valleyr, it 
i.s evervwhore. T-^'ory evening and 
morning an,l a large part of bun,la>s 
were spent In getting the poisonous 
prickles out of our bands. It Is ex- 
tremely cxa.speratlng to begin to si de 
down a hillside or Into a hole, With 
nothing In roach with which to save 
oneself but a certain shrub with a 
beautiful spreading leaf from twelve to 
eighteen inches In diameter, 1 he iis 
time one Is placed in such a posilion 
ho grabs tho shrub, but every .«ubse- 
quent time he takes li'"./'''V m,,.; 
man and rubs the place that Is huit. 

Thd tliribor is chlolly cedar and hem- 
lock with a good sniatlorlng of siu-nce 
In tho low kinds and Douglas llr In a 
few spots. .Most of tho cedar trees 
havo dead tops so that a, hillside will 
sooni to be covered with a mass of 
brown siilkes above the green foliage. 
Tlie yellow cedar, of which there Is a 
good "deal, Is said to bo very valuable 
hut It is small, averaging not more 
than from twelve to eighteen Inches 
In diameter. There I.s no small undor-

ally called a blueberry, but by others 
a huckleberry. It has a pleasant acid 
flavor and is even better cooked than 
In Us raw state. So plentiful weiro 
these everywhere that ono could pick 
enough for a meal In a very short 
time. 

I have never seen tho Canadian 
Rockies nor Switzerland, but I havo 
boon up Gardner'.s Canal. I know of 
nothing with which to compare it. 
Tho canal Is never more than two or 
tliree iniies wide and generally much 
less than that. At lirst the iiills on 
elllier side are well wooded and there- 
fore nut more than ordinarily pic- 
turesque, but as one advances the 
cliffs become more rugged, the moun- 
tains covered -with perpetual snow, 
and from each glacier or snow-capped 
peak flows a stream that may^bo a 
roaring cataract or a tiny cascade 
leaping perhaps hundreds of feet over 
jagged rocks to mingle their waters 
with tho briny inlet. There were doz- 
OTs of tliese on either side nnd no two 
W(.'ro allke.i At the month of the 
Brim river llowed also another small- 
er stream which lliundcn'od over a 
rocky ledgo from fifty to one hundred 
feet high. Here was ;t basin sur- 
rounded by snow-covcred mountains 
on every side. The varied colors of 
rock and foliage in this basin surpass 
jmythlng I havo ever seen or hope to 
see They are simply indescrlbale. 

As we advanced toward tho head of 
the canal, forty miles from its en- 
Iniiicc, tho water becnnio fresher nnd 
quite muildy from the Inflow of the 
Kemano and KItlup rivers. Hero a 
small c;i.scado llowing from .a glacier 
from twelve lo litteeii hundred feet 
high, Hows directly over the face of a 
iDaro mountain asul at ;ibont one thniis- 
anil leet Ironi the ground gives a leap 
of several hundred feet, splashes on a 
ledge, leaps again a few hundred foot 
more, and finally plunges into a little 
crevice and flow.s gently into tho ca- 
nal. In iiiaccs snow would bo found 
quite jiear tho water's edge, some-- 
tlmes not nfty feet. The patches must 
havo been remnants ot hugo slides or 
drifts that have come down from 
abov-e when the v. armth of spring had 
loosened their liold on tho mountains. 

Anv .account of tho streams of this 
district would not bo coinplelo with- 
out mcntimi of tho mineral hot springs 
that abound along the coast. Ono ev- 
ening the wind was blowing and mak- 
ing things il little too lively for our 
little launch as she was throbbing her 
way u]-) Devastation channel, so we 
put into a bay for .shelter. There 
we found an Indian who told US he 
had just taken a bath. This surprising 
fact made us very curious, so after 
supper In which tho aborigine joined 
us, ho took us around to tho point to 
Ihe north of Ibe bay whore we found 
:i modern tub-bath made from one 
end of a dug-out canoe. It was I'ull 
of hot w;iter and a small stream was 
flowing into It. iMV companion ;it 
once began to strip and was soon en- 
Joving the luxury of .-l mineral hot 
halh in nature's own pavilion. AY'lien 
he had had enough wo pulled out tho 
plug at the bottom and I took, his. 
place. 'I'ho water Was rather tQo .hot,. . 
hotter than I should think of using 
at home, and when I had stowed for 
twenty minutes my flesh was pink as 
a La Franco rose. The water was 
iiullo pleasant to tho tnsto and It Is 
s;iid to be a .'splendid euro for rliennin- 
lism when applied outwardly and 
equal to Ihe best mineral waters for 
Inward aiiplieation Tbero aro num- 
bi-'i-s of these hot springs known to 
the Indians and a few wlilto men. One 
with a. How of about fifty.. Inches ■ Is ^, 
owned by Mr. Bchnsen, a brother to-;:
